them it decay, whom all the reſt hop'te to haue ſeene 
the cuerlaſting, propagators of the fame,and in which 
number I a ſapplcile braunch of that trunke am one) 
to whom I owe all ſcruice or aught which might adde 
therevnto reputation ; hath drawne mee to make ten- 
der of theſe my traductions, from the French, Latin, 
and 7/tatiaz tongues,of this Mahumetane or Turkiſh Hi- 
forte, to your ſaide ſelfe with your brothers, as true 
tokens of my deuoted minde, whereof to the vtmoſt 
of power you and they may diſpoſe ; Not for I 
thinke this Dedication or any other acte of mine,can

ny meditations hath often wiſhed any occaſion, that 


in trew coullers to you and them might once make it 
appeare; And now not expecting longer any greater : 
(tor what might he in occaſion expect turther whoſe 
valew oncly conirits in his minde) being importuned 
by the much intreatic- of friends,that theſe iy paines 
taken in this Hiſtorie might cone abroad, | thought 
none lo fit as well in regarde of my ſaide affection, as 
of your and their worthinefle to whom to conſecreate 
theſe my lefle worthic labors . Wherefore to you fir 
the firſt both in time and place I preſent this firſt booke 
cotayning the Originall of theſe T#rckes with the foure 
Monarchies diſcended of 'them as the forerunner both 
in time and place to the other following, and not vn- 
fitly appertayning : Becauſe this booke being furniſhed 
with much varietie of matter as tranſlations of Empires, 
chaunge of gouernment, ſmall things from thejr meane 
beginnings growing to great perlection ; great things 
by indiſcretion and litle conſideration, ruined, and 0- 
uerthrowen : Occaſtons hapning and happely purſued, 
drawing eſtimation and aduancement; neglected, pul- 
ling on difſolation and diſtrution. I fay theſe and ſuch 
like inthis cucrie where appearing to whom might I 
commend then your ſelfe whoſe ripe age cannot bur 
be freſhly ſtored with multitudes of ſuch good ob- 
ſeruations, gathered from preſidents, and cxamples, 
foraine and domeſtique, both of theſe and former 
times : And ſurely when my ſelfearightenter in con- 
ſideration of theſe thinges (whereof theſe bookes are 
a rich ſtore-houſe ) let mee ſpeake it with a reuerend 
regardealwaies (and vnder controule of religion) Iam 
in opinion olten a Plitonif/,aſsisning all mortall affaires

neceflarelie a-periode in theyr perfeftion , to; which 


hauing arrayncd, they fall into, .a retrograde of decli- 
ning,vatill they be broughtro the lowelt degree which 


mitcrie,can alot. : nor there long continuing, againe 
and againe reuiue and ari{e from foorth the aſhes like- 
to the Arabiaw Phenix, ( or as the Phiſitions ralke of 


the ſtare of our bodics) alwaies either mending or 


impayring but neuer ſtanding at one ſtay; Soas houl-

Forif inthe rcſtlefſe variation of things and progrefle 
of time, vnauoydable ruine attend tne ſucceſs!on of 
orcatneſſe, but aduauncement on the poſteritie of mi- 
teric:who liues in fo baſe andabiect fortune who may 
not chalenge his being from worthie aunceſters,and 
aſſure himſe}fe in him or his to ſce rheariting Sunne of 
bright ſhining honor, As on the contrarie,what other 
aduznccd to the higheſt degree of dignitie, who may 
not ſuſpe& the meanecs ot his firſt beginning , and 
iuſtly feare in the weaning of his tertunes ro what 
codition (by the violence ot this currant) he or his may 
be brought; All this I fay.atn I drawne more redely to 
I-ane too;by reaſon of.this preſent hiſtorie,for behoul- 
dinghcerein from how lowly and ſmall beginnings the 
viAtorious & never degeneratingrace of theſe Ottamans, 
together with the inuincible nations of their Turkesare 
growen;that being but bare breach T rtars only,runne 
out of the caucs of thoſe horrid countryes of the Rz- 
 feenand Caucyſus mountaines, yet haue with glorious 
ſucceſle in thetrattewpts ledde captiuitic captiue,made 
themſeluvs now conquerours ouer the-whole Eaſt; & 
in fine are become eventiieterrorol the Welt. Sacking 
intinitnumbers of Cittics and Countryes: diſpoyling 
mulcitudes of Princes and high diſcended families of 
theyr lives, together with theyr crownes and king- 
domes : and this done in ſo few yearcs ſpace aboue 
all opinion, or what elſe betore was ever executed by 
the antique world.It cannot be butto that which the

courſe of things doth daylic caſt ypon them (if there 
be a courſe in things which is not my purpole turther 
heere to diſpute : ) God almightie in his lecret iudge- 
ments doth haſten their proceedings,to chaſtice thei Tp 
gratitude of vs Chriſtians for the lmall thankefulneſſe 
wee ſhew for ſo many his gratious benefits liberally, 
(though vaworthely) beſtowed on vs.But my office is 
not of a diuyne, hauing in purpoſe to make know@ one- 
ly what they hauc cucn from the f1:{t done, and daylic 
doc,rather then the reaſon of the deede, how it is or 
can be done. In which I heere preſent you and your 
Worſhiptull brothers with three bookes. This of their 
Originall,and the ſeuerall Monarchies diſcended trom 
thein : Another of their conqueſts and the ſucceſſion” 
of the houſe of 0ttaman, whole greatneſle hath in 
manner drownd all the reſt ; The third of the ſmall 
painefullattempt giuen by Soliman ( oreat Grandfather 
to: Mahumet the third of that name who now reigneth) 
to the Iſle of Malta,or Melita, defended chiefly by the 
forces of the great Maiſter, and the valiancy of the wor- 
thy brothers of chat order.By which laſt booke ] wold 
thus much inferre,thacſince the prowefſle of ſo ſmall a 
handfull was not onely able to withſtand , but repeil 
the furie and huge forces of fo confident an enemie, 
; puffed vpwith pride & aſſurance of ſo many rich ſpoiles 
and gayncd victories: O what then would the forces of 
Chriſtian Princes vnited doe,ſo we might but once ſee 
the glorious beams of that bright ſhyning day appeare, 
To this I hauc annexed likewiſe an abiract (borrowed 


fro the 7talians) of ſuch cauſes as are faide to give great- 


nefle to the Twrck;ſhEmpire a breuiate onely of a Jarger 


worke yet by me vntiniſhed,deuidedinto three bookes

a Gentile and very Idolator, But Mrhumet being an 
Orphan ar the age of cight yeares, was leftin the regi. 
ment of one of his vncles,named Abataliphywhocauied 
him to be inſtructed by a 7ewe in the Mithematical and 
naturall Sciences; and after that to be marriedat the age 
of fiftcene or lixteene years,and then inſtructed himin 
the rrade of Mcerchandize,which hee practized both in 
. Egipt and Sury,whernot alitle he frequented the com- 
any of I1cwes & Chriſt1ans,but chietely with a Moncke 
_ of theorder of ſaintBenet called lohn, (as the Bithop of 

_ #Htolomais ox Acon reporteth,) as alſo with another 
Monck called Sergizes an hereticall Veftorian,oft who he 
learned the holy Scriprures,6 eſpecially the old & new 
Teltament,To which knowledge whe he hadattaigned 
& coltdered with himſelf, that it was no great difficulr 
matter vnder the ſhadow of Religion, fo to draw to 
him the Arabiars being but grofle,rude,and Idolators : 
he therefore abſented himſclfe our of companic and 
1emayned ſecret by the ſpace of twoycarcs, And after 
that preſented himlelfe ro the people ſaying, that all 
the while of his abſence,he was with the Anedl Gabrial 

vho taught and gaue to him the law of God; and that 
to bulecue in 'dols was toolith & vaine. But perceiuing, 
that at that time, his woords could obtaine ſmall cre- 


dit heinuented another policie. For which vurpote he 


had an Eſclaue called Zeidir; to whom he told that the 
will of God was,that ail men ſhould be free,& therfore 
dyd gine him immecdiatly his libertie, wherdy ti6 cuery 

-part,all the Elclaues ina countrey repayred to Vehemet, 
. and gaze him {uch credir,that whatlocuer hee com- 

' mandcd , they obeyed him: Inſo much as this com- 
' panic, 
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or T wrath Hiftorie. 2 
panie, thus drawne togethers, brought nolicle dread 
and feare to ſome great and welthtetamilics in 2/ecyue, 
25 were the Caraxins, H aximins,and Benmautains, who vyv p- 
on the intelligence of tie drawing togethers of this 
wicked packe,tooke armour. againit them. Whereof 
M:hemet getting intelligence , fled immediatly, and _ 
retired himſelte tothe trowne of 1/zmedine, fithens cal- 
led M:dinathalmaby, which is ſo much to ſay, as Medin 
ot the Prophet, where he began in ſuch ſortro preach to 
the Iewes, that in ſteede to belecue him.,they beat him 
in ſundrie fights and his Efclaves alſo. So as in one of 
theſe skirmilhes Arhemet gat fuch a ſtroke ouerthwart 
his face,that not onely hee'loſt two of his fore teeth, 
butalſo was lett for dead in-a dike ther,wherin he was 
caſt: though in the ende he overcame the Tewes. And 
becauſe the Arabians, (which indeede be diſcended 
f:om 1/madli the ſonne of Abraham | and of 4gar his 
wiues maide,) were called 4garins , hee cauſed to be 


_ ordained ( in thar it was not honorable for his peo- 


ple to carie the name of a woman ſeruant,)that from 
thence forth they ſhould be named Saraz7ns,dedutted 
from the name of Sara, the lawfull wite of 4braham, - 
alledging that 7/macll was engendred of Sara and not 
of Agar hir maiden. The which name of Sarazns , fo 
long cadured,vnto ſuch time as the Turkes dyd abo- 

liſh both the name and the nation , as heercafter I 


_ will declare, Mahumet having thus crept into credit ' 


among ths ignorant and rude people, rhat hee was a 
Prophet and meſſenger of -God, hee acquainted him- 
ſelte with a Lady of nolitle wealth andriches;named 
T ad:7a Or Cadiga being a widow , and fo to the pur- 

B.iitj. pole,

poſe,hee behaued himſ(elte rowards hir,that hee mar- 
ried hir, although hee had three other wiues beſides 
hir, whereof the one was called Are, the ſecond A4- 
ha//-,and the third named Serck, or, Zech, whom he ra- 
uiſhed from one that was one of his bringers vp, bee- 
fides a-Concubine that he had called Marie a Chriſtian 
woran of the {ect of the 1acobits , And than he began 
to publiſh his damnable law that it was lawiull for any 
man to have ſoure wiues, Howbeit,thorough the mar- 
_ riage of this Lady, M:humet was wondertull renforced 

and ſtrengthened, in ſuch ſort, as that thorough his 
welth that hee dyd get, he wasable to wage ſoldiours, 
Wheteby partly by torce,and partly by,gvod oppini- 
on tht was had in him, all his neighbours obeyed 
him, and lo as his trayne growing to-ſuch a number 
tho:ough the multitude of Sarazrns that repaired to 


him,the Emperour'Heraclizs (who at that time had vn-. 


derhis dominion,both the countries of Swriz,Egipt,and 
Africk) ſerued himſel.e with thele people in his warres 
againſtthe Perſazns. Hoywbeit, it ſo afterwards came to 
paſſe,thatat a pay of the Emperours army,among who 
at that time vvere certaine bands of the Sarazrs.ſo as 
mony vvas not {o plentie there at that inſtant, able to 
pay the vvhole army : And thathee, which had the or- 
der ofthe pay of the army among vvhom thebandsot 


Sarazins allo were attending tor their vvages, vndeſ(-

end Theozore being ouerthrowne and tlaine. M:humet 


with his Sarazius atter this victorie departed from 


thence,&inuadcd the countries of S»ry & M-ſopotamna,

loſt the countries of Sur, Egipt,and Africk,& other ter- 
ritories which rhe Emperours of Komr and Greet, had 
eucr in poflcfſton from the time of /#/z#5 Ce/ar,lauing 
that partof 4/ickwhich the Yandal's held who were 
Chr:ft:ansthough 4rrians,& there had continued irom 
the time that the Romaines, ſuffered them to inhabit : 
And io Ma5um:t was crowned king in Damaſco, about

was placed in the rome & authoritie of Maurer, and

Abaalla ( the Sul- 
tan of Egipt after Mehuz,) came to Syracyjes; where 
ſometime was flaine the Emperor,Conſtantins ſonne 
to Conſtantine, whom his mother in law Mirtyn , wyte 
to Heraclizs cauſed there tobe poyſoned: wiere the Sa- 
razins ſacked the towne with a great part of the riches 
of Rome which the ſaid Conſtafitins before, had cauſed 
to bee brought thether to haye conucyed the ſame to 
Conſtantinople.

 Azovr the. yeere of 690, Abimelech (which woord

were in Hiſpain,conducted by Abderaman (whom the 
French Hiſtoriographers doe call Adramar) King of 
Cordoua,who after their entric into Fraunce,tooke the 
townes of Bourdeaulx,T holoſe, N arbowe, Nimes,eArles and 
eAuienon,Plating, Blondus,Sabdlicus, and other Hiſtorio- 
graphers doe write that thoſe Sarazins came euen ro 
rowres,where they were fought with, by Charles Martel, 


(father of Pipin,) and ouerthrowen ſo as all that cuer | 


was wonne by them before,was againe recouered by the 
ſame King Charles, and the Sarazins chaſed into Hif- 
pain, where after they remayned more than 700. yeeres. 
Varto ſuch time as Ferdizand the king of «Aragon did win 
from them the Citic and Countrie of Granado: (which 
was inthe yeere of our Lord God 1487.) Howbeit,ther 
rarried and remayned ſtill ſundrie rownes and villages 
entier,pcopled with the 'Sarazins whom the Emperour 
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The Mahumetane 


Charles ( the fifth of that name) comming to his domi- 
nions in Hiſpain found ther dwelling,and cauſed to em- 
brace the chriſtian faith, = they could neuer bee c6- 


pelled to chaunge their habit or the language of the S4- 
74zins,nor perhaps ſecretly their abhominable Mahometi- 
cal {e&t,what face outwardly ſo cuer they ſhew. 

In the yeere of our Lord God 500. the Sarazins of 
Aftrick,did take the liles of Cerſtca and Sardinia, and two 
and twentie yeeres after they pilled and ſacked the liles 
of Candia and Sicil:a, and fo held them more than two 
hundreth yeeres : at what time Pope Leo was perſecuted 
by the Lumbards,and ſuccoured by Charlemazn, 

The yeere of our Lord God 8 37. The Sarazins vnder 
the leading of Sultan Saua wan the port of Ciuitauechia, 
in Italy and ſacked the citie o' Rome,and the Church of 
Saint Peter,with the Mont Caſſen (- otherwiſe called Saizs 
Germain,which is the chiefe moneſtary or abbie of Saing 
Benet. And twentie yeeres after that they tooke the port 
ot Ancona and ouer ran all the coaſts onthart {ide of the 
Golfe of Venice, and likewiſe thoſe on thother ſide on 
the coaſt of Sclauonie : and this done in the reignes of 
Lotharie fon of Lois le Piteux king of Fraunce, and M- 
chaell Emperour of Conſtantinople about the yeere of 
our Lord God goo. they likewiſe afſailed the territories 
of Pulia & Calabriain the kingdome of Naples, & wan 
Mont Gargan, otherwiſe called Le Mont Saint Auge ) 

when as Conſtantine ſonne of Leo, who was ſonne of 

| Baſuizxs,.Emperour of Conſtantinop.e reigned and that 
 Berengier(of the ligne of the Lombards)cauſcd the eics 
oft Lewes ( who was laſt Emperour of the ligne of the

In the yeere 923.Roman the Emperovr of Conſtan- 


ctinople,did ſtir the Sarazins to inuade the territories of 
Pulia and Calabria whnch rebelled againſt him : How- 
beit the Sarazins were ouerthrowen' at the riuer of 
Garriglian by the Marquiz of Tuſcan named Aulbry or 


Alberic,at the c{peciall inftance of FO lchanthe cle- 


uenth of thatname. 
In the yeere 930.the Sarazins wonne the towne of 


Gennes,and ſpoiled all that coaſt ofthe Sea, when the 
Berengiers occupied the Empire,& fortified the trowne 
of Fraxinet which they kept 100 yeeres. 


Thus the Sarazins continued inuading and ſpoiling 
the fertile regions of 7taly ( while the controverſies . 


were depending about the right of poſſeſſing ehe Em- 
pire,betweene the French, the Greekes,and Lombaras, & 
the diſcentions' were on foote betweenethe Popes Ce 
the people of Rome in ſuch ſort.as they entoyed the 
moſt part of Pu{ia and Calabria which they kept euen 
vnto theyeere of Grace 999 or thereabouts,that they 
were chaſed both trom thence and our of Sicilia alſo, 
by Tancred de Haute Yillr, or Hiulte Fucillein Not- 
mandy, ( who frit beegan with them ) but ended by 
Guillaume Ferrabach lonne of the ſaid Tancred, with 
the help of Maloch leiuetenant of Michaell Cathalau 
Emperour of Greece : And ſo they did bring back from 
the hands of the Sarazins Pulia,Calabria,and Sicilia, 
whereof the {aid Guillaume remained lord,in thetime 
of Robert the French king,and of the Emperour Otho, 

the third of that name. 


In the yeere of our Lord 1040.thenumber of Sul- 
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The Mahumetane- 
eains or Soldains bÞan to be many : Forineuery Pro- 
uince,the Caliph ) as I beforedeclared) did inſtitute one 
as at Damaſco one; at Hames another; at Halep the 
third: in Egipt another,& the like in ſundry other places, 
who fallingat dillention one with the other,did in the 
end reuoult from the obedience of the Caliph.In Hiſ- 
pain likewiſe,cucric of the Moors that could getvnder 
his obedicnce a citie or towne, would immediately ye 
ſurpe the name of a king,as at Granado, Cordoua, To- 
ledo, Sarragoſa,Ciuilia, and Valentia. In like manner 


was it vſed in Africk,as at Tunes, Tripolis,Bugia, Ma- 


roch,Feſle,and Tremeſſen and otherplaces alſo there, 
ſoas in mannerno kindeof amitie or friendſhip was 
maintained among theſe kings, but for the moſt part 
continuall diſſention & wars, Wherof when the Turks 
had got intelligence (who as yet reſted vnder the 0- 
bedience of the Caliph who were meruailouſly this 
While encreaſed bothin wealth & number of people ) 
and withall perceiuing that the Sarazins were wonder- 
fully weakenedand diminiſhed through thele inteſtine 
deuiſions & wars thus among them ſelues;they made 
a king who they called Sadoc( which nameis ſomuch 
to ſay as Iuſt ) and inuaded the Sarazins whom within 
ſhort time they ouerthrew,ſoas therby they made the- 
ſelues ſhortly dominators ouer whole Perſtaand Syria, 
alwaies with greatreuerence regarding in no wiſe to 


touch the Caliph,tor the high eſtimation that they bare _ |

tred into Sury : Butthe Souldan of Aleph did enbarre

Howbzit in theead 
this multitude of difordered people could not long a- 
bide togethers conſidering euery of them would bce 
a ruler, ſo as their Captaine that ſhould haue com- 
manded could not be obeicd and ſo they departed by 
troopes and companyes, whereof ſome retyred to- 
wards the Sultan of Damaſco. others towards him of 
Halep, & ſome to him of Hames. but the moſt of them 
repaired to the Soldan of Egipt , ro whom likewiſe rc- 
payred their Captaine Bartat; ſeeing himſelfe fo aban- 
doned and forſakei of his owne foldiors.

In the yeere of our Lord God 1250.0r there abours 
at ſuch time as king Lewes (otherwiſe called S. Lewes ) 
the French king paſled the ſeas: The king of Armenie 
being achriftian (& named Hayton, percciuing thatthe 
Tartaires had conquered fo inany countries, and were 
entred into Natolic , purpoſed to enterteine amitie and 
league with the ſaid Mango Cham or Mongu; Who (as 
betore)ſucceded to his colin Gin or Cuj,fon to Hoccas 
ta in the realime of Tartaric,onely to haue ayde againſt 


the Caliph of Baudraz and the Turkes of Damaſco, Has 


lep, Haman & other places: for which he ſent towards 
him the great Conſtable of Armenic named Sinebaud, 
but the yeere after,he went in perſon;where he obtained: 
ſuch tauor with the ſaid Mango Cham, that the ſame 

ham recciued the holy law of the chriſtian faith & was 


| baptized by a Biſhop being the chancellor of Armenie, 


with a brother alſo of his whom Hayton (being coſen 
Germain of the ſaid king of Armenie) calleth Haullon, 
and Paul the Venetian Allau, This Allau was ſept by his 
brother Mango Cham with the king of Armenie atote- 
ſaid,accompaned with a mightiearmie to make war on 
the Turkes,who paſled the river of Tygris and tooke the 
realme of Pcſia which remayned without gouernour 
ſithens the Coraſmins had inioyed the ſaine, | 

After which hee inuaded and tooke the countrie of 
the Aſſaſſins (whom the Latins doe call Arſacides) of 
which people there is much mention made in the hiſto- 
tics of the paſſage of the famous Geaefrrac de Boillon.

For which caufe it cannot be much from my purpoſe if 


I declare partly wher this countrie of che 4ſſafvns lierh, 


and what people they be, This territorie being no great 
countric is {ituared ar the foot of the mountain Libanus 
towards the Orient (as Brocard the Monke affirmeth ) 
beyond Antaradus otherwiſe called Tortoſa,and fronte- 
reth vppon Perſtz towardes the North (which both the 
faid Hayton & Paul the venetian doe call Mulete.) The 
Lord of tiiis countrie was called Aloacin or Aladin 
which fignifiech Divine or of God. 

Tae Hiſtorics of the fayde paſſage doe name it 
le viel de 1a Montaigne (as alſo do Hayton and Paul the 


Venetian, who were then living.) This territorie is, as it 


were a plaine,enuironed round about with mounraines, 
into the which,was bur one onehe cntrie & paſſage:vps 
the which, Aladin aforeſayde cauſed a great fortrefle 


to be builded named Tigado. A!l the ſayd plaine na- Tigade: 


turally is very fertile and pleafant.ro the eye,by reaſon of 


the faire medowes, broukes, woods & groues,wherwith 


the ſame doth plentifully abound. Beſides which naturall 
contents,this Aladin had furniſhed the ſaid plaine euery 


- where with beaurifull Gardins,vergers,rich palaces,and 


houſes of pleafure,in moſt ſumptuous wile that could be 
deuiſed; and therewith cauſed the ſame to be enhabited 
with rhe fayreſt young men & women of the beſt faces 
that any where he could finde. For which purpoſe too ke 
waged certaine ſoldiors, to awaite and watch the getting 
of iuch young, men and beautifull women. Hayton faitn 
that this Aladin cared for no manner of Relipion, 
Paui the Venetian fayerth that hee was a Mahemerit, 

Fl, : When 
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When Aladin had thus ſurpriſed any young man,hee 
was brought to this caſtle of Tigado,and within a litle 
time on Ee taire day when thc ſunne dyd ſhine verie 
ccere,oneſhould:;come and bring this man (thus taken) 
a drinke,wnch would.entorce hin'to ftrongly to fleepe; 


_ thathe ſhould ſo remaine a very long ſpace without any 
' manner of moouing or teeling as though he were plain- 


ly dead. Than would he cauſe him to be horne into this: 


vallic and ſo tharough his taire palaices and gardens a« 


mong his beautifull wamen,and witnall.to be clothedin 
rich:apparell. So as,whan hee-waked hee iound himſcite 
an other man, & as though comde into anew world.In 
fuch hisgalantrie, hee was ſiraight wayes enterteygned 
feaſted with the Ladies there,and wonderfullie welcomes 
med,with theſhew of all manner of paſtinies and cray- 
ned to all kinde of pleaſures: which yourh and luſt could 
defire,and this ſo long as all that day would endure, Ar 
night-after'a certain banquet prepared,whervpon to rez 
palt, chelike drink as betore,to make him ſleepe, againe 
was giuen him.Thus being made to fleepe; his ſumptu- 
ous apparel was taken ot,8& his former garments put on, 
& ſo brough againe inrothe ſaid fortreſle from whence 
he went,and into-fuch place as might be much'vnlike ro 
that which he had beene before.So'as vpon his awaking, 
he ſhould ſoone perceiue himſelte in an obſcure & euill 
ſented old chamber cleane chaunged, from the place, 
where he could not but remember he had beene before, 
When Aladin vpon conference with him , would de- 


_ clarethat the place where hee had beene was Paradice, 


and that it was in his power to: ſend him thether whan 
hee would, if therefore the young man had minde to 
CON= 
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continue ſuch bleſſedneſle for ever it was grannted vporn 
condition that he wouldtake courage and hardinefie ro 
:duenture his life and ro 18 for him in ſuch: ſeruice as 
vpon occaſion hee wouid commaund, To which nin». 
bers of young men for recoucric of that telicitic and Pa- 
racize whereot before they had taſted, would foone giue 
their conſent, asnoteſteeming any aduenture dangerous 
whereby to atteigne that which hee moſt deſired, when | 
Aladin to make theſe men the more feruent to execute 
his deſires would cauſe them ſundrie times t9 bee had to 
| theſe places of pleaſure and to taſt thereof as beefore : 
And thus ſerued this peſtilent 77el de [a Montaigne for 
ſending abroad his wicked Miniſters to murder and kill 
Princes cuen in their owne houſes, who cared not of the 
lofle of their owne liues in executing their dampnable 
purpoſes,{o that they might atteigne their vain Paradize 
as they expected, betote hand promifed by Aladin. OF 
this pernicious band , were thoſe eAſ/aſ#nes,thar had al- 
moſt killed Richard King of England in his owne Pai- 
1i6 being in the holy land, one of which likewiſe murde- 
red at Sur,Conrade the Contee of Montſerrat;and an other 
that valiaunt Cortce of Tr1poly in his owne houſe, where- 
by I thinke the Italians doe call thoſe to be eA//aſvns. 
which we in our French tongue doe call Brigans,thar is 
to ſay, ſpoylers and cut-throtes, ES 

The ſaide Allau therefore beſieged the ſame ſtronge 
fortrefle of Trgado; where before he could ger the ſame 
hee dyd lye there in ſiege. the ſpace of three yeeres., 
Hayton ſayeth hee beeſieged it by the ſpace of ſcauen 
and twentie yeeres and in the ende for want and lacke 


of clothes to couet, theyr bodyes ( though they had 
om 'F.alil, victu- 
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viQualls ynough) the Soldiors defendaunts yeelded the 
caſtle which afterward was razſcd and ]zide lenel] with 
the earth : while the ſiege thus continued A{laz returned 
into Perſta,& king Haycon into Armenye, 
In the yecre of our Lord God 1 25 5. AMuvywith the 
king of Armentereturned and came againſt the Caliph 
of Baudraz,where they beſieged him in Baudraz, which 
in the ende they tooke, with the Caliph alſo, and all his 
treaſure,being of an ineſtimable value. Vhich treaſure 


whan All:# had feene,he demaunded of rhe Caliph,why 


hee dyd not therewith, icauie & wage foldiors for his 
owne defence,conſidering his ſo great meanes. Where- 
ynto the Caliph auniwered , that vnto that time, hee al- 
wayes ſuppoſed, his owne fubiects had beene fuffcienc 
ynough to haue refilted any forreine enemie, which 
Allau vnderſtanding, immeciatly cauſed all that treaſure 
ro bee had into a tower and the Caliph there to bee ſer 
m the midcelt of the ſame treaſure, prohibiting that any 
thould gine him eyther meare or drinke,whereby hee 
miſerably dyed thorough famin in the middle of his 


riches, And thus ended the Empire of the Caliphes of 


Baudraz which vnto that rime had endured aboute {ixe 
hunderd yeeres. | 
Tas ycere of our Lord 1260. Atlatand the King 
of Armen; againe did affcmble their armies tn the plains 
ot Rohat:z.,to the cnde to recouer the Citie of Hirruſa- 
lem and the refidue of ric holy land. Who when they 
had takeit rhe tower of Rohaiz,they remoued ro Alep, 
which was rendered to them,thenumnth day atter the be- 
fieging thereof, though the caftle of Alep held foorth 


Vuto we Eleventh day after that they belicged the Citie 


of 
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of Damaſco,which alſo was rendered where the Soul- 
dains of theſe two places, bceing taken priſoners, 
were ſent into Psxs£IA with theyr VViues and Chil 
dren. 

The Prince of Antioche at that time - was called 
Raymonde de Auſtriche , that married the daughter 
ot the ſayde King Hayton of Armenie, to whome 
were giuen backe all the landes and territories which 
the Turkes betore had berctt him. And to the ſayde 
king of Armenie was giuen the ſayde t ,wne of Alep 
and other places which were frontering and nigh to 
his dominions. | 

 Howber', as Allau was nigh to Hycruſalem,there 
came intelligence that his brother Mango was dead: 
Wherevppon Allau, purpeſing to depart into Tarta- 


\ rie, [caftin Sury with the king of Armenie, a nephew 


of his called Guibogan (named by Sabellicus, Garzo- 
cao , and by others Guithboga) with rtenne thou- 
ſand horſemen, And ſo Artav ceparted out of Su- 
ry rowardes the towne of Almalech where Max G0 
ecealed. | | 

But there hee vnderſtood , that the Tartaires had 
choſen to theyr King another of his brotheren named 
Cobila, ( whome Paul the Venetian doth call Cub- 
lay ) with which Cublay , the fſayde Paul was verie 
familyar, by whome , the fame Paule was ſent into 
Fraunce vat» Pope Clement the tourth of that name 
in the yeere of our Lord God x 268. at ſuch time as 


' the French loſt the Empire of Conſtantinople,and that 


Carles de Aniou brother of the king ſaint Lewes, was 
made king of Naples and Sicilie. 
Fabk Gut 
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Guibogan purſuing his enterpriſe, conquered a great 
part of Suric ,with the help of the king of Armenie. 
Howbcithe would not vtterly driue forth the Turks, 
but onely made them Tributarics . Whereby it came 
ſo to paſſe , that the Chriſtians of Sydon could not 
there abide the Turkes to bee fo nigh their neigh- 
bours, inuaded certaine villages of the Turkes, theyr 

neighbors being tributaries to the ſaid Guibogan; and 
oree them and tooke priſoners of them, and draue 
away their cattell: Such as eſcaped, came to Guibogan 
to complaine. Who immediatly ſent ro the Chriſtians 


at Sydon for redrefſe : Howbeit in ſtead of amendes, 


the Chriſtians flew the meſſengers of Guibogan , 
Whercypon Guibogan eathered his power againſt 
Sy9ph , and in the ende hee ouerthrew the wall of 
Sydon.,and the caſtle of Beanfort,and therwith alſo did 
ſet a idea great part of the amitie that beefore hee dyd 
beare to the Chriſtians of Surye, 

The Chriſtians in Sury,being thus ar difſention with 
Guibogan who allo was a chriſtian, and come vnto 
their aide: the Souldan of Fg: -ptnamed Cathos and {ur- 
named Mclechmces,that is to fay,a King of people, 
made wars Vpon Guibogan, ſo that in a bartell, Gui- 
bogan was ouerthrowen and laine, wherby the coun- 
trie of Suric remayned vnderthe obedience of the ſaid 
Melechmees lauing certaine townes which the chriſtt- 
ans kept ſtill; in the yeere of our Lord 1274. 

At which time the rowne of Damaſco was ſhame. 
fully loſt and bectrayed and fold by a Sarazine that 
had the ſame in garde,to Melechmees, Allav,this while 
being in Peilia,and aducrtiſed of this ouetthrovv of 


Guibo- 
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Guibogan andthe vittoricofMeechmiees, & thereof 
piuing intelligedce to chekinges: of: Armenie;8& Geor- 
gic,he railedagreat army,thar wyning with the forces 
of theſe two kings;he purpoted to haue entredinto Su- 
rie,to hauerecoucredtharwhich there was loſt,and be- 
ing. inreadines tg have ſettorward; hee was. ſodainely 
raken withſickhes, wherof within a whilcafter he died, 

' Abaganſonne of Allauſucceeded his father 8 would 
notbecomea Chriſtian,as hisfatherwas;buttooke vp- 
on/hic the ſuperſticion of. the ſet of Mahumet, and 
grade wars vpon higncighbours, whereby 'the:-power

gracious ) theſe two,ſo worthely behaued themſcſues 
with their battails againſt the like number of Sarazines, 
chat thoſe Sarazins were vanquiſhed and put ro flight, 
The meanetime, Mangodanior who had no manner of 
experience (as it (eemed ) in wars, without giueing any 
manner of charge vpon tte enemic, which towards him 
was readie to encounter againſt him, hee gaue himſelfe 
ſhamelully to flie, & ſtaied not a whit vnrill he came to 
the rjuer of Euphrates which they call Euphra,though 
hee was not purſued or chaſed atall by the third battell 
of the Sarazins,which conſiſted: of thoſe people called 
Beduins: who in the holy Scripture are named Madiani 
or Madianites, and to fuccour their companions thyt 
were ouerthrowen and fled,followed rizeit {cllowes fo 
faſt as they cou}d;burt the next day, whenking/Fhyuon 
and Achmetvvere returned fr6 the chaſe ro Hames, & 
perceiving that Mangodanior vvas in fuch order depar- 
red,they tollovved him,and ouertooke himat the ſaide 
river;and inſtantly required him to returne, declarin 
to him hovyv they had vyon the battaile & put the Sara- 
zins toflight, butforany thing they could ſay or aledge_. 
he vvould notreturne but immedjatly retired tovvards 
his brother into Perfta, about the yeere of our Lord 
_ God 1282 Abagan beeing not a little diſpleaſed vvith 
the flight and cowardneſlc of his brother, was purpo- 
ſed tohave gonein his owne perſon againſt the Soul-

Tangodorneuertheles ſucceded to his brother Aba-

baptiime hee was named Nicolas,but through his to- 


much keping compante with Sarazins,he became a Ma» 
homatiſt and was named Mahumet,he cauled to be de- 


| iroied & ouerthrowen all the churches of the Chriſti- 


ans within his dominions, and enrtered in amitie and 


league with Melechlayt Solan of Egipr,whertore one. 


of his owne brethcren tugether with his faid nepnew 
Argon, accufed him before Cobila Cham of theatore- 
ſaid crimes, wherevpon Cobila Cham ſent him word 
and commaunded him to amend and redrefſe thoſe in- 
iurjies which he had done and from thence forth toliue 
in a better ſort,or otherwiſe he would extremely puniſh 
him:bur Tangodor,nothingamended with this aducr- 
tifement from Cobila Cham,in diſpight, he cauſed his 
faid brother to be apprehended,and to be pur to dearh, 
Howbeit his nepliew Argon, vpon this eſcaped from 
him,and fled to the mountaines,and aiter,;with the aid 
and helpe of his friends and {eruants of Abagan his 
faide father,he (urpriſed and rooke Tangodor and cau- 
ſed him to bec ſawen in ſunderin the middicafter that 
he had reigned three yeeres in the yeerc of grace 1283. 

Argon after that hee had put to death Tangodor 
his vacle was cleQed king,but hee would neueraccept 
the name and title of Cham withoutthelcaue of © obt- 
la who percciuing the ſame gladly thereto did condil- 
cend, This Argon was achriitianand cauſed to bee re- 


edified & repaired the Churches which his vncie wick» 


edly before had deſtroyed, He vvas viſited by the kings 
of Armenia and Georgia to whom hee promiſed hce 


would gocyvith them to recouverthc holy land, burthe

the realme of Armexia was big inough forhim to go- 
ucrne,fo that to haue greater dominions were but tur- 
ther troubles to him,& therfore molt hartely he thank-

hide preparing to fight; they ordered their armic,and 
deuided-them into. three batrelles, whereof the one 
was vnder the leading of Mangodanior,the ſecond was 
guided by King 'Thiuon, andrhetbitd by a Captaine 


Taitarian named 4lriech or cheats (which fignifieth 
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gracious ) theſe two,ſo worthely behaued themſcſues 
with their battails againſtthe like number of Sarazines, 
that thoſe Sarazins were vanquithed and put ro flight, 


The meanetime, Mangodanior who had no manner of 


experience (as it (eemed ) in wars, without giueing any 
manner of charge vpon the enemic, which towards him 
was readie toencounter againſt him, hee gaue himſclfe 
ſhamctully to flie, & ſtaied nota whit ynrill he came to 
the riuer of Euphrates which they call Euphra,though 
hee was not purſued or chaſed atall by the third battell 
of the Sarazins,which confiſted of thoſe people called 
Beduins:who in the holy Scripture are named Madiani 
or Madianites, and to fuccour their companions 'thyt 
were ouerthrowen and fled, followed their {cilowesfo 
faſt as they coujd;bur thenextday,whenking/Fhyuon 
and Achmert vvere returned fro the chaſe ro Hames, & 
perceiuing that Mangodantor vvas in ſuch order depar- 
ted,they follovved him,and ouertooke himat the ſaide 
river;and inſtantly required him to returne, declaring 
to him hovv they had vyon the battaile & put the Sara- 
zins toflight,butforany thing they could ſay or aledge 


he vvould notreturne but immediatly retired tovvards 


his brother into Per{ta, about the yeere of our Lord 
God 1282 Abagan beeing not a lictlediſpleaſed vvith 
the flight and cowardnefle of his brother, was putpo- 
ſed to have gonein his owne perſon againſt the Soul- 
. dain,howbeithe was enpoiſoned by a Sarazizand died 
leuing behinde him two ſonnes,the one named Argon 
and Ragait.  -- -: T6 $113: 


Tangodorneyertheles fucceded to his brother Aba- 
_ gan beivgedleced by Tartares to be their king this Tan- 
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eodor was ſometime a chriſtian.and atthe time of his 
bapuſme hee was named Nicolas,but through his to- 
much keping companie with Sarazins,he became a Ma- 
homatiſt and was named Mahumet,he cauled to bede- 
ftroied & ouerthrowen all the churches of the Chriſti- 
ans within his dominions, and entered in amitie and 
league with Melechſayt Soullan of Egipr,whertore one 
of his owne bretheren tugether with his ſaid nepncew 
Argon, accuſed him before Cobila Cham of the atore- 
ſaid crimes, wherevpon Cobila Cham ſent him word 
and commaunded him to amend and redrefſe thoſe in- 
iurjies which hc had done and from thence torth toliue 
in a better ſort,or otherwiſe he would extremely puniſh 
him:but Tangodor,nothingamended with this aducr- 
tiſement from Cobila Cham,in diſpighr, he cauſcd his 
faid brother to be apprehended,and to be pur to death, 
Howbeit his nephew Argon, vpon this efcaped from 
him,and fled tothe mountaines,and aiter;with the aid 
and helpe of his ſriends and {cruants of Abagan his 
faide father,he (urpriſed and trooke Tangodor and cau- 
ſed him to bec ſawen in ſunderin the miadlicaſter that 
he had reigned three yeeres in the yeerc of grace 1283. 
Argon aſter that hee had put to death Tangodor 
his vacle was cleed king,but hee would neueraccept 
the nameand title of Cham withoutthe leave of { obt- 
la who percciuing the ſaine gladly thereto did condil- 
cend, This Argon was achriitian and cauſed to bee re. 
edified & repaired the Churches which his vncle wick» 
edly before had deſtroyed, He vvas viſited by the kings 
of Armenia and Georgiato whom hee promiſed hee 
would goeyvith them to recouerthe holy land, burthe 
Gi), mc2nc 
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meane timche dicd.,as one that had not the leaſure to 
pertorme that worthie prowiſe,after that he had reign- 
ed three yecres, at ſuch timeas Mclechnazer Souldan 
of Egipt floriſhed. 

After Argon,ſucceeded Ragayt his brother, called 
by Sabellicus Queghar,and by others, Tagadayt,aman 
moſt vnprofitable to rule. without cither taith or law, 
hated of his owne, and vtterly abhorred of ſtraungers, 
he had a ſon named Caflan Baydo or Bathy and accor- 
ding to Sabcllicus called Bandon,and hada coſen allo 
called Caſlan which ſucceded himanno domino 1290. 
This ſaid Caflan Baydo was a chriſtian, and honoured 
the Churches of God,and prohibited thatnoneſhould 
jpeake of Mahumet,which thoſe thattollowed the ſect, 
tooke it in meruailous euill part,and ſecretly aduertiſed 
the ſaid Cafſan or Aſſan which was ſonne to the ſaide 
Argon that if hee would forſake the chriſtian faith dee- 
ing alſo a chriſtian, they would proclayme him.king; 
vnto whom this Caſſan,ſon to Argon accorded, 8: vn- 
der this promife & hope Caflanſon to Argo raiſed war 
againſt his coſen Baydo, which Baydo hearing gathered 
his power togethers & encoittred Caſſan; & 1oyning in 
batrell B.;y4o was (ſhameiully for iaken by his owne ſub- 
ics being Mihometijts,that reuoltcd to the part of Cafe 
fan,& lo Baya ther was flaine, | 

After the death of Bi1ydo,Caſ/an was called king,but at 
the firſt, he durſtnot declare waat was reſting ſecretly in 
his mind againſt thoſe who brought him to this dignity 
by the meanes aboueſayde, Howbeit when he thoughc 
himſelfe afſured and confirmed in his regall authoritic, 
hee becgan firſt io ſhew himicke a friend to.chriſtians, 


and 
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and then hee commaunded to bee put ro death thoſe 
who counſailed him to dcaie the chriſtian taith, 
Andatter he addrefled an armie againſt the So.dar of 
Egt & the Sarazins of the which his purpole Coffan ad- 
uvertiſed the kings of Armenia & Georgi? who with their 
armies came & ioyned with him at B:udras, and from 
thence marched to the rowne of Hames whichis frua- 
redinthe midit of Sury,where the Souldan of Egipt cal- 
led M-:lechſerapp who had chaſed the chriſtians out of 
Sury came:againſt them with a greatarmy & encamped 
ina great medow, thereby ſuppoſing to haucſurprized 


the chriſtians,andalbeit he found thechriftianspartlic 


in diſorder,and.ſo gaue charge vpon them,yer Caſſan 
with thereſt of the chriſtians 2 oenfully toughtirour, 
that in the end the Sou}dan was there vanquiſhed & put 
ro flight : this battell was fought the ſeauenth day bee- 
tore Chriſtmas day 1n the yeere of our Lurd God 1300 
At which batte!l the faid #ayton ( that was coſen to the 
king of «Armenia ) {aith that he was preſent, & did put 
theadts & doings of the lame. in writing. Caſſan purit- 
ing his victorie marched vnto the towne of Caſan;,wher 
the Soldan had lodged a mighty deale of his treaſurein- 
ſoiuch as Caſ/an tooke the towne with all that treaſure 


there,& mervailed greatly whatthe So/danmeancdthat 


tn going to the wars he would bring ſo much treaſure 
with him, which treaſure Caſjaz tooke,and deuided ita- 
mong- his ſouldiqurs, After that he marched to the citie 


' of Datnaſco which was rendred to him,wher heſound 


that Citie was no otherwiſe furniſhicd but onely with 
victuall yery plentifully,wher the, wholearmy. of C://an 
ſtaied forty fiucdaics,lauing ſortic thouſand-horfemen 
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 ynder the leading oftheir Captaine Molay vwhich pur- 
lued after the Sould.m, Hayton not a little meruayleth- 
thatin ſo little as this Cafſan was, vvere ref1dent ſo'ma- 
ny vertues and valiaunt courage, though among thi:tie 
thonſand men,ther vvas nota worle ſhaped and defor- 
med perſon then he vvas. 

Caſſin being at Damaſco,he wecvignd nitellivence 
that one of his Coſers named Baydo vvas entredinto 
Perfia vvith a great army,' ro invade him. Forvvhich 
couſehereturned into/Perſia ro encounter Baydo, lea» 
uing behind himin S#»94one called Molay vvith'tvyen- 
ty thouſand horfemen and 'at Damaſco'a Sarazinsna- 
med Capehach to bee generall ofthe {fame,vvho ſome- 
time before vyas in meruailovs fauour vvith the Soulday 
of Egipr& through certaine diſpleaſires bervvixrthem 
revolted from the Sexldin, and to obtraine his favour 
apainethis Capehach ſhamefully rendred to the So/dan | 
the toyvne of Dainaſco, and other tovynes therevnto 
adioyning. 

Molay thus perceiuingvyhole Syry ſtirred vp into 
rebcllion,he vvithdrew'and retired himſelfe into "NO 
ſopotamia,and after g2ue intelligence to Calan of the 
troubles of Syria, who pur poſed the next winter enſ{u- 
ing,to retourne into Syria becauſe through the feruent 
heat of the former then preſent there was'noe grafſe 
cr other feeding forhorſes, howbeeirthe meane rime 
Caflan ſentan other Caprainc named Cotulozeother- 
wiſe called Caroloz with thirtie thouſand horſemen 
giving him alſo in charge,to aduertiſe immediatelythe 
king of Armenia, and other chriſtian Princes nigh to

gence,with their powers repaicedand chiefely Thyuon 
king of Armenia, Emery ot Lutignen king of Cypres, 
the maiſtex of the hoſpitall of Saint Iohns Hierulalem, 
named brother Guillau de Villaret, and the Maiſter 
of the:Templars,who allairived by fſea,atthe rowne of 
Sur,and from thence marched with their armie, tothe 
rowne of Tortola auncicntly called Antaradus:Butthe 
meanec time Caſlan fell ſicke of a greeuous diſeaſe, that ' 
foas theſe wars for this rime,procceded no further,and 
euery.of the {aide princes with their powers returned 
home into their countries, _ —— 


Two yeeres atter Caſlan determining to returne in 
to Surie,againe gaue intelligence of his purpoſe to the 
king of Axmegia,&-that he ſhould meete him at the ri- 
ucrof Euphrates,where heand his armic ſhould abide 
for him,which armie of his,was ſo great,that the ſame 
occupied the grounds of three daies iourny.in length, 
Angas Caſlan entred-into Sury the ſaid Baido inuaded 


thelingdome of Perſiaagaine,our of the which, before 


Caſlan ſundry times had chaſed him, & therefore Caſ- 
ſan madetowards him, with ſo much expedition as hee 
could,leauing Cotuloz with the king of Armenia and 
forty thouſand horſemen, to proceede in warres againſt 
the Souldan,who marched torwaxd&rokethe townes 
of Hames,and trom.thence went;& befieged Damalco, 
where,Cotuloz andthe king of Armenic had-intclli- 
gence; how. that the Souldain cametorazctheirlicge: 
wherefore they Jeaving certaine bandes to continue 
their fiegeqvith thegeſtof theirarmy,they marched to-= 


-wardsthe Souldairy, $& finding-bim:ſo ſtrongly encam- 
ped in ſuch a place where they could doe him ſmall

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harme ,and'that the Tartares through ſcarcety of freſl 
water, departed from them by troopes : Cotuloz and 
the king of Armeniaretourned to their ſfiegeof Damaſls 
co,whereasin one nightafter,the waters about Damal- 
co,began in ſuch ſort ſodainely to grow,8: rhat the Sa- 
razins thereabouts brake in ſunder the Sluſes; thatin 
lefle ſpace then an houre, all the places where thearmy 
of the Tartares and chriſtians encamped,was drowned 
andouerflowen with water, which through theſodaine 
comming of the flud, and the datrknefle of the night; 
was the more dreadfull to the whole armie, as thoſe 
that did not fore-ſce that water and inconuenience, 
whereby many of the Tartares there were drowned, 
as ignorant of the paſſages to eſcape;conſideting -the 
dikes that' inuironed the place -of their ''encamping 
_ were both deepe and filled-with the ouerflow of this

ferior, now in poffeſsion of the Turke. This Tamerlayae

Now 
Mabumet not contented thus with theſe three Armies, in 
perſon went againſt the S9/ain of Ez/pt,but being arri- 
ued nigh vnto Nicomedia (2 Citic of Bithyzia in Natoly, 
which Citie atthis day is called Comdy,and of the Turks 
Nichor, Mahumet died in the yeere of our Lord God 144.2 
of his age 54. And of his reigne 31. About the ende of 
Zoys the eleuenth, and the beginning of the reigne of 
Charles the eight the Frenchking . This Mahumet was 
called by the Turks, Mahumet Bojuc,thart is to ſay Mahumet 
| thegreat, who left beehinde him, two ſonnes the one 
called Pazazt and the other Z/zimy,which is to ſay Joue, 
for Mu5tapha his eldeſt ſonne, who was Gouernour of 
Tony called Ionium in Latin,dyed ſoone after.the ſecond 
battell fought as aboue faide againſt 7/#apg/an, in which 
battell Mu#apha had very valiantly behaued himſelfe, 
Pazair otherwiſe called Bazazt the ſecond of that 
name,and theyongelt as was {uppoſed of his three Bre- 
theren (thorough the aide and tauour of the 1anizares of 
whom their Zaga or Captaine was his ſonne in law,) ſei+ 
zed andatteigned theEmpire, And Z:izimy his brother, 
was planted in the Citie of Burſie wherewith and the do- 
minions of the ſame hee could haue very well contented 


himſelte, But Bazazt woyld notlet him reſt ſo nigh,for | 


which with the armie that was put in redinefleby his ta- 
ther to haue gone againſt the Solday of E2zpt he draue his 
brother Zizimy out of Burſte. So as Zizimy tor ſuccour, 
was enforced to repaire to the So/dazy of whom he was 
aided both with men and money. yet neuertheleſſe,after 
he had fought two battels and loſt them both,hee was.in 
the ende yrtterly put to flight by Achmat Ghendich ans 
Md. an 
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Of the conqueſts and ſucceſsion 
and not knowing how to recouer himlſelfe, retired into 
the Ile of Rhodes to require fuccors of vs Chriſtians, be- 
ing then of the age of eight and twentie yeeres, Where- 
of Bazait beeing aduertiſed ſent great gitts and preſents 
co the great maiſter and counſaile of the Rhodes,beeſec- 
ching them to keepe well his brother Z7zimy and for the 
maintenaunce of his eſtate and entertainmear,he would 
cauſe ycerely to bee payde to them the ſumme of fortic 
thouſand Ducars, as alſo during the time of his keeping 
he would make no manner of inuaſion vpon the Chriſti- 
ans.For which this Zizimy,tor ſaftic,and ro keepe Bazait 
in continuall feare and lubietion was ſent, into the 
realme of Fraurre where hee continued very long in a 
houſe of the order of the Rhodes, called Bourgenenf, but 
aiter hee was-giuen to P. P. Jnnocent the eight of that 
name,and had to' Rome where hee was reſtdent, whan 
Charles the eight inuaded the Realme of Naples, who 
needes would haue Z7zizy away with him, hopeing by 
his meanes to recouer the Empire of Conſtantinople but 
the P. P. Alexander the ſixt of thatname (perceiuin 

hee muſt depart with Z/zi»y whither hee would or nc 3 
enpoylened him in ſuch ſort (as was ſaid) that after ſuch 
his delyuerie hee dyed within three dayes at Tarracine. 
Baizait thus diſpatched of his brother, beeganne to in- 
uade the Countries of Trarfyluania and tooke Moncaſtro 
ſtanding on the Riuer of Neper called in LZattin Borifthe- 
ves,with the towne of Lithoſtomo at the mouth of the ri- 
ucr of Dazubye.Atter which,he cauſed to beput to death, 
his famous Generall- Achmat Ghendich Bacha,comparable 
in valour to any excellent man of warre of his time, He 


was ſonne to Stephan ſometime Deſpot of Boſnia as bee-. 


toxe I declared , This being done, to purſue the entent 
and 
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and purpoſe of his father Mihumet againſt the Solan of 
Ezipt and partly to reuenge himſelfe vpon the ſame Sol 
dain for mayntaining of his brother Z:/2y againſt him, 
hee ſent a mightie armie into Sury. Of the which the 
Mammalachs getting intelhgence, aſſembled themſelues 
at 4n tioche, marching towardes the Turkes whome they 
found encamped vnder the mountaine Aman (now 
called Monte Negro) wher they couragiouſly encountred 
their enemyes betwixt the ſame mountain and the Golfe 
of Liyaſſe (which is called in Latin Sins Iſicus, Where 
fomerime alſo A4texanier the great,diſcomfited king Da- 
7:5) ouerthrew the Tarkes armie,and tocke priſoner the 
Generall of the ſame, called Cherſeopli ſonne in law of 
B:izait whom they brought to the Solrazn than being ar 
his great Citic of Car (which the Turkes called 2tzzr.,) 
But-feeing I am thus chaunced to make mencion of 
theſe Mammaluchs I ſhall not much digrefſe from my 
matter, if firſt I ſhew you what theſe Manmmaluchs are.

This woord Mamwaluch in the Surienne tongue, (bee- Manmaluchjy. "FW | 


ing the common language vied in Afric& which wee call 
Moreſque and the moſt enlarged and extended vulgare 


ſpeech that at this day is vied in the world,) betokeneth 


or ſigaificth a ſeruiteur or foldior, This Seldain and the 
Minmeluchs were of one manner of Religion , and lmed 
w _thout marriage, as thoſe that are of the order of the 
Rhodes &the knights of Malta doe,who abouetheir other 
apparrell,vied to weare a gowne of white Bocaſs/2 bright 
& artificially made to ſhine, And as the great Turk hath 
foure Y;ſw Bacha exceeding the others in dignitie: So 


hath the Soldain foureEmir 2uibir ſurmounting the reſt xmir quibir, 


in honour next vgto the Soldain. ; 
M.i. For 
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For this word Emir betokeneth an Admerall and 2uibir 


ſignifieth great.So as this woord Emir Luibir,is as much 
' tolay a great Admerall.Befides,they had in their ſociety 


a great conſtable called in their tongue Derdard 2aibir, 
whom Paulus Tonins calleth the great Diadaro. The Sol- 
dain being but a Mimmaluch is choſen to that dignitie by 
the reſt of the brothers, as they doe elect the greatMai- 
ſter of the Rhodes,and moſt often hee is of one of their 


Emrs.\N ho being thus elected to be Soltarm gtueth to C- 


uery of the other Mammaluchs by way of reward a hun- 
dred Duckets for his welcome. All which Marmmaluchs 


' were Chriſtians Renies, or ſonnes of Chriſtians as are 


the 1anizaries; (who in no caſe would receiue any Turke 
Moore or Jewe to be of their focietie ) being all Zine#o0:e8 
for ſo the Twrkes doe name them. This Linerows were 
aunciently named Hiberi and Circaſs: ( whom they call 
Cercaz,) among whom the Colchi, Georo, Albani,and 0- 
thers Chriſtians who were 1acobits and Neſtorians , re- 
maining about the riuer of Phſo otherwiſe called Phasrs) 
were accounted. This Circaſ#t beeing young whan the 
Tartarians dyd ſurpriſe and take them, were carryed by 
troopes and ſolde to the ſaide Emirs, with whom they 
were brought vp in the exerciſe of armes but chiefely on 
horſback,who beecomming very valyaunt, were made 
Manmaluchs obſeruing the Mahnmeticall law, This order 
of the Mammaluchs beganne art ſuch time as the king ſaint 


Lots was taken priſoner before Damyate (which ſome cal 


Heliopolis) among whom the firſt Soldain was named Me- 

lechſalem whom they dyd kill and was the cauſe that the 

ſayd ſaint Zoys was the more cafily delinered. But to re- 

turne to Bazazf, this ouerthrow that the T#rkes thus 6-5 
| Cclue 
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ceiuednigh to the Golte of Layaſſe by the Mammaluchs, 
' was the greateſt calamitie that ever came to the Tyrckes, 
! whcereot Baza/t hauing received intelligence, and per- 
ceiuing that his aftaires had ſmall good ſuccefle on that 
{ide, retired his force into Scl/arenye, and there tooke the 
towne of Parazo ( auncicntly called Dirrachinm) and 
Epicamns perteigning to the familie of the Carlouzchs 
who affirmed themſelues to haue deſcended our of the 
houſe of the kings of Fraunce.That is to ſay from Charles 
of Durazo furnamed de le Faix ſonne of Peter Duke of 
Grauyn fonne of Charles ſecond king ot Naples, and of 
Hungary in the right of his wife. The which Charles was | 
ſonne of Charles D'axiou king of Naples brother to the ſaid 
king ſaint Zoys, 

In the ycere of our Lord God 1493. Bazait ſent eight 
thouſand horſemen vnder the leading of Cadum Bachato 
ouer runne the Countries lying betweene Hungaricand 
Sclzuonie,againit whom,certaine of the Nobility of Hur- 
gary Croace and Sclauony dyd aſſemble themſelues and en-  ! 
countered the Turckes nigh vnto the River of Moraua 
(auncientlie called oſt ) where the Chriſtians were 
ouerthrowen, Fiue yeeres after,Haly Bacha the Albaneze 
and Exuch with a great armie by ſea made towardes the 
towne of 1ara or 1aderaſituated on the ſhore of the Golfe 
of Venice in the coaſt of Sclauony. And albeit that the for- 
ces of the Yenetians (which was very mightte on the {ea,) 
purſued the Turkes yer durit they not charge thE,which 
Haly Bacha perce'uing,, tooke at their noſes th&towne of 
Lepantho,aunctently called Naup1ctnm, 

Ix the yeere of our Lord God 1 599. Bazat came mn 
perſon to Modon, that ſomrime was called Methores, in 
Mu. A797 ce 
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Of the conqueſts and [ucceſsion 


Moree and tooke the ſame. And after, when Lewes the 
tweltth, the French King ioyned lit attaunce with the Ye- 
weti:ns againſt Ludonic Sforza the viarper of the Dachie 
of WMlaya, Bizut at the requelt of Sforz.tcauled tenne 


thoyland horſemen to inuade tic territorie of Friol, in- 


omuch as they approched euen to the towne of Truſs 
in the view of the Citic of Yearce. For which the Yerett- 
ans prepared immediatly a great armic onthe ſeaagainſt 


the Tarkes,with whoin the Gallies of Frauxce vnder the 


charge of Seizneur Raneſtaing, as alſo the Gallies of the 
king of Arazor vnder the leuing of the famous Doz Fer- 
ranfs Gorſalio toyned, with which armie they dyd win 
from the Turks the Jlimls of Cephalonia,and faint Mauro, 
Bur (vpon certaine concluſions of peace traicted by the 
meanes of Meſire Anzres Gritti (who atterwardes was 
Duke of Perce) betwixt the Yen2tiars & the Turkes) were 
againe {urrendered,yet the Gallies of Fraurce,paſled for- 
wardes to the Jſle of Lesbos, (otherwiſe called M-theline) 


hopeing to have ſubdued the fame,bur nor able to bring 


the'r enterpriſe to paſle, they returned home againe. A- 


bout this time becganne the fame and renowne of Siach 
Iſmael the king ot Perſu,by ſurname called the Sophie ac- 
cording to the name of his father, who was ſonne to the 
Daughter of Y/#rci/ſan, and of one Serch Ayder (that is 
to fay tie goad Relrozous) tor he was reputed among the 
Perſuans to bee a very good and holy man,and a Propher 


called Sophi.of that ſet new begunne among the Muhu- 


metitts, which they call Sophi or Sophiler,ot the which 

I dyd ſpeate beetore, according to the which hee ly- 
ved. | 

Some holge opinion that hee was called Saphi of 

the 
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the Countrey of Sgphena which was vnder his domini- 
on. Burt neyther the T#rkes nor yet the Perſicns know 
what Countrey Sophena is: The ſayde Seich AyZer after 
the death of Yſurcaſſam was ſhametully flayne by the 
commandement of Jacopbeg his brother in law,doubr- 
ting that the people of Perſu (who meruailouſly were 
affected towardes Seich) would haue depoſed the ſayd 
Icopbeg and made Seich to haue beene theyr King. 
For which Seich 1/maell-hearing of his fathers death 
beeing than not paſſing eyght yeeres of age, fledde 
ro the towne of LZezzam firuated vppon the Sea of 4- 
bacuth ( commonly called Cafiam, ) where hee re- 


mayned vntill hee came to mans age, and than retur- | 


ned into Perſu, where finding meanes to aſſemble bur 
three hundered men thorough theyr help hee tooke 
the towne of Sumach, and atter, increaſing his num- 
ber, hee wanne the Citie of Tavrys in Arzmeny with 
the trowne of Syras , where the good Armours are 
made. al 
Hee afterwardes vanquiſhed and flew in fight 
Aluant fonne of Jacopbeg who made him-ſelfe King 
after the death of his tatner, who was ſonne to 7Y/- 
uncaſſan { Vncle to the ſayde 1/1aell) and entered 
in league with the Prince Aladulad or Anaudule and 
the Solain of Egypt by whome hee was drawne to 
moope watre againſt Bazat , againſt whom he ob- 
tayned ſunarv victories. Abour this time Sely”, the 
youngeſt jonne of Bazarr , departed from Trebiſconde 
whereot he was gouernour,and without the knowledge 
of his father, married with the daughter of the Cham of 
Tar tarie Prezecopie.. £ 
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Of the conqueſts and ſucceſs1on 
Thorough whoſe aide and a great number of Horſe- 
men,which his brother in law (called of the Turkes Cha- 


moely or Canogly: ) brought to accompany him, (hauing 


alrcady gained the hearts of his fathers 1annzares.) Hee 
enforced Bazait his father to leaue to him his Empire, 
Which B:za#t, purpoſing to draw himſelte to the coſt of 
the ſea Mor otherwiſe named Pontus Euxins and there 
to leade the reſ1due of his yeeres in quietneſle, dyed in 
his going thither, empoyſonned as was iudged by his 
lonne Selym,in that they did drinke togethers at their de- 
parture, Bazait reigned thirtie yecres, lyued threeſcore 
and three yeares,dyed in the yeere of our Lord God,one 
thouſand fiue hundered & twelue. And in the fourteenth 
of the reigne of Lewes the tweltth,the French king,leuing 
behinde him Selym, 4chmat,and Corchuth. 
SELYMthus hauing attained to the Empire,through 
the meanes aboue declared, endeuored him{elte aboue 
all things to diſpatch himlelfe from the feare of his bre- 
cheren.For which firſt hee cauſed Corcnth his brother to 
bee putto death,who betore had fled to the ſea coſt ouer 
againſt the Jlavdof the Rhodes andthere had hidden him- 


| felte vntill hee might haue gotten ſhipping to haue paſt 


vato the great Maiſter,but being ſhainefully diſcouered 
by one of his owne men,in the ende was ſtrangeled with 
a bow itring. Achmat his brother dyed by lyke death,be- 
ing taken in battell, accompanied with an able armie 


which hee had gotten togethers thorough the ayde of 


Stach Iſmael, and of Campſon Ciauri Soldain of Egipt , Yet 
through his tatnefle and vnweldinefle of body whereby 
hee was not able to abide labour on horſeback andſo to 
flye,was taken & putto death Selym,being thus deliuered 
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from his father & bretheren, deliberated to itnuade the 
Sophy,aſwell for the auncient enmitie that was betwixt 


them,as to reuenge himlelte of this new inijury,for ay- 


ding his brother 4chmat, to make wars againſt him, 
How bcit,that the more ealecly he might bring his pur- 
ole about. he found meanes firſt to make peace with 


Lancelot the king of Yungary,& than for his greater ſucr- 
tie,renewed the alliance & league that he had with the 


Venetias:after which he ſet forward towards the Perſuts, 
whome the S9phy met,accompanied witha great niiber 
of menat Armes,nigh to 4ſ#r:a,wher theſe great Prins 
ces with their Armies fought a wonderful ſore battell, 
in vvhich the Sophy through the Turks Artillery had the 
worſt, & was put to flight:forſomuch as the Perſian horl- 
es vvere neuer frequented to the noiſe & thundring of 
artillery,which they could not abide to heare. This bat- 
tell vvas fought in the plain of Caldera, betwixt the ci- 
ties of Taxrs,and Co:which citie of Coy ſometime hath 
bene called Artaxata.The maner of this battel is pain- 
ted inthe counſail chamber at Yerice,vvhich ther I haue 
ſeene,& is reported that Selym cauſed lo to be done,& 
ſent to Yenice,to the Sexat ther. After vvhich conflict the 
citie of Tauri came intothe hands of the Turks,vvith a 
grcat part of the Realme of Perſuu: Howbeipthe Turks 
had no lone poſſeſſion of the ſame: For S/ach 1/mael re- 
couered al that he had loſt, right ſoone after. In ſuchſort 
as Thomzs theſonne of the ſaid 1ſmael holdeth the ſame 
at this day.Selym now retourning out of Perſia.came to 
Trebizonda,where he taried all the winter,but the ſom- 
mer next enſuing he inuaded the prince Aladolzzs,other- 


vviſe called 4zardule, (vvho MA”. vpon the _ 
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Of the conqueſts and ſucceſsion 


of E2ivt, towards a Towne of his called 4p, by the | 


french men named Halappe,by the Turks Adelphe, & by 
our anciants Epiphania,ſhuppoled to be called Aleph, be- 
cauſe it is the firſt Towne which that vvay leadeth into 
Syry). Vpon an other coaſt,he bordereth on the Twrks, 
toward the prouince of 7ony, & vato Armeniathe lefle 
pertaining to the Perſrans. All this country, of Anagule, 
vvas ſubdued by Selym, 4naaule himſelte taken, and his 
head ſinitten off, by commaund. There reſted now ng 
mo in the contrary of Sely--,but onely the SolJatz of E- 
2ipt, vvho vvith a great Armie vvas come againſt Cayth- 
by, the Emyr of Alep,vvho being ſubiect to the Soldain, 
had reuolted againſt him, The armie ot the Soldaty was 
ſuppoſed to be about ejght & twentie thouſand Horle- 


- men, the molt part of vyhich conſiſted of the order of 


the Mameluchs,vyho litle eſtemed the Twrks,confidering 
chat heretofore they had encountred them in other 
vvars,& giuen them the ouerthrow,as betore is decla- 
red. But Selym politickly feigning as though he purpo- 
led to inuade the Sophy, vyhereot he made a bruit to 
runne:vvhan he vvas come nigh vnto the Towne of 4- 
2147, (called by our ancients Apamea, fituared betwixt 
Alep and Damas,) vvas inſtantly required & prayed by 
the ſayd Ca/7hby,togiue him ſuccours and ayde againſt 
the So{{zin - Wherunto, Selym accorded right ſoone, 
as he,that found vvhat he defired,anda redy occaſion, 


forvvhich he had long looked. Yervvould he nor vtter 


his thoughts thercin,leaſt the two armics of the prince 
and ſubiect, being ready in the teeld to fight,and perce- 
uing his purpole,(vvho in taking part ſgught ſo to over. 
throw them both)ſhould accord togethersagainſt on.

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Whetrfore immediatcly he raigned with the Emir Caith 
by,bidding defiance to the S hes BH Carmpſon Ciauri,with 
yvhom he tought in jet field, vyhere the Sonuldarn vvas

lym remained: Lord ouer all Sr:a, Dames. Hieruſalem, 8

boats ouer the ſame being o cloyed vvith 1anizaries,loas 
he vvas.not able to. paſſe that 7ay,) by which Carcely 
Tomon:bey,being taken and brought back to Selyn, cau- 
ſed him traight to be ſtrangled, vyhereby the laid Sely 
remained King of E &ipr, 0 Anno Dowini.1t518.Theſe-victo- 
ries thus attained, Seiym returned to: Conflantinopie,and. 
porpoſing to remoue tothe Cirie of 44d) 4azople,died in 
his tournyengat a village called Chorlicy. vvhere before 
vvith his Tarta: 7ns,he did fight vvith his father Bazazt, 
_ vvas ouerthrowen. Thus he died in the yeere of 
ur Lord God one thouſand fine hundredand twen- 
titt, of his reigne the cightenth yeere, of his age the 
ſixe 8: fort ty yeere: and of there icnc of the rioht Chrt- 
flranking Eric the French King, the cipht yeere After 
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Of the conqueſts and ſucceſsion 
that he had put to death three of his moſt worthy B4- 
chas,Chenden Bacha,becauſe he would have mutined his 
Janniſſatres,cotring into Perſia, Boſtangi,otherwile called 
Conſtantin Bacha his ſonne in law,for ſundry exactions 
and ſpoiles that he had committed:& lus Bacha,wher 
of none could tel! the cauſc,ſauing that Selym thought 
him to be high minded.This Se/y»: left but one ſonne 
named Solan, called by the Turks, Selyman: whom 
he recommended to the cuſtody of Peribachs, who be- 
fore had governed him in his youth. 
OLY MAN came to his reigne the xxviij, yeere of . 
his age,who the yeere next cnſuing by the coiifail of 
Per;bacha,beleged Belgrado,& did win it from king Lewes 
ot Hungary (the ſon ot Laxcelot.) who at that time was 
very young,hauing the Princes & Lords of his Coun- 
tric at dilcord among them {ſelues,abour the Regimee 
of their King and of his Realme : Whereby it came to 
paſſe that no maner of Order was foreſeen, either for 
the defence or ſuccoring of that famous Place. 
The next yeere 5 ol hee beefieged the Rhodes, 
eſpying alwayes after the cuſtome ot his elders, the 


_ diſcords & diuiſions among Chriſtian Princes,the which 


enterprice was clcerely againſt the minde and counſfail 
of Peribacha,who accompted that Tourney very doubt- 
full and of nolitle aduenture: Howbeir the ſame ſuc- 
ceded too well with him,as he deſired. 
In the yeere of our Lord God 1527.whan 7taly was in 
wars & troubles,So/ymarentred into Hungary in fauour, 
as he ſaid,of John de Ziphs,the Vayued of Sibenbourg, who 
pretended that the kingdome of #u72arie dyd to ”_ 
onely

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onely of right appertaine:wherit came to paſle,that the 
young King LZewes,comming in perton to the fight, was 


aine:aſter which,theſaid 1-þnattaining the kingdome, 
dyecd.,leauinga yong ſon,an Infanr, behinde him,vnder 


rotection of Solymay, with his Kingdome likewiſe, 

Theſame Selymaz in the yeare 1535. going in expe- 
dicion againſt Thomas king of the Perſra;zs roke trom him 
the wholecountry of Meſopotamia,vvith the citic of 2:- 
bilon,andin 1538 continuingat 4#lonz hee (gaue an at- 
temptto the vvinning of the lfle of Corcyra.1540 hee 
both beſieged and tooke the ſtrong fortres called Caſtel! 
Nous in Dalmatia.Inthe yeere 1541 Tohn de Ziphs king of 
Hungaria being dead as atoreſaid,& his widdow calling 
Solymanto hir aide,who as then vvas beſtegedin the ci- 
tic of Buda, by Ferdinand king of the Romains.Thefſaid 
Solyman not onely came to releeue hir,but beating back 
thearmy ot Ferdinund,tooke the ſaid citie,placed therin 
2 Baſſa,and ſent the vviddovv yvith hir infant ſon into 
Tranſiuania, The yeere following the fame Solyman de- 
fended the city of Peſtum in 11478274 againſt the vnited 
and aſſembled forces of the whole Germiin Empire, and 


atter toke from themthe two ſtrong holdes of Strizonr- 


un and Alba Regalis, and in fine concluded peace with 
Ferdinand king of the Romains and Huncaria, Vpon COn- 
dicion of a yeerciie penſion ( whichthey doe callatri- 


buce ) tobce paied him. In the ycere 1549 and 1550 hee 


vndertoke another expedicion againſt rhe Perſzans, and 
eſtabliſhed a Beglerbes at F:a2 in the confines of Meara 


and Armenia.alter which he poſſcſiced himfclte of Tripo- 


lis in Africa, Temeſwar in Hizngarta, the which with the 
adioyning countries he co:nmittedto the defence of a

nor their worthie acts, pollicies, arts, regiments, and 
lawes, ( whcreof the moſt partare either at this pre-

ed that peace may bee attayned and gotten , when 
as thorough the ſame, each necetlarie matter for qui- 
et life ts purchaſed. 


Bur truely, of that kinde of peace meane, nor 
whan armour is layed a part, wee ſtay from moo- 
uing of warres, and in the meane time rancour and 
malice to haue domination in our breaſts : but 'ra- 
ther of ſuch peace, I meane, that is grounded vpon 
the-loue of God and: beneuolence in the hartes of 
each good Citizen, to' bee good vnto every one. Al- 
beeit, Sapience and W:ſdoms muſt bee the Queene and 
vnfallable guide of vs mortall people , who if ſhee 
bee our guide to telicitic, ſhee is plaine and able 
tnovugh, of hir ſclfe to accompliſh the ſame, it is ſhee 
that hath Fortune in obedience, itis thee that giueth 
vertue, deligence, and other good acts, andthe ſame 
can make faſt to remaine in vs: but vnto hirther be two

It was fullic reſolued and concluded, that the Na- 
uie ſo in a readynefle at the appoynted tyme ſhould 
ſet forward, and to depart, And ſo the Namie bee- 
ing vitailled, and the Soldiours ſhipped, tarryed one- 
Ite for windes. Of theſe proceedings of the Tyrke, 
Setonior lean Valet, a French man borne, and at that 
tymc great Maiſter of Malta, both by letters and Eſ- 
pialls gerting intelligence , for that hee had at Con- 
antinople (uch friends , as moſt prudently gat know- 
ledge of the ſecret counſaile and doings of Selyman, 
'as one not affrayde but alwayes thincking that victo- 
ries remayned in the handes of God, and that the 
part of a prudent Generall and others a. his com- 
maundement, is to bee alwayes vigilant, dilligenc 
1d to woorke by Counſyle, and therefore hee called 
rogethers a Counſayle of the Knights of the order, 
to whom in few woords. hee dyd ſpeake to this effect 


tollowing. 
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What, Solyman the Turke (molt noble and valyaunt 
knights) prepareth,and how great and mightic warres 
hce entcndeth to moouc againſt vs, I thincke of late 
you haue vnder{tood,ſo well,as I doe, whereot ro make 
any long circumſtance of woordes to you,! ncedenof, 
The cnemie 1sknowen, his inſatiat defire of dominatis 
and ruicis knowen, his might and forceis knowen,yea, 
& his continuall harred againſt vs &the Chriſtian taith 
is no Icfle knewen to you. Butnow rather let eucrie 


_ of vs,doe our endeuour to haue firſt almighue God ro 


be our friend,and than to prepare cueric thing tor the 
warres. Almightic God would be our friend, and we 
aſJuredly ſhall pleaſe him,if wee'doe two things, One, 
if wce from hence toorth, arncnde our liues,the other 
is,it wee honour him with pure religion and to haue a 
firme hope & truſt in him,which is called Pzerze. With 
thele vertues, our famous elders,obtained innumerable 
victorics againſt the infidells,in the 0rz2xt. And there is 
no doubr,bur,it with the like vertues,we be turniſhcd, 
wee ſhall giuc onerthrow to tbe crucll purpoſes of this 
bluddie Tyrant, Howbcit, for ſo much as Almightie 
God is ready to aide ſuch as would be circumſpect 8& 
apt io doe well,and not the ſlowthfull,and cowardes : 
Let vs therefore prouide tor thole neceſſarics as both 
our proteſsion requireth,and order of warres, willeth, 
Whereof part,in our ſ{elues confiſteth,8 part in other 
Chriſtian Princes remayneth. As for victua!l,money, 
armour, and other things which order of warres deft- 
reth, wee ſhall ſo prouide for the ſame, that you ſhall 
well vnderſtand,that money, in neceſſaries, I will nor 
ſpare, and much [eſſe labour,where I may enploy - 
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In theſe affaiers I will bee ready to. ſpend all that 
1 can make, And jor any ſaſegard of my lyfe, 1 will 
not elchew any perill, As touching other Princes, [ 
cannot beelecue, that ( vpon ſuch waightie occaliuns 
whereof the peril no ef roucheth them, than vs, ) 
they would bee negligent to giuc vs ayde. As forte 
Popes holyneſſe, the Emperour, and the king of 2iſpan, 1 


doubt not ( for the Pietic and podlyncile in them re-' 


mayning) bur that they will ſJuccour and aide vs co 
the vitermoſt,ang that. alſo they will moouc others 
to doe the lyke; And as for you, moſt worthie lampes 
and lights of Chriſtians and others of our moſt louing 
bretheren knig':ts, of this ſacred and martiall order, [ 
doubrnot bur that you all, will ſo couragiouſly and 
valiauntly fight againſt this moſt crucll tyrant,ſubuer- 
ter & ouerturner of the truercligion of God, and op- 
preſſor of all good conditions,tnanners, Artes, and all- 
cipline, in defence of our Chritlian Religion, liues, 


goods, and gloric of the Latin Church,thar the view 


of the glorious Croſle of ours, (which this vile dog) 
ſo much abhorreth and contempneth ) may bee ſcene 
to his perpetual carc in Conſ.antineple ( where he dwel- 
leth.) Wee haue notnow affaires in the JI of Rhozer, 
farre from our aydes and ſuccors out of © gfea Eurep,and 
Aegipt, compaſled about, with the eneinic, both by 
Jand and ſea: but rather in the view and face of Jta- 
lie & ſtrong fortified places, wherby the enemy may be 
calilic overt) rowne, That it may ſo bee, Ict vs make 
ernelt prayer to almightte God .When the orcat maſtcr 
had thus giuen ence ws» his moſt prudet nt woords, 
The Knights of the order which than were preſenr, 
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Of the warres 


with one voyce aunſiered , that ſooner rheyr lines 
ſhould take »ende, than that ſo comman a cauſe for 
want of theyr eadeauours fhould quaile , or that 
ticy on linz', to come into the handes of that cru- 
ell tyraunt' Solymap, Os: 

Afrer common prayers and generall proceſſions , 
comimaunded to bee done in euerie Church in the 
Wind of Malta: there were immediatlie of the order 
of the Knights , three choſen, to bee Triban or ge- 
nerall ſuruciours, whereof one an 7alian by furname 
cailed Iperawore; the other a French man borne, na- 
med B27zye; the third, a Sparzara, borne in Aragone, 
called 2atries, gentlemen ot great prouidence,fore- 
fight, and right expert in knowledge of warres. 
Who according to theyr prudence hauing confidered 
euery thing meete to this warre, they immediatly dyd 
put the ſame in readineſſe, For they, conſidering, that 
the ſuburbs and trees, nigh vnto places of fortification 
would not a litle bee an anoynce to the fame , they im- 
mediatly cauſed them to bee caſt downe. Thus the torti- 
fications being viewed, and the Garriſons of euery for- 
crefle there,augyented,and the ſame aboundantly victu- 
alled according to the con{tdered neceſſitic thereof.Let- 
ters were immediatly ſent trom the great maſter both to 
the Popes holineſſe and other Princes,together with dinerſe 
meſſengers into ſundrie places, that might giue intelli- 
gence heereof as well to the knights of this order remai- 
ning among other nacjons, as to others, Of which let- 
ters,one written to P7#s the fourth of that name, Pope of 
Rome, that of this, the otherFimay bee well conſidered, 
Us (as followeth) is the Copic.

With this hope | will comfort my ſelte;truſting before 


I ſhalldeparttro this mortall life,to ſee this facredaour-

can happen to mee more ioyfully, or bee to mee a 
greater. felicitie: If therefore in theſe matters, I haue

nant with a thouſand two hundred hortemen,& three 
chouſand and fiue hundred other fouldiers thar came 
tromdiyuers places, voluntary ro ferue for wages : there 
likewile,did Pial Baſſa the Turkes Admirall, muſter his 
nauy wher he found tobe a hundred & thirtie gallies, 
cleauen ſhips of burden of the leſler ſorta eleaucn ſhips 
of burden of the greater making, beeſides a great ſhip 
that was broken beeſides Methoxe, in which were then 
ſhxe thouſand barrells of gun pouder, thirtie thouſand

horte, the Prince' of Mz/ta, hauing in memorie thole - 


thinges that were to bee done,thought it moſt conue- 
nient to vrge and ſtirre the Ficeroy of Sxilza, in haſt to 
fer forward his- Nauy, that then was in” rigging, 
Fherefore hee commaunded a gallie to bee with all 
diligence, ſet in a readinefle to depart towards Sicilza, 
for the conuaying of one named Salnago, a knight of 
that order, for the exploit of ſuch matters of charge, 
wherewith he then commanded him. Themeanetime 
theTurkes began toerct a Mount, of intent both to 
batter the fortreſſe of Saint Hermes, & 0 anoy the ſhips

Howbcitthe fortreſſe of Sar? £1979 otherwiſe called S. 
Hernzzs lo troubled them-with the ftrokes of their grear

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partly diſcouraged the boldnefle of the Turks, During 
which timcythe Tork 0chial with (ixe ſhips. hauing in the 
ſame nine hundred fouldiers deducted, out of the gar- 
riſon of Alexanaria in Egipt, came as a ſupply to the 
encreale of the force of the Turkes:Therefore the Turks 
-becgan an. other fortification vpon an higher plat of 
ground then before they did, whereby,nort onely they 
-wonderfully annoied,the port where the ſhips of Malta 
had their rodeſted,butalſo troubled with their great 
ſhor,the caſtle of Saint 4ngelo,and belides with cntren- 
ching they gate night the Caſtleof Saint Hermes, albeit, 
at the firſt they had muchtgdoe thcrewith,conſidering 
they of the fortrefſe did what they could to enbar them, 
notwithſtandingin the end the 7#rks with muchlabour 
and diligence wherein they exceede all other nations, 
they gccomplithed their trench. Wherefore the Tyrkes, 
withno little expedition,in ſuch ſort and place planted 
their great artillery,that they Fa Po the ca- 
ſile of Saint 4ngelo & Saint Michael ſhould be encombe- 
red with the ſtroke of their Canon, This while, therc 
was in the Campe of the T#rks, a Spaniard agentleman, A fugitiue, 
albeit a flaue,he,when he had aſſurcdly learned a part 
of the pretences of the T#rkes, gaucintelligence of the 
ſame to Mounſier Valet the prince of Malta by a Chriſtian 
that wasa fugitiue,which when the prince vnderſtood, 
he ſent twocnſignes of Spapraras intothecaſtieot Saint 
Hermes,vnicr the leading of thevaliant captaines Cera 
and Vrandato ſupply a certaine want ther, which after 
was to thegreatdeicnce of the caſtle of Saint Hermes, & 
deetrimentofthe cnimie, This ſeaſon ariued Poregutathe

atter himalſo came tenneBrigantines, which:broughr

B.rbarta, "and out of the Iſland of Meninges.T he mearie 
time Saluago (a Genuar borne, a knight of the order 
anda very forward gentleman ) who (as before) was 
{ent into Szulia,arrived atthe citic of -Meſ/az:,who'(af- 
ter hee had:declarei to the 7eroy,his charge, andthe 
ſtare wherein Maltawas, ) was conmarngend: to ſhip 
himfelte againein a barque that was prepared-for him 


to depart, for whoſe fafc conduction two galltes vnder 


the regiment of the *Capraines Corn:ſone and 'Santals, 


knights alſo of that order were commandcd to accom- 

any him;who'Jetthim-not vntill hee was nigh the I- 
hand of Malta, and then retourned -backe into. Sialia, 
bur $:/#av0, not without meruailtous daunger-of his 
perſon, and but with loſſe of one of his men, paſſed 


with his ſhip through the middeſt of the -enimic into. 


the towne of Burg, about three of the clocke in the 
morning, This while, the Turks fecmedto change their 
deviſe where they once determined to haue beſt 1eged 
both Saint Hermes and Saint Michael but new encamped 
themlelucsat the water of Mar=a, 'becing a fauntaine 
there,which made the entrie.of Saluaso to be more dif- 


Gcedleand perilous : Howbeit after Sluggo had decla- 


red ro the great Maiſter his charge, from the Viceroy of 
'Sict!l, ,immediatly the great Maiſtercauſed him to depart 
into $4 againe, and to ſhew to the Pieeroy,that they 
had: great neede to haue more aide of ſouldiers, and 
2)iar for rhe time hee would youchſafe ro helpe them 
with the ſupplic ot an other enizgne or two of choſen 

touldiers 
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{ouldiers, that the better they might withſtand the furie 


of the enemie vntill further ayde came. Saluago neither 


ſparing labour, or dreading perill,immediarly gat him- 
ſelfe to the ſea, and in ſhort time landed in the Port of 


Sarragoſa. in Sicilia,where hee found thoſe two Gallies, 
whereof I tould you before, and in them cauſed foortit- 
with to bee ſhipped (as was appoyntec) foure hundred 
ſouldiors,among whom , were ſundrie knights of the 
order of elita, and with them alſo were ſent certaine 
expert Gunners and Cannoners. 

Theſe ſo ſhipped,Saluago gaue aduiſe that they ſhould 
eſchew the Welt part of the [{land Melzta, and compaſl- 
ſing about, ſhouldendeauor themſelues to draw towards 
the Eaſt part thereof,and ſo to ger vnto the South coaſt 
of the Nand,and rhere to land at the port called Miliare, 
and from thence by night to conduct the ſouldiors ( by 
places of couert,) vnto the Citie of Meli/a which from 
their landing place was not paſt foure miles diſtant, and 
ſo from thence eaſilic to get vnto the Caſtell of Sarzt 
Michaell. Which aduiſe ſo giuen Saluago departed to 
Meſjana , and there ſhewed to the Yiceroy the futie of the 
watres in Mel;ta,and the great lacke of ſouldiors there, 
and required that hee might haue but a thouſand foote- 
men beeſides thoſe which hee had already ſent , and 
than hee verilie hoped that the furic of the Turckes 
ſhould for a time bee endured.,ynto ſuch time as the 
Viceroy with his nauie ſhould giue further ſuccour. 

While theſe matters were putting in redinefle, which 
might haue had morehaſt,it that our Chriſtian Princes 
in ſo weightie and daungerous cauſes had not ſeemed 
to haue ſlept too much: the third day of the moneth: of 
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Iane,which was the holy day dedicated to faint Hermes, 
the Tuwrkes ſodainely went to aſſault the fortreſle of ſainr 
Hermes,ſuppoling to haue gotten by ſcaling of ſhort lad- 
ders.that part ot a new fort which the Chriſtians had 
builded joyning nigh vn:o the conterſcarpt of the Ca- 
ſell.Bur the Chriſtians with the help of a new Caſemat# 
made ſtrong and large in the dike, with faggot & earth, 
(which before had no manner of defence there)and by 
the avde of the Caltell alſo, worthelie withſtood the e- 


_nemie; In ſuch ſort as that they filled the dike ot the 


fort with the dead bodies of the Turkes, The Twrkes not- 
withſtanding (by reaſon of their multitude, wherewith 


rather than manhoode they obtaine the victories that 


they ger) dyd meruailouſly ſtand rg rheic marke,in ſuch 
ſorc,as y with very force (chough late at night) they dyd 
win that part of the fort which vieweth yport of Muſſetto, 
and immediatly there,with a meruelous expedicion they 
entrenched thelclues with a new work, to the ende they 
mightnot bee endamaged by the Chriſtians.For by the 
help of the Twrks artillerie which were planted vpon the 
other ſide of Marz1mnſetto they were not a litle aydedto 
eatrench, conſidering vpon that part, their Artillerie in 
ſuch ſort ſcoured,that our men durit not abide there, in 
thatpart of the fortto reſiſt, wherwith alſo the corner of 


-a bulwarke & the curtaine of that part of the fort were 


likewiſc beaten in ſunder, Whereof though the heighe 
and greatneſle was very troubleſome to the enemic, 
yet was the ſame litle profitable to vs, becauſethe fides 
thereot was not bending 8 crooking ynough that ther 
by both the ſame might the bettcr haue ben defended, 
and theenemie more conueniently haue beene beaten 
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onthe flanke, But tor as much as the night approched 
on, the Turks ro the number of ftiue thouſand remained 
ther [ti1].for about nine thouſand gave the aſlalt) & the 
Chriſtians were compelled to retire themſelues out of 
the fort into the fortreſſe,& toleauethe fort to the Turks 
that wan the ſame, The Turks throughthe benefit of the 
datknefſe of the night with pokes ſtuffed with okamand 
earth,filled that part of the dike,that was vnder the ram- 
per,that the breadth and deepencfle of the fame, vpon 
the approach, might leſfe annoy them. In this aſlalt, a- 
boue eight hundred Twrkes were {laine, whereof part

The grear 

Maiſter thinking requifit, as reafon was, that a ſupplie 

of ſoldiers ſhould be ſcntto ſuccour the fortrefle, to the 

aide therof, immediatly he ſent not onely ii C ſoldiours 

butalſo ii C gentlemen of his owne,thar wereknights 


of the 1oarnits,who if they had ben moe, together with 
9.ll, the 
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the foure hundred that were inthe caſtle,perhaps they 
might haue beaten the enemie both from the walles 8 
the vtter forts alſo,8 to haue defended the place longer 
time: But becauſe the great Maiſter lacked {oldiors,ther- 
fore he did ſend Saluaeo into Sicilia as before 1s declared, 
that he might obtaine but fiue hundred ſouldiors for the 
time. Andin the meane ſeaſon hee would abide the mal- 
lice of the encmie and to eſchew no labour or perrill : 
Albeit he thought that he had no litle occaſion to Ja- 
ment the infortunitic of chriſtian Princes,that by their 


long ſtay,the apparant occaſion to overthrow fo cruell 


an enemie,ſhould bee ouer{lipr. 

Howbcit hee dyd greatlie meruaile that hee heard 
ofno manner of ayde out of Sc:{ia,nor of the two Gal- 
lies furniſhed with ſouldiors,which Saluago (as before) 
dyd ſead: but the Gallies thorough the fault of one of 
the Marriners kept not their appoynted courſe ; For 
whereas they were commaunded to eſchew the Welt 


part of Melita, and ro keepe courſe towards the Eaſt, 


they dyd not fo, but fayled onely towards the Weſt vn- 


to the Jluzd of Gozo,which onely was thorough the de- - 


fault of the Marriner affirming that hee dyd ſee cer- 
taine Gallies of the T#rkes riding in the port of Miliare 
for the defence of the ſame. Which (as 1t was after well 


knowen) was vtterly vatrew, whan in deede, the Marry- 


ner onely thorough feare (which oft times not a litle 
hindereth notable enterpriſes) durſt procede no further. 
Whereby the great maiſter wanted his moſt neceſlarie 


ayde, which meruailotly grieued as well the Yiceroy and 


others,as chicfly Saluago,tor they euidently dyd ſec, that 


if the Turkes dyd winne the fortreſle of faint Hermes, 
being

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being the chietcſt hold of Melita,the reſt of the places 
there not onely ſhould de brought in meruailous daun- 
ger,bur alſo thoſe of the Jland Mehta ſhould bee vrterlie 
debarred from their entriſe ro have ſuccors, It was nor 
impoſsible bur chat the tortrefſe might be caſilie wonne 
and gotten,conſidering that the enemic had gottea one 
of the Bulwarks of the fortreflc, and that the fortrefle 
becing but narrow of it ſelfe, was in manner on euerie 
part continually aſsalted, which becing conſidered 
by thoſe, that could skill in warres,dyd greatly mooue 
them,chictely when they perceiued that ayde fo ſecretly 
came. The meane time by the commaundement of Pope 
Firs the fourth of that name,certaine ſouldiors were ga- 
thered to the ende that by his'example, other Princes 
might the better bee encouraged to giue ſuccors to the 
\ order of rhe 1oaprnits,and therefore hee commaunded 
that one hundreth pound of golde ſhould bee giuen ro 
Cambiano, Licuetenant of that order in Rome.,and cer- 
taine furniture of pouder to bee delivered to him out 
of the Caſtall of ſain& A4zgelo at Rome, that nothing 
ſhould on his part ſeeme to want, that poſsiblie he could 
doe. For, vnto his holyneſle fouldiors,which were in 
number ſ1xt hundereth,hee appoynted Pompeio Colons to 
bee Capraine, and Camillo Medices to bee Lieuectenant. 
After this bande. followed manie voluntarie ſouldiors 
that both vowed themſclues to ſerue in ſo holie a cauſe, 
and alſo to winne immortall fame, proceeding wih 
ſuch ardent and couragious mindes,that cuery litle ſtay, 

ſeemed to them to be an whole yeere. 
Therefore they departing vato Naples,tound there 
Toan Andrew Anuria,with a leauen long thippes,and the }. 
S111, Prince 
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Prince of Populonia with nine, Lanido Pronano with 
three, and ſo many other that were rigged toorth at 
the charges of other priuate perſons. into theſe ſhips 
that caine from Koz, all the bandes of footeinen 
there, were ſhipt and carried ouer into Szclza, to the 
Citic of Aefſuna, where the kings naule was 1n rig- 
Ing. CL 

While that the Chriſtians, coniidered not thar 
the pcrill was ſo great as it was in deede. The Tarks 
not ignorant of theſame, determined to proue the vt- 
rerivoſt, beefore that the powers ot the Chriſtians 
ſhould augment, thinking that if they could ger the 
fortreſle of Saint Hermes, the reſt were ealily to be bad, 
firſt thercby they ſhould be onely maiſters of Porto Mu- 
ſetto, wherby racy ſhould gaine aſate and ſure rodeſt- 
ed tor their nauie, ſo long as they liked. Beſtdes,to haue

all that peece of land, betwixt the two ports, both tor ; : 
the beating of the fortreſſe of Saint Micharl, and that E-. 
no ſhip ſhould enter, or goe forth out of the hauen ; 
of Porto Myore,withourt their leaue. Theſe things and

While on this {ide theſe matters were in dooing, 
the ſouldiours of the T#rke Dorguta, pufted vp with 
a certayne pride,as though they would ſceme to ex- 
ceede the reſt, gathered themlelues togethers at Mar- 
tia Scala, becing a little baie,beetwixt rhe place of ex- 
ecution and the rodeſted of Saint Thomas, whom 
whan the garriſon of Borgo perceiued , they imme- 
diatly iſſued, and ſo hotrte handeled them, that afrer 
the killing of a great number of them, the reit of thoſe 
Turks were compelled to retire from whence they came, 

In which conflict was flaine Bonnemoa gentleman 
of Fraunce a knight of the order of the 1ounnits, with 
ſeauen others. 

At that time, Monſerrato was ſent into the caſtle 
of Saint Hermes, to bee Captaine there in the place 
of Brolio, who bcefore, there was Captaine, and 
thorough his intollerable watchinges and trauayles, 
about his charge, was fallen verie ſicke. Which Bro» 
ho oft rimes becfore did write to the great Maiſter 


that the fortreſſe of Saint Hermes, was in ſuch fort. 


fortified and furniſhed, with euery thing thereunto 
appertaining, that hee thought that it was in manner 
impoſhble that the enimie ſhould gecir, for the knights 
of the Joannits and others that there ſerued, tooke 
ſuch encouragement by his worthy cxhortacions,that 
comming to hand ſtrokes they fought it forth aboue 


all mens expectation,nor the Turks though they had 


theſe repulſes, left off ſo, but beegan a new batterie 
with their artill-rie by the ſpace of certaine daies,and 
aſſalted moſt furiouſly the fortreſſe, with all the ingins 


that they could deuite,

framed vpon maſtes,of ſuch a breath rhattenne perſons 
might eaſily fight on fronc thereupon , and of fuch a 
lengrh,that it ouerreached the dike and reſted vpon the 
cortaine of the fortreſle : Beſides rhey placed foure thou- 


Hand narquebuſars alonglt the dike, to beare the top of 


the Cortaines that none within ſhould approch to the 
defence thereof,and than cauſed all their naute to come 


'neerer the ſhore of Saint Georgis port in landing theyr 


whole force, 

And whan as by the ſpace of cighteene dayes they 
had battered this poore fortreſſe , and had cruelly rent 
the bulwarks and Cortains thereof with thirteene thous 
ſand ſhor, and in aſſured hope to haue wonne the for- 
rreſſe, Becholde one Baragame a Biſcaian borne, one of 
the order of the 1oaynits, accompanied with Captaine 
Aedrano a Spaniard,and ſundric other valiaunt ſeruitures 
repayred to this dreadfull Bridge, and to the great mer- 
uaile of all that dyd ſce them, there incountred the 


 Turkes. 


The death of 
Medrano and 
Baragamo, 


The fight on both ſides was meruailous vehement, 
and in ſuch fort the Tarkes manfullie bechaued them- 


ſelues that they had planted one of their Enſignes vp- 


on a Bulwarke there,which when as Captaine Medrazo, 
had worthilie bereft,and held in his hands, and depar- 
ting therewith, both hee and Baragame, with the ſhot of 
harquebuſes were laine . At that time thoſe three hun- 
dred fouldiors whereof I told' yqu beefore,which were 
ſent thether trom the great Maiſter,ſhewed themſfelues, 
in dooing notable ſeruice : For fo ſoone as they percei- 


ued the fortreſſe to conſiſt in that apparant daunger, 
ſome 
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ſome of them hurled wilde fire vpon the bridge,ſome 


burning pitch and;brimſtone, another fort of them 
tumbled mighty greatſtones vpon ſuch as would haue 
entred, another pari of them, kept the enimie occupied 
with continuall ſhot, that they durit not come nigher, 
So that after a dreadfull fightthisnew deviſed bridge 
of the Twrks was butntin ſunder,& with the ruine ther; 


of periſhed eight hundred Turks, the remnant, ſo well 


as they could ( whereof few eſcaped vnhurt, and the 
moſt part very ſore wounded,) retired to theirſhames, 
leauing behinde them whether they wouldor no, two 
of the chieteſt-en{ignes they had, the one pertaining 
to Muſtapha, the otherro Dorgutes, which our Chriſti- 
ans to the great gricfe of the Twrkes, fixed vpon the 
height of the Cortazne. During this cruell afſalt vpon 
the one fide; the Twrkes vponthe South Weſt part of 
dhe fortreſle, gaue another, vehement charge, in ſuch 
 fort,asthey had wonne the Yawmureofthe tame which 
when the garriſon that remained in the Caſtle of Saint 
Angelo did perceiue, and thinking that with theirattil- 


lery they were able to drive the T#rkes,from the-place 


which they had gotten, they vnbended at the Turkes, 
a great pecce of artillerie,and in ſteede of them, taking 
one for an other, ſeauen of our Chriſtians, beeing on 
the Ramper of the tortrefſe, were pittifully flaine,which 
when they had perceiued, and to amend their former 
errour,they cauſed another great peeceto bee blowen 
off. with the ſtroke whereof. weretorne in peeces foure 


of the Turkes moſt notable Captaines, and twelue o- 


ther of their beſt and hardieſt fouldiers,that the Twrks 
had, Whilethus furiouſly that the fight continued, we

aſJaultthe great Maiſter eſpying; oportunitie cauſed a

bad -came beefore the lofle of the fortrefle of Saint 
Hermes, perhaps therewith the fortreſſe mighthayeben 


ſagad. Theſe toure Gallzaceis departed trom Meſſaneg the 


ſegyentcenth of 7une.Bur the Turks,the'meane time/(;not, 
caiing far their great ;loſle of ſouldiers, no, more then.

ing the ſ{qmec,both day and night, varo ſuch rime as ſuchy 


breaches were made, as, conuenicntlic wete, to aflaulr, 


then the !74rkes, gaue fo furious a charge with ſuch}, a;

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emuſltirude, and courage therewith, that vnleſſe the moſt 
valiaumt vertues of the defenders, ioyned with con- 
tempt of death, and hope of immorrtall glory, had had 
the ſuperioritie of the apparaunt terrour : truelte, the 
Turkes had either put our Chriſtians to flight, or elſe 
to haue compelled them to yeeld willingly the fortreſle.

giue of newanother deſperateaſſalt,howbcir inſomych 
as hetherto, they had taſted of the mercitull aide of al- 
mightie God, that vnto that time had defended them, 
from the rabiousfurie of ſo terrible an encmic, in that 
the place as they thought was detenſable, with munt- 
tion inough,there yet remaining,and that chiefcly they 
had required of the great Maiſter the honour of the 
charge in detending of the peece or place it they knew 
all to looſe theirliues,they intended to defend the fors 
treſſe,to the death,perhaps ſuch occaſion of moſt ho- 
nourable defence, ncuer would come to them a- 
eaine,thereſore they were vtterly determined to ſpend 
their lives. for the glory of almightie God, and his 
holiereligion. 


V. The

' © The rare and courre of this britle life is but ſhort but the ple- 
EO ry of eternall life, i perpetnall. And conſidering that to 
* each one there is an appointed death, it is to be deſired 
© of eucry good man,that this life of ours becing ſubie& 
© to caſualties,might rather be emploied abour the ſeruice 
* of Almightic God, and his common wealth, than to be 
* reſerued to the extremitic of olde age. And if their chace 
* ſhould be that there were none other way but to dye, 
© they hoped to leaue ſuch victory to the enemie, that the 
&* 10y and pleaſure, which they would gaine therby,ſhould 
© colt them the beſt blood that remained in the worthi- 
<« eſt Soldiours that the T#rks than had. And therfore they 
6 required the meſſengers to ſhew to the great Maiſter, 
 whatthey had vowed,and to continue his "ah opinion 
in them, as pertained to have, in worthie Seruitures : 8& 
chiefely of ſuch as had giuen themſclues to that order 
of Knighthood. 

The three Meſſengers hauing thus receaued the de- 
fenders anſwere, containing greater courage than good 
hap,returned to the great Maiſter,who calling again the 
Counfail togethers,8& hearing the valiant an{wer of the 
defendours,was likewiſe deſirous to heare the opini6s of 
the meſſengers, Caſtriota was of opinion,that infomuch 
as the defendours were yet Maitters of the dikes,the for- 

- tres might be kepr, & that he Caſtriota, (if he were come 
maded) would take the defcce of the Fortres in charge, 
and that rather he would loſe his life, than to forſake the 
place,Burt Roccathe French man was of contrary minde, 
faying,that he verely belecued, the Fortres was not able 
ro be keptgit /ul;5 Ceſar were on liue.& had the defence 
therot,& ſawto whatextremities,the place was brought 

| vnto, 
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vnto,& that cuery Bulwark ther for the moſt parr, rent in 
ſunder by theenimies artillery,& hurled dowac, & com- 
paſſe] with ſuch number of deſperate enemies;he would 


neuer ſuſfer,rhar the lives of ſo many worthie ſoldiours 


fhould,thro:gih inconfidered partinacitic, have end, bur 
rather to fortake the place, and to referue the lines of ſo 
many vailant Szruitures tor other places of greatet im- 
portance.lr is a valiant & worthic mans part,to due that 
which a man may doe, and nor to ftrerch beyond thar, 
which a man cannotdoe.And,that to be done, which as 
he thoug it, was vſed to be conftdered in diſeaſed mem- 
bres4ncurable in mans body:thar for the ſafegard of rhe 
life 8& the reſt of the-whole bodie,it was meer the incura- 


ble member to be cut away, and not to care of the loſſe 


therof.” : 

The Spaniard agreeing in opinion with Caftriota, 
thought conuenienr, thar the place ſhould not be for- 
faken ; for that the dikes and Rampers of the Fortres 
for the moſt part were yet not bearen in funder, and 
thar a meruailous vaitie of mynde was reftdent in the 
defendours, ioyned with a linely courage and deſire 
to coine to hand ſtrokes with the enemie, which in 
manner promiſed an aſſured vicorie to ' the defen- 
dours. , | 

The ſeueral] opinions of rhefe three Meſſengers be- 
ing throughly-conſ1dered, it was thought good, by the 
moſt part of the Counſaill, thar the defenders thould 
continue in their charge: for certaine dayes : For thar 
it was neuer the vſage of that order, to forſake with 


caſe ſuch places, as once were committed to theirgard: 
bur rather x0 c6tinue in-detEce of the fame to the deathz 
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to thend that the barbarous cnemie might vnderſtand, 
with whatkinde of men he had to doe,to the reprefling 
of his temerariousarroganceandpride: Leaſt,in forſa- 
kingthe place,the enemie would perhaps think it were 
done through feare, Whereby the courage of the ene- 
mie would encreaſe, and the auncient honour and eſti- 
macion of this facred order would abate, 

The Twrks this while,minding to put in effe, which 
they before determined, the threeand twentith of June, 
with their whole Armies both by land and ſea, abour 
mydnight,afſalted cruelly the Fortres on all ſides,ercc- 
ting ahcir ladders, bridges, and other Ingins meer. for 
ehar purpoſe. Firſt ynbending at once two and thirtie 
great Cannons,that with the furious ſtrokes thercoff, 
that which remained vp of the fortificacions,were vt- 
terly throwen downe. The Chriſtians on thother ſide 
manfully ſtode to theyr defence, ſome they ouerthrew 
into the dikes, ſome they repulſed, & ſome they flew, 
but a greatdeale being more couragious, to vvound 8&& 
annoy the enemic than to looke to their owne ſafetic: 


inſomuch vyhere the greafeſt concourſe and thruſt of 


the enemie vvas, there vvere the Chriſtians euer ready 
to ſhew theyr force and proweſſe. The noyſe of each 
ſide vyas great,mixed with vehement exortations,ioies 
and mournings: the face & countenance of the fight 
vvas variable,ambiguous, incertain, horrible, and piti« 
full ro behold, Thus it vvas foughten vnto three of: 
the clock, vyhan yet vvas doubted to vyhat part the 
victoric vvould encline, And except the Turks had be- 
gun againe furiouſly to vnbend continually their great 


Antillerie,(vvhereby they ouertbrew all the Courtains 


and 
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2nd Bulwarks vnto the hard Rock yvvhereon the Chri- 
ſtiansſtoode:) the Chriſtians might vvell ynough haue 
ſuſtained for a few daies more.the furic of the enemie, 
but the Rockthus made naked bpth of the defendours 
and vvalls, and more than foure hundred of the gar- 
riſon flaine, reſted nothing vp, ſcarce that could hide 
the head of the Souldiour: So as none, could once 
mount or ſhew himſeltc,.co ſtand to the defence, bur 
immediately he vvas torne in peeces vvith the ſhot' of 
the Canon, that neuer ſealed. And now Mor/errato the 
Generall of the Fortres, together vvith one Garas, ru- 
ler of Evbze, vvith one bullet vvere miſerably flaine 
rogethers,gentlemen of like vertue,pietic,and vvorthi- 
neſſe;vyho for this ſhort lyfe, and moſt honorable bee- 
hauiourin the ſame, haue now togethers gained eter- 
nall glorie.Neuertheleſle,the other. that.remained on 
live, and that ſtoode mantully to their charge,nothing 
diſcouraged vvith the loſfe.and laughter of their com- 
pagnions, but rather as ſuch as ſeemed ro haue recea- 
ued new force and ſtrength out of Heauen, they en- 


countred the enimie moſt couragiouſly,in tearingand - 


rending the Enſignes, vvhich the Tarks had-faſtened 
vpon the Fortres,and killing the Enſignebearers,Cap- 
taines and others, of the chicteſt of:the enemie. So 
that the Chriſtians looked tor none other thing than 
to giue vp theyr lyues, for the) Religion of Chriſt, to 
obtaine-eteinall lyfe, 511 1g eh a en BRAG 

.: Now the Sunnc in kisrace;had aſcended the mid- 
deſt of the: Heauens,vvhereby vvas ſuch raging heate, 
vvearinefſe,and continuall thundering of Artillerie;a- 
gain the mukiitude of the cnimieſo great.tharſtill ſene 
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freſh men to renew the aſſalt, On the other part,the lit- 
tle number of our Chriſtians left on line, weakened 
with meruailons labour, watchi- ge, Qroug' 11, & wounds,

Hecre I cannot Jet p.fl+. to touch rhe vrmercifull 
crueltic of theſe 7 3rkes, exerciſed ag4ialt the kiijghts of 
the order of the Joznits. who reby One —_ vnder ftand,of 
what nature & propertie Crzcitie is of which cucr thews» 
eth, what will ithath ſti!l ro revenge, when the death'of 
whe perſon cannot fuff.ce, For after tn. win: log of rhe 
fortres,the Tarkes ftidnig tacre, certaine knights of tile 
order, beenbilc dearth and life, caufed moſt crudlly their 
harrsto be cut out of their breaſts. & ther bodies inueſt- 
ed with their ſcarlet cafſucks,& winte crofl<(for that the 
knights of. the order of the Joarnzts, in warers doe cucr 
weare fcarlet,& i: peace black ) to bee hanged vp by the 
feetto tnenumber.of a thirtie of them, in the ft tght.of the 
Caſtles ot S:inr gagelo, & Saint Mich, el, but whet: this 
beaſtly cruettic {ſeemed not to be in« ugh to Muſtapha, he 
al cauſed vnele dead bodies to bee tyed topethers, and: 
to bee hurled into the fea, howbeit the ſea being moued 
as it were with greater mercie,then was in the T#rks,the 
next day after did. caltthedead, bodies flecting into Ports 
Maieri,xvhere the great Maiſter knowing who they were 
commandcell chat tie corſes thould be taken vp, and bu- 
ricd honbrably, with nolitlelamentatton madetor them, 
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_. In ſuch fert thatithe 'great: Maiſter ſirdighthe' com-» 
manded that from thenctforth no Turkes ſhould beta+:

were taken, by and by were put to death, and their 
beads throwen oner rhe walles. From the beeginning 
of the ſiege, vato the winning of the fortreſle bf Saint 
Hermes, thete wete {laine of that garriſon, the number 
of a thouſand three hundred perſons of the which there 
werea hundred & thirtie knights of the order of the 1- 
anntts , The great Maiſter Yaleft, having thus Joſt the 
fortreſſe of Saint Hermes,though he had as reaſon was ) 
a carefull hart, yet in diflembling the ſame,hee ſhewed 
autwardlie a good countenaunce, to the end, that hee 
| ſhould not diſcourage the reſt of his ſouldiours.Sayin 
that nothing hath chanced but that almightie God fe. 
prouided the ſame,for ſuch is the fortune of wars, and 
the will of God, that ſometime one, and ſometime a- 
nother, may ſuffer ouerthrow, It is onely cowardneſle 
and not the worthie yertue, and ,inumortall, courage of 
theſe vahiaunt ſeryiters, beeing dead, that ſhould cauſe 
vs to meke care and moutning, nor,.for all this the 
enimie ovght ſo much to bee dreaded, confidering 
his lofſe in deed , that rather i feemeth hee ſhould. 
accompt himiclfe ro haue recciued the ayerthrow then 
to bee named vigorious. And as to fuch of our chriſtians 
as are deadin this worthie ſeruice,ler vs firmely belecue, 
that they are recompenced with glory & immortallitie 
in the kingdome of heauen, which ought. to cnflame the 
| harts ot cuery,good man,ro ſerue as they.haue done,&as 
for hunſe]fe, hee had nor yer laicd aſide, his hope of af- 
ſured victoric to bee gotten of the reſtof the m—_ 
Tatnecr 
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ble by tht help of almightie God,then by tus 'owne 


power;and! that hee ſuppoſed, all there: beeing pre- 
ient,to be vi likeminde, and fo to be and continue,hee 


required them. Theſe words beeing ſpoken, the great | 


Maiſter-being readic againſt all extremities of Fortune, 


departed from the reſt, and afrer much deuiting with 


himſelte alone, he determined with himſelfe in theend 
to write to Petro Meſquito generall of the citie of Mal 
t1,and to aduetrtile him, and the bretheren of the 10arx- 
nits at Meſſana,together with the Viceroy, of the lofle of 
the fortreſle of Saint Hermes. The copie of whoſe letters 
l have thoughr expedient to difcribe to you,to the end 
that the meruailous prouidence of Yalet the prince of 
this order of the 194nits,may the more {nm vnto 
you, Which! i5as followeth. 


ÞD Ving ſuch time as the knights of the order abiding 
at Meſſina, are preparing their paſſage hether, the 
miſerable overthrow and taking ot the forwreſſe of Saint 
Hermes hath: chanced, which-as you oughit to know, 

hath leftynto mecno little care,ſo I aſſuredly thinke, 
thelame hath fortuned,not without the ſecret permifſi- 
on of almightie God, which I rake in ſuch goodparr, 
that rather The father of: Heauen,will corrett vs by this 
lofle,men vtterly'to ſuffer vs to periſh. Andalbeit in mine 
opinion;,it is not requiſtt, tro doubt aty wiſe of his mer- 
citull goodnefle and mightic power. Yet I cannot but

depart,8 totell to rhe Trrke tharcame with him,excepr 
he did get him away in haſt,he would cauſe the artilleric 
of the caſtle to conſtraine him to ſpeed him away. The 
Turke with this anſ{were retourned to the campe,where- 
with 2M«ſ/tapha fell in ſuch a rage, that hee openly ſayde 
that from thenceforth hee would vſe all the crueltie that 
hee could againſt the Chriſtians, Ar this time with Mu/- 
tapha was a gentleman named Phil, diſcended of the Philipa Turke 
noble familie of the Laſcares in Greece,who at ſuch time ama | 
as hee was a childe, was taken by the Chriſtians, when cametothe 
as they wonne the towne of Patras in Achata. Chriſtians, 
During which time, that hee was a priſoner, hec 
was ſo curteouſly vied by them,that euer after hee bare 
meruailous afteCtion and good will.cowards Chriſtians, 
This Philip beeing priuie to funery counſailes of Muſta- 
pha, (moued as it ſeemed by deuine inſpiration fronf 
Heauen ) thought that hee might meruailouſlic aide and 
rofit the Chriſtians, if hee ſhould come to them, and 
therfore determined with himſelte to paſle to the fortres 
of Saint Michael. #.. 
Which as hee prooued many times to doe, ſo in 
the ende in the Calends of 1sly, hee did caſt himſelfe 
into the ſea (conſidering hee could nor get to the ca- 
ſtle by-land) and ſo did {iwimme to the caſtle,not with- 
out great daunger of his life, for he being eſpied by the 
Turkes he was ſhot at,with ſundry arrowes and arquebu- 
ſes, Vpon his landing,he was ynmeciatly brought to the 
reat Maiſter,to whom not onely he diſcouered ſundrie 
co.unſells of the enimie, but alſo ſhewed, what ought to 
bee done at a corner of the fortreile of Saint Mrchaell, 
Nall. to 
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- Of thewarres 
to rhe end to:make- fruſtrate certain deviſes of the ene- 
mies,whichthey purpoſed topractiſe againſt that place, 
and of ſundry other things which afterward turned to 
much commodintc ot the chriſtians. Who alio,as opor- 
tunite ſerued, righe valiantly, after,jought againſt the 
Turks :'So as, that after the tiege, and Mulfa being des 
loered;he repaired ro Rowe with meruailous commen- 
dacion of the great Maiſter,wherethe Popes holineſſe 
courtcouſly entertained him, and for his vertue and 
good feruice done aſwell rowards thole of Malta, as 
towards'vuhole Chriſtendome,he rewarded him vvith 
ſundry guitts. Where likewiſe, be dyd torſake his Twr- 
lh taith, wherein he vvas brought vp, vtterly deteſt- 
ing the ſame, and trom Rowe he repaired to King Phi- 
lip, to vuhoſe Mateſtie he diſcouered likewiſe ccrtaine 
pretences of S9{man the Emperour of the Turks, 
"While theſe things (as aboue) vvere done,Colonells (of 
vvhome before, as I ſhewed you, that-vvas ſent into 
Sicilia) ariued fate at Meſſana,vyher he found the Chri- 
ſtian Nauie not as yet readie, ſo that the afflicted at- 
 faires of Malta could not our of hand be ſ{uccoured, 
'For neither the ſhips tþat ſhould come out of Spare 
vvere than come,nor yet Gonutanni Andrea Anria,vvith 
his eight & twentie Galliaceis,vvho ſtated ro enbarque 
foure thouſand fouotemen, vnder the leading of Caprio 
Fitdl;o,that vvere collefted in Err. 

' The knights of the orderat 3/e//aza coniidering this 
*redious tarieng, and vyhat perill vvould enſue vppon 
longer ſtaie, fully determined vvith Gods helpe, to 
{uccour their bretheren of the orderin Malza. 

And vvith ſuch power as they had gotten togethers, 


vnder 
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vnder the leading of two notable gentlemen, knights 
ot the 1oarnits, the one of the houle of 3/eſ/.:na,& the 
other of B:roleto; they purpolcd to paſle into M2:/ta,Al- 
beit before their departure, they repaired to the Y:ce- 
roy:& in conſulting vvith him,they required his Grace, 
to call to memory vvhar ſeruice the knights ot the Ib 
amnits had done,not onely tor the King of H:pain,bur 
for all Chriſtendome; and vvhar charges the Joanuts 
vvcre atthe other yeere,at the vvinning of Pinon de Be- 
les,vvhere they ncither ſpared victuaLartillerie,or ſhips, 
nor yer theyr owne proper lives; vvhere theys ſcruice 
might either profit the Kings highnelſe, orany part of 
the Chriſtian 'common vvealth,/And belides this, that 
he yyvould vouchlafc to conſider vvith Himlclfe, that 
the loffe of the Iland Malta, not oncly ſhould couch 
the. J-a77ts, but vniuerſall Ital, and chietely the Iland 
of Siciliaz by reaſon it ſhould be a neighbour to lo 
mightie' an enimie as the Trrk. 

For vvhich cauſes and others, that horrneſſe of time 
prohibitethto report,they required ot him foure thou- 
ſand footemen, vvith vvhome all the knights there, 
of the order gf the /cannits, accompanicd allo vvith 
ſundry nobleperſonages and other vo;untary foldiors, 
vvould paſſc ouer into 24a/ta, to {uccour their brethe- 
ren there : vvith vyhich ſupply they fayd they afſuredly 
hoped,it at rhelcaſt,they could norrepulic the enimic 
or vvinne-againe'the loſt Fortres, vet-to ſtay the far- 
ther procedings and prerences of the f furious encemie, 
ynto ſuch tyme as the vyhole Chriſtian Nauie bee- 
ing ina redinefſe might inuade the Turk: ſh Fleere,and 
allo (as they truſted) vrterly. to deſtroy the ſawe. 

X 11}, Vpon 
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Vpon theſe words,vvhile the Yice Roy,deliberated with 
himſelfe vyhat he ſhould-doe, there came a meſlenger 
out of Hiſp:in, but vvhat the effect of his letters vvas, 
vvhich he brought,though ſome iudged one vvay and 
ſome an other,none certainely could tel|:butſo it came 


To paſle,that through his comming, the Yice Roy gaue a 


briefeanſivereto the 7oannitsſaying,that he could not 
fariſfic their requeſt, conſidering the ſame vvereanvtrer 
yveakening & diminiſhing of the force of the kings na- 


uvie.vyherby it ſhould cometo paſſe in ſo doing as they 


requeſted;that he could not giue them ſuch ſuccors,as 
ſhortly he pretended to doe, Howbeit if they vvould 
tranſport all the 1cannits that were at Meſſana( vvith a 
part of the ſouldiors vvbich the Popes holineſle ſent) 
mto Malta,in thoſe two Galleaceis vvhichthey had pre- 
pared; hee himſelte vvould furniſh an other Galliace 
to bee ſentyvith them. 2 | 
The knights hauing receaued this determined anſwer, 
vvhan as they otherwiſe could notamend themſelues, 
they tooke the offer of the Yice Roy. While thele ſhips 
vvere making readic to dEþart, the foure ſhips vvhere- 
of before I made mencion, vvhich tranſported the 600 
Soldiours,& toure ſcore knights of the Joannits, by the 
ſpace of twentic daycs vvere on the Seas, tofled vvith 

zeruailous rempeſts,8: other ſtops and ſtates, that they 
conld not attaine to Alta. An4 chietely they had com- 
maundementgiuen them,they ſhould not land,excepr 
tney knew certainly that the Fortres of Saint Hermes, 
vvere (till in poſſeſſion of the chriſtians.But approching 


ro alta, they {ent their ſpiall on land,& promiſed him, 


to tarry on the Sea, vnto the next day for his retorne, 
The 
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The meane cyme the Seas by tempeſtious vvearher 
began ſo to grow, that the Spiall could not retourne at 
his appointed tyme, Wherefore the ſhippes that dyd a- 
bide him,dreaded that eitherhe was periſhed in the tem- 
peſt, or elſe come into the cnimies nands, Whereby, 
they ſayled back to Pozalo, a place on the coalt of Sic-. 
kia, to the ence to learne ſomewhat there, of the ſtate of 
Malta . Where, vpon their arrivall they certainely dyd 
know,that the Fortres of Saint Hermes was yet vngot- 
tcenby the Turks : Which whan they had learned, they 
departedto the ſeas againe, 

But comming within ſixe miles of Malta,wher at their 
place determined,they were apointed to land,they ſpied 
a fier from and,as a {igne made yato them,wherby they 
iudged, both chat their former Eſpiall was taken by the 
enginic,& that ſome Ambuſh was there layed for them. 
Whereypon they retourned to Fozalo againe, at which 
place,rthey learned of one of the Knights of the Joar- 


its, a French man, that came our of 24/ta, of purpoſe 


ro them, that the forenamed fire by his commandement 
was made, that. they being inſtrufted by that figne, 
might ſately proceede to their Janding place in Malta. 
Vpon the vaderſtanding whereof, they all with ſpeede 


 dyd ger them to the Seas againe, and failed to Multa, 


where at a place called Saxa Nijera, (which is ſituated 
in that part of alta, which is towards Lybia,) they 
Janded in a quiet night, the nine and thirtith of June,& 
ſo being nor ſcene of any others, marched without im- 
ediment,to the Citie of Malta, where, with incredible 
To they were receaticd,and there tartjed vnto the' ryme 
they knew the further pleaſure of the Great Maiſter, R 
The

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The meine time therc grew about Boreo, and the 
other places thereabouts ſuch a miſt, being notoft times 
ſcene there, that none-in maner could fee therabouts, 
when as a boy ſcarce of the-age of twelue yeeres, loke- 
ing outat a window ofthe caſtle. and all atraicd, cried 
1M: \mediatly, thar he ſaw the Trrkes marching rowaides 
the caſtic 0: $7 Michael , which being perceiued, and 
ccrtaine of the knights making towards thar ' part, ' In. 
their way they gate 42cC rtaiie Gr ecrap borne. that dwelt 
atthecitiey;  Meattin, Wi being brought biicke to Borgo, 
and [trait'y examined ot thc cauſcot his departure: from 
thence conſidering he hadno paſport, without which, 
it was lawiu!l foffnone,to firay abroad,in the*thd this 


Greci. contefled;rtive he waspurpoſed! to have fled ts 


the campe'ot the enimie,and rohant given hiny ihtel 


ligence of thearinalfof this riew ſupplic,to theehdMhar 


the Turks might irithe matching of this ſupplie towards 
the great maiſte c ſurpriſe them by ſome ambufſi?Wher- 
vpon the 1s. mts conſidering, that by ſome occaſion 
hcereaſter,this fugiriue; might worke ro them no little 
detr:menr, they c catiſed him to bee cutin foure PEeces. 
Three daies atter, this new ſupplie of ſouldiours that 

came out of Sicilia ,about nightlatelic came to'the great 
maiſter,{auing two or three lacques, that werk charged 
with certaine armour and other tardels,who caine into 
the hands of the enimie.[t 1sin maner, incredible what 
courage was avginented inthe hartes of the beeſteged 
Chriſtians through the comming of this new ſupplie, 
and chictely7 yalet, the oreat maiſter ,ſecing beefore his 
cics, aſſembled, the flower of the Þannits, and other 


molt worthi6feruitures ſent to him by the pro uidence 


of 
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of Almightic God, ſaied (vvith teares in his cies for 
Toy) I thank thee humbly,moſt mightie God and hea- 
uenly King,that of thy mercifull goodneſfle doeſt heare 
my prayers, and doeſi not forlake this pitiiull Aock of 
thine;rrauailing vader my charge, being compaſled'(as 
thou afſuredly knoweſt) vvith theſe moſt raging and fu- 
rious vvolfes; What ſhall I ſay more? but thele are the 
works of thine onely parpetuall goodnefle, apparant 
omnipotencie, and in{crutable vviſedome. 
"This new ſupply,that vvas come to-the great Maiſter, 
yvere earneſt {utors, that it vvould vouchtafe the great 
Maiſter to graunt them that benefit, that they might 
ſeruc'in the Fortres of Saint Achael, the great Maiſter 
praiſing their valiant courage, did condiſcend to theyr 
requeſt;yvithout changing at all, there. theancient gar- 
riſon. Thenext day following, ſuch of the garriſon of 
Sainft Michaels, as had defireto come to hand ſtrokes 
vvith the enemic,ifſucd torth,8& meering vvith the ene- 
my at Sant Margarets;ſovvorthely behaued themſelues 
that they killed aboue 200 of the Twrks, & hurt as ma- 
ny of them, thatnone of the garriſon retourned home: 
to the Fortres, vvithout blood drawerr of the enemie; 
yea and vvithout loſle of any of their company,at that 
time. Which vvhE Muyſfapha parceucd, he knew right wel 
thatitvvas the new ſupply come to the Fortres of Saint? 
Michael,therefore he found meruailous fault vvith thoſe. 
that had the charge by ſea; that by their negligence, 
this ſupply gate landing & entrie:So as they, to vvhoſe 


charge the vtter parts ofthe Iland vvere comitted,came: 


in vvonderfull ſuſpicion of Muſf1phi. Whoſe ſufpicion 


alſo vvas augmented through the departure of three: 
Y.j.. Gal- 
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Gallies of r7g:re,that ſtole away,vvherby ne had (mall | 
credit to thereſt of the Arozrians there,and much lefle . 

confidence to the Remegarts that vvere Chriſtians,and 
there ſcruing the Tarke. Wherefore hee ordayned that - 
none of thole perſons thould tarry on land out of their 
ſhippes vpon paineto be thruſt through on ſtakes,and 
to bee burnt to aſhes, and ſo in chaunging that watch, 
hee appoinzed the gallyes,of Salah the Tarke, to take 


 thecuſtody of the Iland, that no ſupply ſhould enter, 


Andto the end that neither of his owne,nor any Chri- 
{tian ſhould ſurpriſe theyr Nauy, he cauſed ſundry of 
his owne ſhippes to be ſet alongſt rhe breadth ot the 
port of Muſetts, and the one to bee chayned to the. q- 
ther, And forfomuch as that the blody flixe and other 
diſeaſes had inuaded his campe,he ordained fqrthefick 
three kindes of places,one forthe wounded,at the wa- 
ter of Marz4,vnder the gard of 2000.7urks, another on 
ſhipborde,for the voluntary ſouldiours,& the third vp- 
on {caffolds deuiſed berwixt ſhip and (hip for the Rexe- 
ants, At which time 2aſt4pha made Ochial the Turk, ge- 
nerall ouer Trjpol:s in Barbaria,who paſſing thether with 
fue Galliacers ro take poſſeſſion of his charge,& atter ſet. 


ting euery thing in order ther,hereturned to the campe 


in Malta.And for the better furniture of bread for the 
campe,the Baſ/a cauſed two ſhips frayghted with wheat 
to be tranſported tothe towne of Zep7zs,and there to be 
madeand baked beecauſe the campe of the Turkes had 


much neede of bread. Likewiſe Mx/{apha ſent to Solyman 


the Emperour 2Zzloth the Turkego ſhew him kow he had 
wonne by a{laalr,the fortres of Samt Hermes, and bare 


with him the piat of the Hland,as he found it athis entry 
$7 there, 
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tbere,& to declare to him that hc found thoſe of Malta» 
bettur prepared,& more ttrong,thnhe hoped inthe be* 
pinnng, to haue found them, Andthatit his pleaſure 
wer,that he bould continuethe wars ther in that Hand 
It were not alittlercauiſttito aide him with great {up- 
Piy of men victual! -and nzore ivreniture of municions, 
Wh:chit he lend,he truſted to win theremnant of the 
torr. flcs of 3Z, wltzychongh a0t ſo fone,as perhaps would 
bcloked for, Andin the meane time while ne recciued 
auniwcre hee would torctlow and protract no time, to 
proue by atlalt & otherwiſe,to gaine the tortteſles if he 
could. And becaulehe ſhould ſeeme,not to have writ- 
ten vainc matters to his Prince , Uuſtaphs had beegun 
bis battery with {eaucntic great peeces of arnillery, ( a- 
mong which werethreemighty B. al (9e5,)IN;Ourcteen 
(euerall placcs,inſomuchas from te Promontory of the 
place of execution vnto thew.t:r of Mar=4, and from 
FCCC VBto the fortres of Saint Ferzrs, where they had 
placed zoo 1121247tes in garryion,they entrenched and 
horTAeR all rhat compaile ot earth right warlike, with 
merit lous ftrength. With which cruell bartery, CON- 
tynung ay and: "night , they rormented the rownes 
of B. 7:0 and Saint aiichael,that the walles, bulwarkes 
and houtes weic there wondertully ond; minaged;, 
ſo as n-ne knew well where to bee tate, whereby at © th - 
ficit, both womcn and children were mceruayioutly 
annoyed, And: the 7yrkes themfelues were oriven 
to keepe within their forteſied campe, nor durft ie 
abroad without great multitude, and for all that 
they eſcaped not home againe to their eampe : all tree, 


for the horkemen of the Gartifon of tne Citie of 
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Of the warres 
Aelita,now & than icouring the countrie,vrould charge 
chem on the back and kill many of them, 

Whanthe newes of the loſle of the Fortres of Sat 
Hermes Came to Rome; the Citie was replenithed with 
meruailous care and teare for the tydings: inſomuch, 
as [ome there,mourned to {ee that auncient g!orie of 
the LZitin Name vvas in {uch fort diminiſhed. An other 
fort, was in no little dread that the calamitie of 2/4/ta 
vvould redownd to Rome, 

There were allo an envious and detracting kinde of 
men more liberall with carping tongues, than expert 
in knowledge of warres, that layed the vvhole blame 
of the loſſe of the Fortres vpon Monnſicr Valet the great 
Maiſter: vvhome, both his Inuincible courage, and 
no lefie the valiant and noble perſonages there accom- 
panyeng him. than allo this Hiſtorie making mencion 
of all theyr moſt vyorthie Aces, vvould parpetually 


deliuer him from (uch infamy and ſclaunder. But ſuch, 


as care not for theyr owne eſtimacion, by lyxelihood 
would not ſpare to deiame the Renome of an other, 
For as Ignorance cannot Iudge well of the Pollicies 
and Inuencions of the learned ſort. No more can 
Coward Varlets rightly diſcerne of the vvorthie Ads 
and valiant docings of Couragious olde and practi- 
zed Soldiours, But to retourne to the matter of our 
Hiſtory,before we told you how three Galiacies were 
in preparing, at Me{/ana, and what diligence they y. 
ſed about the ſame that had the charge thereof, in 
{uch ſort as the {euenth of Iuly, they departed our of 
the Port of Meſſana. There were in thoſe three ſhips 
becſides the Knightes of the loanmites, fixe hundred 


Spaniards 
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Spaniards,and three hundreth of the Popes Soldiours, 
-vnder the charge of Pompero Colopa, among vrhom,wer 
ſome that voluntary rowed, & {ome that vver conſtrai- 
ned. To the conſtrained, hibertic vyas promiſedif they 
vvould doetheir endeuours, to bring the into the port 
of Borgo,they ſhould, afrer, be aduanced to roomes of 
Soldiours as the others vvere.So as not onely their pur 
pole was to ſuccour thole that wer belecged,with men, 
bur alſo vvith victuall. For vyhich caule, they ſhipped 
250 Medjmni of Wheat,belids Gun pouder,Sall-peter, 
and Leade, meere for Artillerie andlike vies. 

And albeit they ſuppoſed it very difficult,to enterthe 
Port, being lo ſtrongly garded by the Turk : neuerthe- 
leſſe ſuch deſirereſted in the'mindes in the 1oannits pre- 
ſent in{thoſe Shippes, that they made accompr-che en- 
trie might caſely be brought to paſſe, both to them and 
thother. | 

Whan they approched nigh vnto Xalta, theſe ſhipps 
made foorth a-Fragot to (ſce if any 1igne from the Ca- 
ſtle of Saint Anzelo could be efpicd,vvherby they might 
vnderſtand,vvhether the ſhips might proceed to enter 
or retire, Whan the Fragort vpon his proceeding,parce- 
uing a ſfigne that he ſhould retourne back, retourned 
to the ſhipps ſhewing the ſigne of retyring: though 


the Turks vvhan they prouided the {igne dyd vvhart 


they could roobſcure the ſigne by ſhotte of great Ar- 
tyllarye at the ſame, vvhereby they replenyſhed the 


Skyes vvith meruailous obſcurities, as though the - 


ſame had bene thorongh darke Cloudes, vvhich the 
ſhippes vnderſtoode vvell enough: and fo retourned 
backe into Sicilia, j 
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Of the warres 

In deede, it was not thought meet by Falet that 
moſt curteous prince. that ſo many worthy knights of 
the order,and lo many note perlonages and valijaunt 
touldiours, beeing rogethers im thoſe whips, thould bee 
brought ! n manitcit da mgcr,torhee didiec apparauntiy 
how riat certaine of Trrks ihips.Jay by 'nie3t, at the 1n 
COnmminyg ot Perto a Ws, at a place called Arenulato 
enbarall entric andiſſue,to and tro Ports Muore, with; 
out their teave, Atw hick t timegwvhen as the oartiſon of 
the citie. ot Malta, had inte ligence what good [uccefle 
the new fuy lic had vpon their iſſize made-( as before ) 
6gainft Tong Trl: 5,» taey taking courage thereby; made 
Ikewilealalic v pon the enimie, that {poiled abroad in 
me Hand,as they wer driving certain cattelLwatich they 
hag-rdken,& in luch fort ttzey of thecitie valiantly beha+ 
ved cthemiclues, that aiter {undry of the Turks, by them 
flanegnor onely they recourred the catteil, but draue 
thexeſtok the Turks totheir thippesFhe: cainpe of the 
7,233 tndeſtanding the chale to come towardes them 
irhmedary ſtroke a $] arme, and repairing tothe pavilt- 


on-of theirgenerall 22uft ; ha, (caſed for that time, the 


battery, VV hich matter, ſed the Prince Palet to, iup- 
poie, that the 7azks was marching to giue affalr at the 


breach; andiherciore LC prince tally jg mined with 


fi c:tex0 be therpreientatthe defence ofthe breach, 
thinking thereby that tis preience ſhould not. a a little

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There were fo that: indged this Eooing of the 


Prince to bee meruaylous bolde & cOuragious,but not 


voyd ot great daunger occupyeng ſuchaplace & tuntti 

ON,Aas he « dyd.and thurfore was worthie to be blamed 
for the {ame : Alleadging,that matters of great waight 
&-jurportance, ought rather to be put in ctfect by the 
force oi the mynde, counſail, & direct order, giuen by 
the Generall, than by any force of body by hum to be 
{hewed. Vato which atftaires, though the Generall be 
ablent,yet by his prudenrorders eſtabliſhed, he may be 
preſentamong his ſoldiours. For the decay of the Ge- 
neral (Which if he come to handitrokes may ealcly hap- - 


pen theruin of rhercſt wherof he hadcharge,may like- 


wile enſuc: as we daylyſec,whan the lyfe 1s gone, the 
body is dead.Other again zffirmed thatthe princeYalet, 
was worthy of much commendacion, [udging that the * 
preſece of the Generalwas moſt neceſſary in perils, co- 
iidering that theSoule cannot rightly gouerne &direct 


the bodie,cxcept itbe preſent, yea, in the body:For in

Thepreſence of the Maiſter oft times cauſeth his at- 
fayres,with dilligence and greater facility to hauefortu- 
nate proceedings, Nor truely the prudent Poet (dilcri- 


| ving the wars beetwixt the LZatizs and the Rutelr, ) was 
of other minde, fayeng Y7eet Preſentia Turni, the pre- 


ſence of Turn prouoked the courage of his (ouldi- 
ours,by which moſt cuident reaſons it was.1udged that 
Valet the prince of the order of the oannits ſhould haue 
done both manfully and moſt prudently according to 
his funCtionyf according to his determination hee had 
ben preſentar the defence of the breach among his ſol- 
diours.if the T rks had affalted the ſame. The ſame time 
the king of Arzire with ſeauen gallyes & ten other ſhips, 
in which were two thouſand and two hundred ſouldi- 
ours,came to the aide of the Turks army in Malta. Who. 
{ceming to be very ſory,that he was not there at the be- 
ginning of the warres, required of Muſ/apha, to have ſo. 
much honour ſhewed him,that both for the declaration: 
of his good will, forthe exployt of ſome netable ſeruice 
& to proue whar courage reſted in his owne ſouldiours 
he might hauc the formoſt place with-his ſouldiours to. 
aſſalr rhe fortres of Saint Michael, which not onely was. 
graunted.to him,butalſo-2z/?aphacauicd twothouſand 
chofenoldiors ofthe army of tie Turk,to be 1oyned to 
him, which beingegranted to him,about go ſmall ſhips 
were commanded-+to be brought trom Porto Muſetto,vn- 
to the water of Marza,for that vpon thatiide the king of 
Areire purpoſed vpon the water to giuethe aſfault vnto 
the fortres. Which when the Prince Vale? id perceue,as 
alſo,taving had intelligence of this the Tzrks preparati- 
on & deuiſe,bya cextaine fugitine that came out of the 
campe 
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campe to him. Immediate'y he called before him two of 
thc beſt practiſed &taitnju!] PR that were 11 Borges, oe 
oithem demanded by what meanes the Turks might be 
enbarred from che :pproching ro the toote Ot the wall 
oftheiortreiſe. The pilors an{wered that their Opinions 
were,!f of maſts of hips, and other timber toyned ro- 
ge: hers at the ends with ringesoft Iron,and thercof as 
1 were along chaine to be made, and the oneend ther 
of to be allnedfrom the corner of rhe caſtle of Saint 
Anebly 'vnto the other fide, where the enimie with their 
boatts were determined to enter, the enimies deuiſes 
ſhou!d bce vtterly ſtopped in that behal:e.This pollicie 
liked the great Maiſter in ſuch ſort, that in the night 
following, ahechaine was ended.,and placed according- 
ly. ſhe Tarkes fn the dawning of the morning, ſeeing 
ris chaine placed to enbarre their pretences,were ſto- 
niſhed, not knowing how to land the fouldiours : but 
wit! lerhe king of Ar cireand his company were in this 
mate.a fugitite a Chriſtian, a man of mernailons hardi-

5 chaynewith 
bis axe. VV hich when the Chriſtians in Bar oo, didper- 
ceiue about fine or fre of them with their fwoids draw- 
E7did: on their part by and by {wimme likewiſe to the 
efcucke the chayne,where, after killing two of that

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After that, none was ſo bold to put in proofe the like 


againe: Neuertheleſſe, the king of 4r7gire,dyd not leaue 


| hispurpoſe,tor the xv day of ily, at the breake of day, 


he procedcd to the aſlalt, both by land and vvater. 
The Chriftians perceuing the pretence of the Arg 

aus, had preparcd the molt part of their Artillerie to be 
laied towards that place yvhere the Argirians came to 
giuethe aſlalr.So as,vpon the repaire of the T»rks, the 
Artiflerie of the Chritransyvere vabended with ſuch vi- 
olence by the ſpace of three houres,during the time of 
the aſſalr, that with the bullets of the Canon & other 
Artilleric,about two thouſand T#rks were torne in pe- 
ces & drowned, with twelue of their ſhips. Howbeit 
the moſt part of their thips approching to the Chaine, 
8& perceauing the ſame to enbarre them to land where 
they purpoſed, they turned rhe ſhipps vpon an other 
part towards the Fortres of Saint Michael, but docing 
nothing, they likewiſe vvere enforced to retourne. 

Vpon the land,likewile, it vvas meruailoyfly fought, 
ſo as many Turks vvere flaine, and two hundred of 
our Chriſtzans vvanting, among vvhome Frederic,the 
ſonne of Dom GarzaYiceroy of Sicell,yyas torne in pee- 
ces vvith an Iron Bullet, alſo one Gordio a French- 
man: Francs Sencohera, vvith his Neuew lohn, Hiſpa- 


panizrds borne, and knights of the Joannits, Mearma, 


there, likewiſe was vvounded to death, vvho after= 

ward dycd of the ſame, - 
But the Prince Yalct, perceauing in what perills the 
ſtate of vvhole Xalta ſhould ſtand in, if many ſuch 
battailes vvcre often fought,vvhan as, thoſe that were 
vycaric, both day and night ſhould continually haue 
to 
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to doe with the freſh and new Soldiours of the Turks, 


and to haue no maner of ſupply of ſoldiours, ſent to 


fuccour them . Fherefore the ſeuententh of 7#ly, he 

{ent a meſſenger into Sia, who by ſwimming paſ-_ 
fed from the Caſtle at the vrter bay : leading ro the 
water of Mirza, and from thence eſcaped vnknowen 
through rhe middeft of the enemies, vnto the Cittie 
of Malta, and ſo from 341ta taking thipping,came with 


diligence to Mefſana. To this meflenger, Yalet, gaue 


letters, by the which herequired thar he might hauec - 
thoſe two Gallies of his owne, there remaining, and 
the ſame to be ſurniſhed and ſent with thoſe number 
of knights of the 1oznnits.,as were remaining at Meſ/- 
#a, and with ſo many other foldiours as might fill 
and repleniſh thoſe Gallies. And that,vpon their com- 
ming nigh 'to Malta, they ſhould abide a loote before 
the Port, vnto ſuch time they had a conuenient ſigne 
made vnto-chem whethcr they might ſa.cly enter the 
Port yca or no. 

At whichrtime that the mefſenger of 3/1/tz, came to 
Meſſ.,na, there came thether a fleet of 1h:ps out of Spar 
chat brought in the ſame ſundry knights of rhe order 


of Þannits, of divers nacions. Whan as thre Yiceroy 
purpoſed to-fend away ro Xzaltz,therwo gallics written 


tor,be firft thought meet to write to the great Ma ſter 


ceitaine [erters Ciphered by wwo ſeuerall little ſhipps,. 


wherby he ſignifted ro the great Maſter,that with thoſe 
he ſent the two Gallies for y which he wiorte: howbeit 


he required that the Gzallies might have aſfored figne 


made vnto rthem,whan they came in {ght of the land, 


whether they might enter without euident peri] orno.,

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Thele two litle (ups, thus RR from Meſſana to» 
wards Malta, (whercot the one was turnithed with fun: 
dry {fimples and medicaments pertaining to Philick & 
Surgerie, dyd notborh. keepe one courte of Sayling: 
Whercby the bote that-had the Medicaments tor: Phi- 
iick and Surgery, came into the. hands of the Twrks,as 
atterward vvas learncd,the other arrived, ſafe in Malta, 
Neuerthelefſe becaule,a tew daics bctore,all the waies 
betycne Sat Xchaels and the Citie of Malta vere Vt» 
ecrly enbarred by the Tarks, and that three Chriſtians 
vvhich vvere vicd to goe and come betwixt thale pla- 
ces,in their paſſing vvere ſurpriled & taken by the Turks, 


and moſt cruelly put to death. And belids, the entrics 


of the Ports vvere vigilantly garded, that none vvirh- 
out the. knowledge ot the T; urks could vvell enter. 
Whercby the knights of the order, reſting at Meſſana, 
could not tell how to ſend ſately the two Gallics a- 
way to Malta. Notwithſtanding confi idering that the 
great Maiſter ſo carneſtly vvrote to hauethem, & thax 
they thought, Pb rerum agitur ſumma,vnins par els pe- 
riculum nin c W/ metuendum.W herethe vvhole affaires 
reſt in daunger, theperill and lofle but of a part & par- 
ticle thereot ſor the conſeruacion of thereſt ought the 
Icfle to be regarded and feared. they determined vyith 
themlelues to commit the two Gallies to the guiding 
of Fortune; alwaies aforcſecing, tharall thoſe knights 
of the order, ſhould not paſſe in that hazard, but onely 
forticof them ioyned vvirh a good number of ſoldi- 
ours, that furniſhcd vp the rwo Gallies, With thcſe 
aſled Captain Silazar,an Fiſpaniard, in a botc towed 
by TN Gallies,into the Nand of Gozo; vvhoatter from

But our Chriſtians on their patt with no leſſe valy- 
ant courage reſiſted them; 8: with very torce, what by 
Gunthot,arrowes,wildefire & handitrokes,at laft they - 
compelled the Turks to retirefrom the aflalr,with incre- 
dible lofle. With this viftory,the harts of the defenders 
in ſuch manner cncreaſcd that they cared nothing for 
the malice ofthe enemie. And becauſe there was'not ſo 
often {kirmiſhing on our ſfide,as was wont,andthat the 
artillery of the Chri/tiar{ide,beganto ſtay trom ſhoting, 
the Turks ſuppoſed,that there was few fouldiours lett 
on live in the fortres, & that their turnitureof pouder, 
thot,and other things, were ſpent. Which ſtay from \kir- 
miſhing & ſhooting,was rather done of purpoſe by the 
counſaile and deyile of the Prance Yaler, then for any 
want of thofe matters inthefortres,& tor a good caule, 
conſidcring that he heard of no maner of certaine atde, 
at that time,& thar every day more.& more the enemies 
tory & malice did grow the greater, hee thought it not 
r<quilit,zo conſume his garrifons & other {urnitures 1- 
dely & ty no purpo:c.Burthe Turks perceyuing,that by 
thele often affalts of theirs, theyrprerences toke litle cf- 
tect,they determined with themſclues to prooue what 
they could by myning,andone mine they hadinmaner 
brougbtto paſſe, beetoreour Chriftiazs Eid percejue the 
fame.& tothe endthey might blindetheeyes of the de» 
fend*rs,they cauſed two gatlyes towards the water, to 
aproch the wals of the teavneot S:zzt AMicharr,&to beate 
at the ame with.theyr artillery, {ſuppoſing by the ſame 


that the earrifon tohauc forſaxcntheircharge;&to haue 
aidcd the reſt, would hauc neglected the cuſtody of the 
_ wals of whe call! ,& jo by this mine,to haucentreqwto. 
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the fortres,Butthe defenders,vnderſtanding the ſubtile 
pollicies of the Twrks,by the meancs & prudence aſwell 
of ccrtaine of the gatrrifon,as chictely of one of the en- 
ſigncbearers ther brought viterly tonaughtthe mine of 
rhe cnimy,by a contermine. For the enſigne bearcr hiſt 
entring the mine of the enemy,with a lanterne in hand, 
8 caſting certain artehcialfire among the enemies in the 
mine,that whether the enemy would orno, hee drauc 
them out of themine.For which 200d ſeruice done,the 
great maſter rewarded this worthy enſigne dcarer with 
the gift ofachaine of gold wayeng hue pounds, & be- 
caule thatVirtus virtutem parit, eaqz in ardao ſutacſt, one 
vertuousaGQallureth anotherto do the like, though the 
ſame bevery difbcult tpattaine vnto. The next day after 
which wasthe firſt of A#uguſt,ccrtaine of the garriſon of 
the fortres iſſued forth, & with pouder burnt to peeces 
the bridge which the Turks before had deuiled & layed 
ouer the dike, which worthy deed ſo done,turned tothe 
whole fortres a wonderfull commodi tY. For the next 
day aftcr,atthe Sun ſetting the Turks aſlalted agayne the 
fortreſſc, vpon that part which was garded by Caro- 
lo Roffo, where by the ſpace of three houres, it was 
valiauntly foughten on each ſice,bur in the endethe 
Chriſtians repulſed the Turkes, leauiug bechinde them 
three hundred flaine, Andon the Chriſtian part remay- 
ned dead, Roffo himſelfe with one Bareſo, and certaine 
other ſou!diours . 

This while during the afſale the Turks in ſuch ſortex- 
erciſed their great artillery with continuall ſhot, that 
none of the defenders durit ſcarce ſhew his head to 
looke into thedike, but immediatly he was IS, 

ut 
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bue for:all that; where 6ccaſienof any worthy ſeruice 
wasat that inſtant tobe thewcd;the fouldiours of the 
tortreſſe would not ſpare his life, tocxecute the ſame. 

As well appeared in Cal#eron/othe Hiſpartiard: who when 
hee duubredthat the enimy was breaking rtharpart of 
the wall of butwarke,called the bulwarke of Caſtile, hee 
iſſued immediatly#0 elpy and know thefame,bur in a 
moment hee was flaine with the bullet of an arguebuſe. 
Whoſe infortunity as to ſome 1t would haue beene a 
terrour and teare, {0 was'the ſamenot the leſſe an en+ 
couragement of the reſt;'to endeauour' to doe the like 


efuice. For when-they perceived that the enemy did 


what they could tofill vp rhe dike 6f the fortrefſe, they 
of the garriſon determined rather to ende-their lives 
with honovt;then t6 comeinto the Handes'ofa moſt 
cruel! enemy.andtherfire concluded togethers toifſuc 
forth that night vpon the eneny,and to enhar them of 
their purpoſe. TED 
Whetevponia hundred of the garrifc on iſſued forth; 
part-whittcof were Joanmts' and part! louldieurs tit 
rooke wages, #nd fo worthely'gaue chdtgevpon the'e- 
ncmy,that they eniorced them to forſake the.dikes and 
to flic away a pace, leauing behinde them flaine fovre- 
ſcore Twrks,and ten killed of our fide;ationg whom of | 
the Chriſtian part remayned” dead two knights ofthe 


order Giovanni Cantabro, and one” Maeino, whofe heads 


the cruell7azks had cut from their bodies; .andplahting 
them vpon' ſpeares, did fer them: in the valie of Saint 
Sno; 9 fo be viewed of the fortreſſe Fat dip arnighr, 
thoſe th; 1t were in thecitic of Milti.madetmany bone 


fires "and therewith ſhot of 'th ir arguebuſts) frewing 
there- 
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thereby a great token of reioyce : Which both thoſe 
that were beleged, and the Tzrks alſo hard very well, 
whereby the Twrks ſuppoſed, that eitherthe Nauie of 
the Chriſtians began to approch the Iland of AMalta,or 
elſe ſuch ſupply of Chriſtians were landed,that was ha- 
ble to encounter with the Turks Armie there, But 
it was none of thoſe two martters, and onely of pur- 
ole done, alwell to ſhew their owne courages, as to 
make the 7»rkes eſtoniſhed vvith the newveſle of the 
marter. | 
The Twrks the meanetime filled the dike of the Bul- 
warke of Caſtile, which thing cauſed that neither the 
Turkes could be endamaged by the Caſemadcts of the 
dyxe being cloyed vp;or yet by the Flankers from 
the Bulwarke of MAvkerety the Turks withour 
any maner of impediment, might caſelier enough al 
falt the breach which rhey with their Artillerie,before, 
had made. Alſo from their Mount placed vpon the 
right hand of Saint Suors, they began to beate vche- 
mently, with two braſen peeces there planted, fo as, 
that at the firſt ſtroke,they beat in at a window made 
for the ſhooting out of Artillerie, vvherwith the enc- 
mie vvas vyont to be encombered,of the vvhich place 
one Francs Cafitliahad the charge: ſo expert vvere the 
Canoners of the Turkes part. 
Alſo one Growenni Barnardo Godineto a Spaniard, and 
knight of the Order, vvith the ſtroke of an Arquebuze 
ended his lyfe . That day Francis Aquilates, a Spaniard, 
one'of-the Garriſon of Saw? Achaell, hauing vvife and 
children in the Iſle of Gozo, allured by two vvicked 
counſzllours, that is to ſay, Feare and Hope, ſhame- 
Aa.j..  tully 
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wrt fully fledde out of the Towne of S$4ins Michaels, vnto 

Fe the Encmic, counſlailing the Enemie to Allault the 

Towne againe, laying, that vvithout all doubr, they 

ſhould vvinnethe Towne, if they vvould attempr the 

ſame againe, becaule there vvere icarce toure hun- 

dred Soldiours left, and yer vvhart with extreme lae 

bors that they had ſuffered during the feege,and vvhat 

_ by their hurtes and vyounds, they vvere not able t9 

endure longer, as for the reſt of the Soldiours that 

vvere ther,they vver vtterly conſumed & dead. Where- 

tore the Twrks perceuing,that ſuch breaches alredy wer 

made,by their Artillery,in the townes of Borgo Ge Saint 

Aichael, that Carts vvere able to paſſe thorough them, 

oY! they purpoſcd to aſlalt both thole townes at once, and 

þ to proue vvhether there reſic fe garriſons of thoſe 

ewo townes ſuch courage and force, as vvere able to 

= them ſuch repulſe againe, as before ſo often they 
ad reccaued, : 

| _ Therefore vpon the ſeauenth of Augrff, at one 

inſtant houre, the Twrks aſlalted Borgo at the Bulwark 

of Caſtileand the Fortres of Sint Michael, vvith ſuch a 

fury and multitude, that the vvhole carth thereabouts 

WH. yvas couered vvith the encmie, And ſuch vvas the 

thunder of the great Artillerie, the haile of the Har- 

quebuze ſhot,the noiſe of Armour,the fautare of Trit- 

pets, the ſound of Drummes,and cries of men of each 

{ide, that Heauen & Earth ſcemed to beate togethers. 

Which vvhan the bands of Horſemen that vvere in 

the citie of Mz/ta heard by the thundering of the great 

Artillerie, and ſaw the Skics obſcured vvith the ſmuke 

of the ſame, and doubting that the Turks oy not 

by cave 


leaue the affalts, vato ſuch ryme they had vvonnethe 
Townes, as they dyd, before Sainct Hermes : Imme- 
diately all the Horiemen moſt valiantly iſſued out of 
the Citie of 24a/ta, and to the ende to turne the enc= 


mie from the Aſſault, they gaue charge vpon thoſe 


bands of Twrkes that garded the fick and vvounded 
perſons reſting at the vvater of Marza, Who thus 
being aſſailed vpon the fodaine, fled, and our Horſc- 
| men chaſing them in killing and oucrthrowing them 
meruailouſly. 

The noiſe, and cryes of {uch as fled, being perce- 
_ued by thoſe Turks (vvho all this vvhile vvere occu- 
pyed in the afſalt of Saizc# Michael) they were enfor- 
ccd at that tyme to legye the fight, and to come to 
fuccour the. reſt . Thus vvere the Turks re- 
pulfed from both the Townes, leauing behinde them 
ſlayne, aboue 1500 Turkes beelides thole that were 


flaine by the Horſemen of the Citie of Malta, before 


they had ſuccours from the Campe, Of the Chriſtian 
part o: both the Townes vvere flaine more than an 
hundred, and as many. wounded : bath the aſſaults 
continued more than five houres. 

Heere Mounſier Valet , beeing thus delivered that 
day, and many other, from ſuch cuident perills, eau- 
fed generall Prayer to bee made to Almightie GOD, 
and hee him ſelfe vvith- the vvhole Townes men, rc- 
paired to the Church about the fame. 


While thefe things, vvere thus. in. dacing, Dom Gar. | 


za the Vice Roy of Szcel,had ſecret mtelligence ont of 
Calabria,that Solimanthe Emperor of the Turks had cau- 


ted cenaine ſhips to be (ct in a redines at Conflantinople 
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waich were furniſhed vvirh ſoldiours,viQuail,& other 
neceſſaries appertaining to the yvarres, to be lent to 
Malta, Wheretore to meet with them, the Yicerey {ent 
the Lords Altamira and Gildandradu,accompanied with 
fiue Galleaceis: vvho departing to the Seas,and failin 
yntill they came vvithin xxx. miles of Malta,they could 
not ſee norheare of the ſhips that they ſought for;bur 
onely of a Gallic and a linleBarque of the Twrks, I he 
Gallic vvas taken. and the Barque eſcaped away to the 
Tarkes, . : 

This vvhile , Muftaphs thinkeing there vvas none 
fo ſtrong, but that continual! labour and vvatching 
yvould in the ende breake and vveaken bim vrterly, 
he thought conuenient, to e defendours oc- 
cupycd vvithourgiueing themBany WManer of reſ},inall 
that he could: thertore he commaunded that the For- 
tres of Sent Michaell, ſhould be affalted againe at the

Theſe often aſlalts, this: Baſs dyd not make,in that 
he had any great hope to vvinne theſe Places, but ra- 
ther to ſhew kim ſelie toexccute the funion and of- 
fice of an expert Generall, and to ſatisfie the minde of

But alſo the Beſſa:had diſpatched and ſent a litle Bar-

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what ſmail hope he had to win the places of the Chrr-

The meane time the two gallies of Mz/7:,departcd trom 
M:fſzna,and came to Swrrazoza,vhere they tarryed one

lians were taken,and his companion ſlaine,and he him- 
ſelfe hurt, as they did ſee, which two Siclians that were = 
taken alſo told thoſe Twrks,that in the port were riding © 
two gallyes,haning in the fame ſundry knights of the 
order, with other ſouldiours,to paſſe in Malta,bvy whole 
words the knights of the order, inthoſe two gallyes 
well percciued, that theyr going inro Mz/tzwas diſco- 
uered to the encmy,whereby they knew it was either 
moſt dangerous for theingto enter the port of Borgoin 
Malta, or elle viterly impoſhble. Neucrthelefſe they 
dread not to keepe on their courſe towards Malza,tow- 
eng at their ſternes the boate of Salzz4r, 
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While theſe two galleyes thus ſayled they per- 


cctucd not farre beetore them two other Gallyes, and 
2 little Barque, who elpying the two Gallyes of the 
Chriſtzans to follow them, madeall the haſt they could 
towardes Malta from thein, whereby the Chriſtians 
thought, that without doubtgthey were the Gallyes 
that had (ent the fiue 7»7rkes on land, who had done 
thoſe hurts, which hee of 341ta,bectore recounted to 
them, | 

Howbeeit the two Chriſ/ian Gallyes continued 
theyr courſe vnto Pozato, from whence by theyr let- 
rers they gaue intelligence to the Yicerop,of occurrants. 
to them happencs in theyr voyage. And forſomuch 
as they could not proceede an theircourle,in that the 
South and Southweſt windes, were ſo much contra- 
rious to them, they retyred with their Gallyes to Sar- 
rag0za apayne,andio to proceede as the Y7ceroy thould 
further aduiſe them, About the which, ummediatly a 
knight of the order, was fent from thence to. Meſſana, 
to the Yiceroy, whole countelt was, that the two gal- 
lyes ſhould ſtay at Sarrazoza, for the reſt of the whole 
Nayy, that right ſhortly would come and accompany 
them. into Malta. 

But Salazar being brought to Pozalo,determined in 
his. boate to.continue forward his cous(e.,and albeit at 
the time,that hee departed from Pozalo, the ſeas were

amounted ſcarce to fouretgene thouſand men,wher- 


_ of many of them were Hurt, and very ſicke, the reſi- 


due, were but an vnmeete and vnwarlike company, 


conſidering that their former fights and aſſaults had 


conſumed thcir beſt ſouldiours, and after having ſc- 
cretly viewed the manner and forme of theyr encam- 
ping, Salzzar vvith his companion retourned backe 
to the citic of Malta againe, 


The next night atter, Salazar vvith one Pietro Pa- 


ccio a Spaniard a gentleman of meruaylous hardineſſe 
andcourage, repayred to a place nigh vnto the beacon 
or vvatch place called Maleca, vuhich place when hee 


had rhoroughly conſidered, hee left Petro there,and 


keeping in memory the {ignes and tokens of the ci- 
ties of Gozo and Malta, as Pretro (hewed him, to the 
ende to declare theſame to the Yiceroy. | 
Salazar taking paſſage in his owne boare againe, 
found fortune ſo much to bee his friend, that ſhort- 
ly after hce ariued at Meſſans, vvhere hee diſcoucred 


10 the Viceroy, vvhat hee had ſeene, amongeſt many 


talkes, hee ſhewed how vveake the Turkiſh Nauy re- 
mayned, how ſlender theyr Armie on land was, 
voyde of good {ouldiours, and weapon, that theyr 
whole number of Twrkes were notable to encounter, 
with tenne thouſand Chri/tiays, 


To 
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To aftirme the wordes of Salazar to. bee true, at 
that time returned one of the two little ſhippes, wher- 
of I told you beefore, that were ſentto beecſpialls in 
Malta, bringing with him a Spanzrd,and a fugitiue out 
of the Turks campe,bceſides, allo retourned foure gal- 
lyes that before were ſent, ftrom Mefſana,who brought 
with them foureteene TuM*%yhom they had taken a- 
bour A/z/rs,who all approued the words of Salazar to 
be rrue, that is to ſay,that the Turks army was meruai- 
louſly diminiſhed, and that with beatings,they could 
not be compelled ſcarcely to aproach to the walls,for 
which cauſe the B://a,had flaine ſundry of them. And 
the thing that made the Turks ſoaffraied,was that they 
ſaw neuer any of them whom the Chriſtians wounded, 
but hee loſt his life. 

Beſides that, they laid, they did {ce the Chriftzans, 
with incredible hardincſle defend theirplaces, & that 
nopcece of artillery of the Chriſtians fide, was at any 
time vaine'y blowen of, whereſore the T»rks affirmed, 
they had right good cauſe,to bee weary and repent & 
to deteſt ſuch wars.which made them to eſchew vtter- 


1y to fight, and vrecrly to flie away, and chiefely ſuch 


as were Rexerants, that had forſaken the Chriſtzan faith 
and become Turks. For which caule there was right 
ſtrait watch ſer by the Baſ/a,and commandement giuen 
by hlm,that cither they ſhould winne thetowne, or 
el{c tolooſe therrliues all. for fo had So/zmanthcir prince 


 commaunded. Theſe words and ſuch like ( which the 


Txrks that were taken did tell to the7Yceroy, ) made the 
Viceroy to (ct forth his nauie in a readineſſe more foone 


then otherwiſe peraduenture he would, In the Fonres 
of 
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of Boreo,this vvhiie,vvas one Frances Giuara,a Captain, 
a very hardy gentleman and vvonderfull Ingenious,he 
2 litle from that place vvhere the encmie vvith Arrille- 
ric had beaten downe a pait of the vvall of the towne, 
builded a pecce of Fortificacion, contayning in length 
fittic paces, & 1n pms, paces, vvith two flanking 
Cotncrs : vvhich being finiſhed vvithin two nights, 
turned afterward to a meruailous help and ayde ot the 
detendours of that Towne. 

The cnemics,the meane tyme, vnder the corner of 
the Dike vvhere Boninſeona the Spaniard, a vvorthie 
Knight of the Joanzits had his charge, began to myne, 
vvhich vvhan the defenders perceued, they encoun- 
tred the ſame vvith an other myne,& thereby brought 
the myne of the enemie to none cect. 

During this tyme, vvhile a Fugitive vvas comming 
from the enemie towards Borgo & {wimming the vva- 
ter,the T#rks tooke him,vyhich vvas a meruailous hin= 
derance to the Chriſtians that vvere vvondertully deſt- 
rous to xnow of the eſtate of the Turks Armie, and 
of their Counſaills. But the enemies ſecing the ſmall 
ſucceſle of their purpoſes , vvould yet prove further 
deuiles, and therefore cauſed two mynes to be made, 
one towards a Bulwark of Sam? 2Mchaet,and the other 
to: the Bulwark of Caſtile, into the vvhich Mynes for 
docing of the feate, vvere,certaine Barrells of Pow- 
der beſtowed. | 

Howbcit the pretences of the Turkes could not fo 
prudently be yvrought, but through the vigilances of 
the detendours, the ſame vvas eſpyed, and ſo came to 


paſle, that theyr Mynes came to none cffet, and 
Bb, the 
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the 71rks flaine in their owne Mynes,vvith loſle alſo of 
{uch barrells of Pouder,as they had layed there,vvhich 
the Chriſtians recouered trom them, 
With theſe offences and difficuities, the hopes of 
Muſtapha and Pal, the Baſſas of the Turks, being vtter- 
ly oucrthrowen , they rn relidue of the Cap. 
taines entred in Counſaill to know vviether it vvere 
expedient to tatrrie any longer, or elſe ro retourne 
home : Whereof the moſt part, vvere of aduile, that 
they ſhould depart . But 2#/fapha vvas of an other 
opinion, ſaying, that hee thought conuenient they 
ſhould tarry vntill the Gallie vvhich he ſent to Con- 


ftantinople to Solimane their prince, vvith letters, re- 


tourned againe, Whereby they might vnderſtand 
yyhat the pleaſure of the Prince vvere torthem to doe 
in ſuch behalfe : and in the meane tyme,by force or 
guile, to ſecke ſome good Fortune of victorie, Which 


in deede the Enemies proouecd and attempted more 
. often, than that they gained thereby. : 


For as they themſelues vyere vnquieted, ſo. they 
purpoſed not to lett bee in reſt the poore Chriſtzons, 


tometime in exerciſing their viuall fury vvith Artille- 


rie, ſometyme either myning, or entrenching, or fil. 
ling the dikes, or elſe affalring ſome breach to theyr 
owne loſſe: howbeit, all vvhich that they dyd, they 
exccuted the ſame vvith meruailous diligence and in 
mall time, Therefore vvhan as,R-bles Maiſter of the 
Tents, in the night came to view the ruine and ouers 
throw of a part of the vvaill,he vvas ſuddenly ſmitten 
ig the head vvith a bullet of an Harquebuze,and ime 
mediately dyed, to the great lamentacian of all fuch 

| as 
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as had knowne him. For in him vverc refident ſun- 
drie good artes ; vvith vvhich he profired much thoſe 


that vvere beſeeged , Wherefore the Great Maiſtcr 


ſent a notable gentleman 11ghr cxpert in the vvarres, 
that vyas Coronell of the Fautery (vvhome vato that 
time he kept about him ſelfe;) to be generall of the 
Fortres of Saint Michaels, voho vvith ſuch finguler 
prudence guided his charge, vvith vvatching, coun- 
{ailling, and prouidence, that ſo often as the Enemies 
ove attempt to tat peece,they vver alwaics repulted, 
vvith nolitle detriment & lofle,The meane time thoſe 
two gallies vvith thother ſhips of theTarks (vvhich (as 
be:orcI did tell you) vvere eſpied by the two Chriſtian 
oallics of Malra,) arriuing among the Turks Nauie,ſhew 
ed vnto Pal Baſ/a,the Admirall,that the Chriſtian Nauy 
vvas in redineſſe to come to Malta, vvho dreading the 
ſodaine comming of that Nauie,commaunded 70. of 
his longſhips to be put in a redineſſe, leauing 40.1thips 
in the Port of Metro, being the reſidue of his Nauic, 
which vver vtterly out of furniture,& vnarmed both of 
men & tackle:the maſts of which 40. ſhips,wer columed 
about making of bridges,& other neceſſaries,for the at- 
falting of the places in 2alta,& the men therot likewiſe 
wer ſpent with ſidry diſeafes,& fights wherin they ſer- 
ved: Therfore Pal, for certaine daies,abode all the da 

time nigh the ſhore of 22/74, abour a place ther called 


Aaiaro,& iny time he ſtaied abrode vpon the high Sea, 


abiding the comming of the Chriſtian nauie. But he per- 
ccuing none tocome,he landed his company again : & 
forſomuch as that the furniture of powder began to 
decaie in the T#rkes Campe, therfore vvas giuerr that 
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of cuery thirty barrels of Pouder, in euery ſhip twen- 
tie or five & twenty barreils according to the appoin- 


ted porcion ſhould be raken, Whereby the Turks,vvith 


greater fury than euer they did betore, battered the 
vvalles of both the Townes, vvith ſuch'great peeces of - 
Artillery as arc called Bafi/zſcors : yvhercot cuery bullet 
ſhot out of the ſame waiteth two hundreth pound,and 
in compaſle {cauen {pannes. With theſe peeces of Ar- 
tillerie the vvalls of the Fortres of Saint Michael, vyere 
throwen downe and made flat. Likewiſe at that time, 
Muſtapha Baſſa, in ſuch ſort at Borgo beat the Bulwark 


of Caſtile vvith Artillery, that in maner the ſame vvas 


ouerthrowen . Whan as the enemies perccaued that 
both the townes vvas vtterly made voide,both of thcir 
vvalls and other peeces of Fortificacion,lo as the Turks 
might looke vpon the Chri/tzans.and the Chriſtians on 
them : vvithout further tarrieng : the T#rks vpon the 
cightenth of A«g#ft, at noone ryme of the day,vvith 
their vniuerſal armie gaue charge vpon both the towns, 
at the vvhich the Enemies,vvere three times put back, 
and thriſe returned, and in the end the Turks were vt- 
terly repulſed, after five houres fight. 

In this moſt dreadtullaſlalt, the inuincible courage 
of the Prince Yalet,was apparant to each one, who ar- 
m<zd with his Cnrace, and formidable with his Picke 
in hand, was fſeene beetore the reſt of the Chriſtians 
molt valyantly fighting. Whoſe manfull preſence,not 
onely gaue courage to his foldiors ther,but alſo mayed 
vp the harts of the boics & women in ſuch extremity 
ro doe notable feruice, For ſo it cormeth to paſle oft- 
times , Mtgrs homines mouentur exemplis quam verb. 
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That men arc more ſtirred forwards with examples of 
well doeing,then by onely doeirgs.Ot this great nume 
ber of the'% Parks, a partof them had gotten downeinto 
the dikes of Bo; .vo,and there tarricd,and tothe end they 
ſhould nor bee damaged with the flankers of the bul- 
warke of Caj/zle,they tortehied themſclues on the flanke 
with earth and fagot, which they accompliſhed right 
quickly, And tor This purpole they did the ſame, that 
they might vaderminde and ſape the walls, about the 
which they had occupied the ſpace of filtie: yards, 
When the garriſon of Borgo vnderſtoodethe polli- 
cy of the Turks, who thus had gotten into the dike,they 
' immediatlie cauſed certaine of the oreatartillery to be 
ſhot off,alongſt that part of the dike, wherewith & with 
firealſo hurled into the dike, a great fort of the Twrkes 
with theyr fortyfication in the dyke,were deſtroyed. 


The next dey after the enemyes renewed at the ſame - 


places, their fights agayne, euer ſupplyeng the places 
of their wearied ſovldiours with treſh men. Burt fitſt of 
all, enſuing theyr viuall cuſtome ney beatar boththe 
townes with their artillery vntill night, then about mid- 
night,when the Moone thined vpon the carth,this fu- 
rious affalt with raging cruelty and force began which 
at the firſt made our Chriſtians ſomewhat. afraied, who 
hauing yet memory of their {ormer manboode, & yer- 
tne,ſo behaued chemſcines, with their wilde fire hor. Ge 
other weapons, that the enemyes were enforced tode- 
part right cuelly handled,into their cainve, atrer three 
houres fighting, | 

That day, another mine of the enemyes was found 


made towards the fortyfication of the bulwarke of Ca- 
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/Ule, in the which were perceyuctd to bce a hundred 


Tarks, wh.ovvercallflaync, and rhe mine broken. Nor 


tor ai! that,the day following the enemy was quiet, but 
ſeauentimes inuadceuthole places agayne, and lending 
freſh fouldiors, who not onely with yvcapon, but alto 
with bags of pouder and fre,continued their fight, At 
the which Boninſerps having his face burned Joſtan cye, 
Likewiic.at thatinſtant the enemy atlaired rhe fortres of 
Saint Michacd, at a place called Speroze, aflayeng at that 
part,to hauecntred the fort, yher Contio Aguitinouvith 
an inuincible courage,mounting on the ramper, vvith 
his P:c&e moſt mantully tought to the oucrthrow ofſuch 
of the encinyes,as enterprited to aicendthe ramper, & 
after killing one of the enemies, to the feare of the reſt, 
becing ſhut thorovgh one ot his armes vvith the ſtroke 
of an harquebuze, and retyring himſelfe, vntill hee 
had drefied his wound,mantully hee retourned againe 
eo his place, & from thence he departed notvntill ſuch 
timnc 25the enemy forlooke the aflalt.& hee remayned 
victorious, Thus the T#rks at both the places,with mere 
uailous loſle of their ſouldiours wererepulſed, Icauing 
the victory to the Chri/tzans, of which our Chriſlians 
weie then flaine.to the number of an hundred,wher- 
of the moſt part weretornein peeces,with the Turks 
artillery. Among whomat the ruine of the bulwarke of 
Caſtile,was Nlaine one Fr-g0,andat the fortres of Sant 
Mrchael, Scipio Prato,Gionanni Baptiſta Soderino, Pattlo Bo- 


niporto, Marino Fagtano, Riiffino, all knights of the order 


ofthe 7eanits, and ſundrie others, wortlie of longer 


life. The Turks againe wrought an other mine, atthe 
Sortres of Saint Afichael, hich when the defenders per- 
| ” ceiued 
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ceyued, they ſo prouided tor the ſame that the min 
rooke none effect, 

With | luch and many arrempts and fgiits,ccrtaine 
of the knights,& not of the lowclt fort of thets tearing 
that,wiich fo olten is alla! red,ar the laſt may be gOt- 

ren aid tothe great Maſter,thatthey thought g00d that 
allche bookes of govud learning and tables, "and reliques 

of Saints, and other matters of religion, were mect to 
bee had out of the towne into the Caſtle of Saint ns 
gelo as into the moſt {ure and faleſt place. The great ma- 
ſterchough hee knew right well, that all which they 
ſpake proceeded ofa right good zeale & minde,neucr- 
theleſle nothing moued therwith, he anſwered them in 
this ſort, that this their aduiſe,was none other thing thE 
an vtter diſcouragement of the minds of2l! the Chriſti- 
ans ther,who vnto that time had ſhewed them (o valiar, 
a preatdeale adoue any mans expetation,therefore he 


was fully purpoſed to faue a!l,orlooſeall : & tothe end. 


thatnoneſhould hauefurther confidence in the caſtle 
Amnzelo,he wastully determined to bringtorth the garri- 
ſon there,to ioynethem with thereſt tofighragainſtthe 
cnemy,& toleauein hecaſtle oncly g gunners tO bear at 
the enemy 2s neede ſhould require. An aunſwere right 
worthy giuen of {uch prince,& to bee commended to 
perpertuall memory of poſterity,for how thould the ſol- 
diours hope when heſecthhis general! in diſpaire,or to 
doe any hardie a& worthy of commendacion gWwher the 
generall is full of vaine tcare. While the great moſter, 


thus with thisa n{were,notonely mage them aſl amed 


chat gaue him this ſaid aduiſe, bur aiſo renewed the harts 
of ſome thar ſea red, with further cou rage, | 
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The Turkes determyning with themſelues that, that 
day ( noleſfle than the other three dayes were before ) 
ſhould not bee voyde of ſome fight, turioully affalted 
be-times in a morning,thoſe two townes,with greater 
force,then hce dyd betore,chictely at the ruines of Ca- 


ſtile, wber Sanromanits of Aruernia dgiending that quar« 


tcr, loſt this britle lyfe, gayning immortality for the 
lame. At Saimt Michaels, Adornio, a knight of the order, 
with one Fazzo, and ſundre others, were wounded, for 
the eneiny rarryed not longatthe aflault, but retyred. 
When as immediat]y the enemy began the viuall chun- 
dering of his artillery agayne,that therewith the whole 
Ifland ſeemed to tremble;8& the Skyes to beſet on fire. 
The meanctyme Yale? beeing weary with the morning 
fight, departed for the time,to recreat himſelfe, when 
ſodayncly a Spaniſh Prieſt, with his hands holding vp 
ro heauen,ran, and met with the Prince Yalet,ſayeng 8& 
Cryeng out, alta alas is loſt,for three or foure enſignes 
of the enemyes.are /already entred the towne,inatthe 
ruynes of Caſtile, Which when the Prince Yalet heard, 
forthwith hee did put on his head his Burgaret,& with 
his Picke in his hand, came among his ſouldiours ſay- 
eng.Becholde moſt worthy companions the houre is 
now come, wherein you muſtſhew your {clues valyant 
defenders of the Chrijiizz religion,for if you ſtil have 
with youthar noble conrage,which you naue alwayes 
hetherto ſhewed in the former aflaults,there is no cauſe 
why you ſhould doubt in this extremity, for you ſee 
bur rhe ſa:ne enemy, and we haue ſtill our former God 
with ys, who as hetherto hee hath mercifully ſaued vs, 


{ſo he will now defend vs. Thercforemoſt worthy ſons 
all 
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all,come on with mee;& let vs couragioutly giue them 
the charge, With theſe words Yalet him ſelte gaue rhe 
onſct,tighting ſtoutly wherthe greatiſt perilremaincd, 
aiter hum, mantully tollowed his Soldiours, yea, the 
rownelmen,children,women & old men,right tearſely 
ſtriking at the T#rks that were entred, Where the fight 
on each {1de was cxceding cruel & perillous,lome {top- 
ped the enemies froin turther entring,ſome killed them 
cntring, ſome gane them the chaſe in wounding & dri- 
uing them forth againe.The Turks reliſted meruailouſ(- 
ly, and thus it was couragtouſly fought on each part : 
within and without the grounds was coucred with all 
forts of weapon, dead bodies,and blood. 

The Great Maiſter as cauſe ſerued,was alwaics pre- 
(ent, prouiding euery neceſlarie: ſome he praiſed,ſome 
he encouraged,ſome he moniſhed,& hehimſclte right 
lively tought.executing ſometime no leſle rhe at of a 
worthie Soldiour,than allo thetuntion of a moſt pru- 
dent General), Ar laſt, with the Sunne {er, this crucll 
conftict ended: and the Great Maiſter remained vic- 
rorious, but notvvithour lofle of two hundreth of his 
men. Where,of the enemies were ſlaine to the num- 
| berof two thouſand, beſids thoſe that entred,yvhereof 
none eſcaped. Thele vvere foure of the foreſt conflicts 
that the Chriſtians vvhich vvere beſecged, had vvith the 
Turks; During'this time, the Yiceroy of Sicel,ſor ſetting 

forward his Nauie into Malta, ſtated for none other 
« matter but onely for-the retourne of GiovanniCardono, 
 vvith his rwelne long thippes that before vvas gone 
to Pazhorm, to condudt and bring vvith him foure 
Shippes thcre vvith victuall, 
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But perceuing that he rarried tow long,nhe ſent a Poſt 
to him to byd him cowe away vvith all the ſpeede 
he could, and if he could not bring away thoſe ſhips 
vvith victuall by towing themyfor their better ſpcede, 
than to ſhippe theyr victualls in his owne thippes, 
and leaning the others behinde at Pawerme, to make 
haſt away, his owne lelte. 

Theretore the Ficeroz vvith his Nauie of 72.Gallies 
the xx.of 4»24//,departed from Meſſana,and came to 


* Sarrqe0za, bringing vvith him in his Nauie ten thou- 


ſand choſen mcn, amang vvhom vvere 200, and moe, 
of the knights of the order of the Ja4rnits, and abour 
fortic knights of the new order of the Stephanits,which 
order of knighthood vvas lately founded by that moſt 
prudent Prince Coſmo Medices, Duke of Florence, in the 
ycere of our Lord 1561. In this they differ from the 
Toannits, vvhere the lanpits vveare the White Crofle, 
the Stephantts vveare a Redde Crolle, vvritten abour 
vvith Gold:againe the Stepharit,may be once married, 
yvhich cannot bepermitted to the Joarnit. 

The Iland named ua, anciently called Fmathia,ly- 
eng in the Sea called 7Ty/eum, is the place of their re- 
{dence. but vnto ſuch time as their new Citie called 
Coſmopolis, be finithed,being in building by the Duke 
of Florence, being likewiſe the Great Maiſter of the 
lame,as heeis the founder thereof, The knights af the. 
Stephanits, remaine at Piſz, a Citic in /taly, vnder the 
dominton of Florence. And in that they be called Ste 
phawits, it is not that they deduct or have their name 
of Saint Stephaz the Prothomartyr,but of ane Saint Ste- 
phan, ſometime Biſhop and Patron of Florence; _ 
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nized amoneht is n ber of Saints. Pefids the knights 
of thele two aforenamed orders,thcrc vverin the Chri- 

{ti-n Nauy lnndry Noble men, as Aſcanirs Cornia, the 
Mi UEs of '/caro,and his brother {xzibal Eflenfis, Her- 
CGHeS WELD, 1.06105 Pits, Capinns, Vircentiiss, of the Fa- 
nilic of the TV7:telli), a ind ſundry others of "Nobl lc pas 
reatage, and famous n tne VVatres. 

the Chrifliiz Navy teing thus arrined in the Pore 
Of Hare ico=4a,the Yicerey (ent immediately Dany: vvith 
a Gallic and a litle boate into Malta, to-the end he 
mould land {ome perſon, and to fpeake vvith Pietro 
Paccio vevho (as I thewed you before) vvas Ieoit ar the 
Watch place of 37://a in the land,and of him to learne 

vvlat he had ſpied,lithenee the departure of Salazar, 

From vvhome he vnderſtoode, that no ſhippe, that 
veay, vvas ſcene in the Scas, ithence Salezars depar- 
ture {auing a Foiſt vyhich the onc and twentith of .4u- 
ei? 1 in the morning made towards Go-o,and that, that 
day at night (as he receaued intelligence from the 
vvatch of "aalta,) fi ixteene Sales of Shippes came and 
rode at the redeſted of $a/7:45, but vvherher aiter they 
went,he could not thorow the darknes of the night ob 
ſcrue the ſame. Our Chriſitans (this vvhile, right vimly

places thereof couched their Artillery in ſuch fort,that 
both it was able to beat the enerme on the flank, & to 
 ſcoure alloalogft the rampers joining to the bulwark of 
Borinſeona. The Turks,meaning again, to afſalt both the 
rowns of Brgo & S, Michael they firſt deviſed as it wer a 
ſcaffold made of T imber& boards ableto hold 5 niiber 
of 20. ſoldiors,6e thele to beferart y breach of S. Michael} 
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thorough the Artillery that ſhould be ſhot from thar 
ſcaffold,none of the defenders ſhould be able to ſhew 
or mount vp his head to defend the place. Which our 
Chriſtians perceuing,they thought the ſame to be intol- 
Icreble, and immediately made ifſue forth,and putting 
to flight the Twrks that garded the jcattold,and ictting 
fire in the {caffold,did burne the ame. In like maner, 
vvere tne Tarkes reiected trom Boreo, that at the ruins 
of Caſtile, had prepared ſuch an other ſcaffold, vyhich 
likewiſe by the defenders there vvas burnt in peeces, 
The nextnight after,our Chri/tians that garded the ru- 
ins of Caftile, iflucd vpon the Turks and not onely de- 
ſtroyed the encmies Fortificacions towards that part, 
but alſo killed thole that had the keeping and cnſtodie 
of the ſame, and vvithout loſſe of any one of the Chr:- 
[ttzans,fately retourned into their charge againe. 

And albeit that daye and others atter, the enemie 
prooued both vvith theyr Scaffolds againe, and re- 
pairing their Fortificacions that yvere caſt downe,and 
other Ingins,to driue the defenders from the vvalls: 
yet all their pollicies and labours, through the vigi- 
lancies and vertues of the Defenders, came to nos 
thing. oy. 

The Chriſtians deuiſed a Myne vnder the Ruins of 
Caſtile; and in the ſame couched an eight barrells of 
Pouder,that if the enemies made attempt againe,that 
vvay, they vvould giue fire to the trane, and ſo blow 
them vp. And vvhile the Chriſtians vyere thus vvork- 
ing, tie Twrkes vas likewiſe myning towardes tbat 
part : But the Chriſtians perceauing the ſame, dyd 
get vnto the Tarkes Myne, and not onelye getting 
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from them certaine barrels of Pouder.and putting the 


enemyes to flight, but allo deſtioyed the Turks mine, 


performed their owne mine. In this manner things pal- 
ling on both ſtdes,27/t:ph the generall, being very fa- 
mous & right expert in theart 3/{;tarie,confidering that 
the moſt part of the ſommer was ſpent, and thatlonger 
| he could not well abide,and that ſtifly toſtand & con- 
tinue againſt an enemie,openeth oftentimes an aſſured 
way vnto victory, hee determined theretore with his 
whole power to aſſault agayne the Fortres,of Saizt 
Michaell, wheretoie he cauſed to bee brought forth the 


chiefe ſtanderd of Solyman his prince,vpon the top wher . 


of was a globeof fine gold,and commanded with the 
ſame, the ſouldiours to giue the aflalr, and with force 
to enter the towne, thorough the ruines there made. 
The ſouldiours of the T#z{s therwith gaue the charge, 
and the Chriſt;ans right couragiouſlic reliſted, a doubrt- 
full conflict was on bothſtdes, And when the Twrkes 
were twiſe repulſed, Myſtapha in perſon came vnto the 
trenches,with his ſouldiours,& perceiuing them to re- 
maine diſcouraged,he began to require & exhor#them 
not to faile him at thar extremity, tor that day ſhould 
performe their former trauailes and victories, and not 
to permit his enemies, in manner ouercome,to ſpoile 
themofthcirlong hoped victory,for the Chri/tzanshaue 
' nota peecce of fortyfication left to couer themlelues, 
all are caſt downe, and that neuer a good ſouldiour of 
them were then left on iiue,auing a few wearyed & 
maimed fort of them, that were not able to abide rhe 
ſharpe edges of their ſwords,with ſuch pertinacie and 
ſtifneſſe, they gat at laſt the caſtle of Saint Hermes. Then 
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according to the vocation of each ſouldiour, 3ujtiphs 
promiled CITLCT MONY OF NONOUTS,MUXING tcatnings 
toloine,te gemle woras of deltreyto others, Ihe Turks 
through Mijtaph.is pretence,wl \cther they were ſtirred 
vp vv ith his tayre prot nites, or enforced through his 
tircainings they ran freibly againe tothe afſalt, Where 
the conflict of each part was vvondertull fury ous, but 
inthe tnd the Tuzks vvere entorced to retire. For ours 
Chrije, 41s had made a dyke, and inthe fame had cou- 
ched wo held pocces, with vvhich they beate on the 
q NKC, a feaif, 248 coucred with ravv hydes againſt bur- 
ning, which the encn nycs had gottcn in there. And at 
the fiil Etroke, the (caftold was beaten in PEecces with 
the artillery, and forty Turks ynderthelcaffold vvere al- 
{0 rornc in peeces,with the bullets o:the ſame. And the 
ſame night thoſe Chriſliansthar garded in Boreo,the bul- 
wark-ot aL {, iflucd forth vpon the Turks, and brake 
downeallthe places of deiencc of the enemy,nighvnto 
the bulwark,& beſides wanne a ramper from the Turks, 
vyhich exceeded in height an, peece of forty fication 
that the C:ri//,ms had Tetr to detend themſclues, and 
from the ſame auerthrew tac Turks,and dyd putchem 
to fygint 
By this, the Chriſticns vnderſtoode right well, that 
the 7urks had no great will to figat, and that theyr 
courages deminithed, for at that ramper for the garde 
ofthe fame, werelefrin manner three hundied 7 urkes, 
ay our C»r:/7;ans that gaue the charge yverenot aboue 
wwenty five perſons, and yet tholethree hundred as it 
ſeem q durſt not abide our twenty ave. Again our Chri- * 
[acns had made amyne nyghvntothe ramper'of Caſtile, 
4: 
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and perceyying that a cerraine number of Tkrks vvere 
come to that place ro reedetie the places of ſtrength 


vehick the Chriſtzans did betore calt downethe Chriſt;- 


435 gaue fire to the place, vvherby tixty Turks ther being 
were blowen vp and flayne. Whyie thele things, thus 
vycrcin doing, Dam Garza the Viceroy of Sicel with his 
whole Nauy departed from S$arr:g9%4, and haning 
conuenyent windes,kept his courſe vato the promon- 
torie of Pachyno,whan a great ſhippe was eſpyed in the 
ſea,which by foule weather as afterward was learned ) 
was broyghttothar place. That ſhip came out of the I- 
land 4eninzes,and was fraighted with victuall,gunpou- 
der,and a great number ot ſhotto baue beene conuey- 
edto the Tzrkscampe in Malta.The great thip eſpyeng 
the Chriſtian fleet, yeelded hir ſelfe. Which the Yiceroy 


in changing hir marriners ſent backe to Sarr4goza,when 


he with thereſt of the fteetkeptforth his courſe towards 
Malta,but the winde changing vpon him, and blowing 
withſucha fury,he with the whole Nauy- was driven 
tothe [land a2«/a,being 220 miles towards the Weit 
from Malta. Now was the firſt of September come,when 
the letters of the Yiceroy came to the great Mayſters 
handes, by the. vvhich hee ſignified varo him that hee 
would ſhorely bee with him with his vvhole Nauy, 
that a Chriſtian, a priſoner, eſcaping out of the Turks 
ſhippes, gate in to the towne of Byygo, and told that 
very few Souldiours meete for any conflict was left 


. on liue in the Twrkes c2impe, and that the woſt part 


of that army, Icft on line, with wounds,famine,& lick- 
nefle was wonderfully weakened,& that daily innume- 
rable of them dyed,ſaying further that theTurkes were 

pur- 
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purpoſed to lay ftegeto the citie of Malta and had for 
: the lame put ina readinefle tive grearpeecestor the bat-_ 
tery,and for the drawing thereot thether,they had got- 
ten firſt twe!ue horles,and then foure, which fomeume 


pertayned to garriſon of the citie of alta. 


In the mcanc time the Viceroy with the Nauy of the 


Chrijtims, which by tempeſt was put vnto Aezuſa, ha- 


ving conucnient winde to retourne,came backe againe 
into $:c:/zato  Drepano, and from thence did ſet faile to- 
wards Gozo.in ſayling, the two gallyes of the Joannits 
clpying twofviſts of the Tris gaue charge vpon them, 
and tooke them,and fo the ith day of September came 
to Gozo. But the Yiceroy eſpying no lignes out of Malta, 
tor conuenient and ſaic landing there,returned to Po- 
=.lo in Siliaagaine, After Whom Auriatollowed, and 
ſhewed that he had ſeene moſt certaine {ignes, out of 
Hulta for lafe landing there,to whole vyords the7iceroy 
giving credir,came the day following in the morning 
beumes with his whole Nauy to Gozo. +. 

That day a fugitiue a Chri/tian, ſtale ont of the Turks 


campe, and came to PBoreo, ſayeng hee came of purpole 


to bring him glad ridings hat the Turks,the day ftollow-

ſhould haue the better courage to lerue,hce promited 
to him,that firſt worthely w ould { faſtcn his erfigne vp- 
ON thewalls.hejhoul d haue the reward oi five "Talenrs 


o: 201d, and to promotic him alſo tothe hivher roomes 


in ihe warres, 
The ercat Maſter thing (as aiwayes hce did ) 
ti22aT 
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'that almighty. God euer'prouided ſuch men to 'giuc 
him intell;gences,he gaue moſthumble 8 harty thanks 
to God, and then cauled euery thing to beeſet ina rea- 
dinefle, to overthcov the purpoſeot the cruell enemy, 
The Turks all that day, with their great artillery, 
berrart. the houſes in Borg, & at the (hips ridingin the 
port, wherewith a great ſhip there,was ſunke. Bur Loi 
Gar=4,in the morning betimes departed with the Chrz- 
fron Nauy trom Gozo, and paſling the ſtraits ariued in 
Malta, and there landed his Army ſercretly by point of 
_ day.And while his ſhippes ſtayed for him, he marched 
forward with the army abouta foure turlongs,ſhewing 
to the Captaynes and their lieuctenaunts, what they 
ſhould doe, and admoniſhed them al), vnto fuch time 
as they came to the grear Maiſter of Malta, euecry edict 
. and commandement that generally ſhould bee made 
among them, to paſſe in the name of the king of #/- 
p4in, and- than- at their comming to rhe great Maiſter 
to obey: him as they would doe vnto the king, it hee 
were in place. And in thg.meane time, commaunded 
the ariny to. bee vnder the regiment of 4/canio Cornia, 
and hee to be aduiſed as the moſt part of the counſaile 
there ſhould order. Ando with exhortation of a few 
words,leauing the army marching tdwards thecitie of 
Malta, the Viceroy about noonetide of the day came to 
his ſhips againe, and with the ſame ſayled towards the 
Eaſt part of the Hand, and ſtayed in the fight of the 
Citie of Malta, beeing but three miles on the South 
from the ſea.

The Yiceroy agayne hearing .the ſame, cauſed the gun- 
nersof the whole nauy,to an{were the citie, with blows 
ing of:twiſe of all the artillery-in the Chr/fzan fleet; Thar 
done the'r:ceroy returned into Srlzrgto receiue intothe 
Nauy,the bands ot the duke of 7bizc,and of certaine 
Spanrards,that were ſtayeng at MHeſ/ana & Sarragoza, and 
with them to returne towards a/ta,to follow and per- 
ſccutethe Nauy of the T#rks,which in manner was vn- 
armed, The Turkes this while,that purpoſed to aſſaule 
the fortres of Saint. Michael agayne, & lo to proue if they 
could winthe ſame,a few dayes betorethe comming of 
the Chriſtian nauy,had begun to packe,and gather toge-» 
ther their neceſfaries,but vaderſtanding of the arriuall 
of the Chri/tiaz fleet,and landing of the Chriftians army, 
:mmediately ſome ſounded the atarme, ſome crying ta 
 remouc,and ſq meruaylous tearghull,eyery one ſecking 
for the cofilcll that was thoughybeſtſomebegan to fly

Muſetto,paſſed vato the Port of Sainc# Paule,and 
there dyd ſer on land {eucn thouſand Txrkes, vnder 
the leading of Muſtapha, their Generall by land, Who 
had intelligence giuen him that the vvhole Armic of 
the Chriſtians vuhich newly vvere come, exceeded not 
the number of three thouſand ſoldiours, And there- 
fore being the more bold to fight, by reaſon of the lit- 
le number vvhich he ſuppoſed that vve vvere of, he 
marched on proudly towards the Citie of Malta, and 
in his vvay thetherward,M#/?aphadilcoucred the Armie 
of the Chriſtians. Who cſpyeng the Turks,and ready go 
heht, marched forward couragiouſly againſt them,and 
encountering vpon a hill, the Chri/tzaxs valiantly gaue 
charge vpon the Twrkes, at vvhich firſt encounter few 
vvere {laine of either fide, But in the ende by reaſon 
that our number vyas both greater and our force ther- 
with the more, the 7#rks gaue back and fled, the Chri« 
ſtians tollowed, killing and overthrowing them, vnto 
ſuch tyme the reſt vyere driuen to their ſhippes, but 
vvhilſt each one cluſtered to get to theirnavy through 
romuch haſt, there periſhed in the ſeaabour toure hun- 
dred Twrkes,and a thouſand and eight hundretkflaine 
on the land, So as if our Chriſt;ans had bene expert 
of the places,and knowne the land, there needed not 
one of the Tyrxes to have clcaped away on liue.

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The Turks beeing thus beaten into theyr ſhips,ſtay- 
ed ſtill with their Nauy in the port of Saint. Paule, all 
the next day following,8& a great part ofthe nextnight 
_ then before day in ſhoting of a warning peece being 

a {ftgne of their departure, they ſer ſayle and departed 
towards Greca, leauing the Iland of Malta,ſhametully 
waſted and enpoueriſhed. | 

Thus the T»rks beeing driven out of Malta,to their 
notable calamitie and overthrow.the Prince Yalet made 
victorious with immortall glory,cauſed generall procel- 
ſions and prayers to bee made to almightic God for his 
infinit benefits tro them ſhewed in this carefull rime,aſ- 
crybingrhe chicfeſt cauſe of this victory to his inexprel- 
ſable goodnes,then Yale? diſtributed to the worthy ſer- 
uitures,that honorably had behaued themſclues al this 
while,condigne rewards,in prayſing openly euery one 
according to his demerits with continuall thankes to 
them all for their great paines, and trauayles paſled, 
Vnto the wounded and ficke he had{uch tender regard 


for the reſtitution of their health,as though it had ben.

The iſlue and lyne of vvhich Guy,entoyed the ſayd 
Kingdome of Cyprus 250. yeeres,vntill the tyme that 
Peter reigned, vvho vvas taken prifoner by the Soa!- 
dan of Agipt,but afterward vpon Tributaile condici- 
ons reſtored,to vvhich Peter ſucceded Peter the lonne, 
vvho at the death of his Father,veing very young,vyas 
afterward married to Heleva Palrologa, and by hir had 
iflue Carlotta, married firſt tro John, King of Portugal, 
Burt laſtly to Lewes, Duke ot Sazoy, vvhich Lewes tor a 
{mall time rcigned King of Cyprus. 

This ſecond Peter,bad likewiſe a baſtard iflue,called 


James, vuho by the help of the Souldan of Egxipt expel- 


led from the kingdome of Cyprus the fayd Lewes of 
| Sanoy. James tooke to vvyte Katherin, the daughter of 

Alarcus Cornelius, adopred by the ſtate of Yemice, yvvho 
being vvith childe by hir huf band, (andhe betore hir 
dcliuerie dyeng,inthe yeere 14795.} The faid Common 
vvealth,tooke to rheir charge,both the mothcr,child, 
and Kingdome. But thortly a/ter the enfant dyed, ſup- 

ofed to haue bene poiſoned by the practiſe of thae 
ſtate: vvho ſolely thereby poſſfling themſeiues of the 
 kingdome, reduced the ſame into the forme of a Pro- 
vince: Katherin the mother being brought back to Ye- 
zice,vvho liucd to the yeere 1510, Now Selymrs tlie firſt 
Emperour of the Turks,a'ter the vtter oppreſling of the 
Saulans, and taking of the kingdome of Egjpr, cauſed 
the yecrely revenue vvhich becfore vvas accuſtomed 
to bepaicdtothe ſaid Souldans bythe kings of Cyprus, 


of all ſuch merchandite as were brought in or tranſpor- 
Ee). red 
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ted thence, to be ſet in certaine 85000 Ductets, vpon 
condicion of which paimet by way'of a yeercly ributs 
| hetreely graunted to the Yeretians as to his vaſlals, the 
policilion ot the ſaid Ile: which paimet of 8000 ducats; 
the Y-netians onely would ſuppole' to be graunted as an 
honorable reward,or gratuitie,& inino fort as a tribute; 
ut Selymus thetecond demaunding of the {aid Yene- 
tians by a Harrauld,the Fee & puſleſhto of Cyprus, which 
hctherto hee alleadged they had held vnder condicion 
ot a yerely tribute,athrmed their whole right, (fo they 
had any ) to be cxtinguiſhed,& the Intreſt to be deuol- 
ucd,& comd back to him,as the ſuperior & Paramont 
| Lord:Becauſe contrary to the allegance due to the lord 
ofthe Fee,the (aid Yexerians had giuen harborough,and 
receit, vnto certaine Spaniſh Pirats,enemies to the {ayd 
Selyms, who by thelicence of the Venetian Mavifiiates, 
had brought into .Cypr#s, 8 ther made (ale of great pil- 
lage & certain booties taken out of Cylrcia- 
And although diucrs other of the Taxkiſh Emperours 
had tollerated the ſaid Yenetians to vvith-hould vvhat 
vyas not their right, yet he the {aid Selymmm had in de- 
termination to haue his due: vvith vvhich if in good 
accord they vvould be content ro depart. he vvas not 
in any ſort to violate their bonds of amitie, or breake 
the peace,but vvould endeauour ineuery degree toad- 
uance theeſtimation of that common vvealth, 
If otherwiſe, yet he the layd Selymus, vvas not to for- 
goe his right, vvole meaning vvas to recouer the lame 
by force. 
_ The Peretians vpon this meſſage, although (by the 
ſcarcitie of prouiion and vittailes vvhich for divers 


yecres 
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 yeeres before they had endured,aslicewiſeby the firing 
ol their Arſenail, ( wherein the yeere precedent, their 
whole {ca preparation had ben conſumed, ) they were 
mightely perplexcd and amared,yert with noblereſolu- 
tion they returned aun{were,that the ſayd Selymmus had 
no tuſt cauſe why to bereaue them of their turi{diftion 
in Ciprs,which now for a hundred yeeres,in right of 
inheritancethey had peaceably poſlcfled, and that the 
yecrely penſion accultowed to be paid tothe Soldans of 
Eoipt,was no tribute dew to him,as to the ſuperiorlord, 


but onely an honorable gratuity,whereby the kings of - 


Cypriz wereaccultomed to acknowledge rheir thankful- 
nefle-vnto the ſaid'Souldans, as to their benefaRors and 
friends, by whole help Perer ſometimes the king there 
had recouered the ſame. In which their good cave they 
made no doubt of gods aliſtance, by whole aide and 
help,they had decreed & nothing doubted with force 
of armes toTepell the violence and iniurics of Selim : 
and to defend Ciprizs. Ex, | E 
* This anſwere returned to Conſtantinople all the mar- 
chanrs of Yexice trading there,were preſently apprehen- 
ded,their goods leaſed, and P7al Bafſa Admirall at fea, 
with anauy, 2uffapha BiYſi with an army by land, (con- 
duced through ji and Clicia ) were ſent againſt Ci- 
pras, Whilſt in the meare time at Yepire, Petrits Lanre- 
dans due of that common wealth, by griceand diſ- 
content dyed,during whoſe goternment many heaule 
miſchances, and calamities, had heefallen rhar ſtare,o- 
thcrs more daungerous' daily enſuing. To this Laureda- 
ns with great applauſe of the people, Loioniries Mocine-

as he had in commaund expecting > the ayding forces of

plauſible,and ſo without obſtinacy.to their deſtruction, 


(as was ſuppoſed) to prouide for theyr piuare affayres. 


Thus theſc rhinges in both parts,diverſly diſputed, ac- 
is cording 
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cording as cuery man his affetjon or paſſion per- 
ſwades him thervnto, My lelte yvill leaue ot vncertaine 
eſtimation, indifferent, to euerie mans ovvne peculier 
Iudgement,. vvithout interpoling myne, eſpeciallic 
when the matters .handled are to ſmall purpoſe, the 
decdc done not to be vndone, and that euerie expo- 
ulation is friuolus, vvhich is vvithout fruit. 

Bur rather lett mee communicate with you, my 
honorable triend, in that whereof your Letters giue 
good occaſion,and which may perhaps, bring with ir 


to vs, both ſome profit, detecting ſuch my cogitaci- 


ons, as often and long haue encombred my lecret 
thoughts, and maniteſting therein my opinion,which 
without ſoine gaine,] hope ſhall not retourne apaine. 
For it what my conceit is herein ſhalbe allowed by 
you,a man of ſo greateſtimation for wiſedome,and ac- 
cuſtomed ro the managing of high affaires, then ſhall 
I think my ſelfe aſſuredly protected from the calumi- 
nations of all maligners: or if not allowed, vet ſhall I 
giue occalion by my writing, wherby you may remouc 


the errour, which for long hath taken poſſeſſhon in 


my minde,and a in both theſe parts, it ſhall draw mee 
aduantage, | 

The effe&t whereof is, that as I have alwaies houl- 
den theſe Turkiſh affayres to be both tearcfull and pre- 
iudiciall ro-the good cſtate of all Chriſtian Prouin- 


ces, yer now- more then at any time am I driven in- 


ro a-vvondefull admiration of the ſame, vvho hauing 
ſo great a Nauie vanquiſhed,confiſting ofa huge num- 
ber of Shippes of vvarre, vvhereot part wereſounk at 


lea,part taken by our men, together vvith ſo great pro- 
LE _ viſion 


ke ſctt downe, 
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uifion of munition and all other rhings befitting the 
vvarres, deuoured by the deepes : belides no {mall 
number of vvorthie vvarriours, Captaines of famous 
memory, expert Nauigators, (vvhereot there 1s great 
ſcarcitie euerie vvhere) vvhich in that battell periihed, 
all of them being {uch things as by any accident once 
loft are, hardly to be recouered in many yeeres conti- 
nuance, yet ſuch and lo great is found the forces and 
faculties of thoſe Twrkes, as notwithſtanding all theſe 
loſſes vvith indaunted courages, forthwith they haue 
firted a nother Fleet, litle inferiour to the firſt, vvhich 
prouided and at all points furniſhed, againſt the be- 
ginning of the following Sommer, ſert fayle to Sea, 


 daringrto ſhew them ſelues in ſight of our victorious 


Fleet, vvith ſemblance not to yeelde one foote to 
flight, ſo ours hadde bene ſo aducnturous to haue 
comd on. | Fi. 

Of vvhich matters vvhilſt often I haue reaſoned 
vvith my ſelfe, and fearcht vvhat- vvere the cauſes of 
ſo muchgreatnefle,vyhat artes & meanes had brought 
them to ſo much eſtimation, and how they could at=- 
taine ſuch excellent perfection in euery millitarie func-: 
tion. Together how it comes to paſſe, that ſo many 
of our men ſhould continually reuolr, and abturing 
all Chriſtian rites, becomes affecters of that impious 
Mahumetane (c&, vvhilſt on the other part vve finde 
none or very few of thoſe repayring vnto vs. 

Of theſe things I fay, vvhilit vvith my ſelfe.l often 
argue vvhat I conceaue, may it pleaſe you heere to 
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Firſt I hould that in both parts this caſe giues ra- 
ther cauſe of pittie, then admiration : 
For bcholding ſo manie Nations and People con- 
zjoyned vvith vs in the indifloluble bondes of Chri> 
{tian Charitie and Religion, vvho to our and a num- 
ber of Chriſtian Princes ſhames, are dayelie borne 
downe vvith the heauie burthen of captiuitie, vyhilſt 
vvee neither vvith care enter-into the conſideration 
of theſe things, or harbour the leaſt thought in our 
hartes, to make them ſuccour : 
I ſay ic isto be lamented, that ſo much blindeneſſe 
ſhould haue thus poſſeſſed our mindes,vvhen in deed 
the miferies of our oppreſt brothers, ought no leſſe 
moue vs to commiſleration, then if the like daunger 
vvere- diſcending ypon our owne heads. 

We ſee thts dayly increaſing flame,catching hon!d 
of vyhatfoeuer comes next, ſtil} ro proceed further, nor 
that the inſatiable deſire of dominion in theſe Turkes 
canne vvith any riches be content, or vvith the gay- 
ning of many mightie and vvealthie Kmgdomes be 
ſo ſettled, 'bur of vyhar is this daye gotten, to mor- 


row they build a new ladder yvhereby to clymbe to 


the obteyning of ſome newer ptrchaſle, 
And vvhich to feare,is more feare'ull. That yvher- 
as eucry bondage in it ſelie is hatefull and tar worſe 
in condtcion then Death, yet that of the Turkes of 
all other is moſt crewell, moſt execrable: Who hould 
it not enough to bring the Provinces in obedience, 
vnleſſe all be vnder, vvho either exce:led in Witte, 
Fortune, vyealth,or honuur, a}! the Nobilitie ſfaugh- 
Gg.l, rexed, 
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tered, or commaunded into farrediſtaunt and remote 
Countries, vvhome beereauing the exerciſe of eue- 
ry Noble Science, ſtripping of all neceſlarie orna- 
ments, deformed and mithapte in all baſeneſſe, at 
length be brought to vvhat tulnefſe of miſerie may 
bee imagined. 

And tor thoſe our brothers, vvhich is the ſecond 
point in our griete propounded,) I know not vyhe- 
ther it vvere better fitting to deplore their condici- 
on, then to deteſt their hatetull Impietie, vvho be- 
vvitched with the fayre ſhoe of a frayle and very ſmal 
good, renounce rhe cuerlaſting and Celeſtiall riches, 
abiure Chriſtian Religion from Heauen diſcended, 
and by the ſonne of Almightie G O D, to vs men 
deliuered, vvhich onely all other meanes ſhut vpp, 
makes tree paſſage, and layes open the path that 
leades to cternall Blefledneſle, and the Kingdome of 
Heauen. 

Theſe things as I firſt ſayde, (deare friend) are to 
bee pittied, and vvhercin vve are vvith all endeauour 


to labour, leaſt at any tyme the lyke may happe to 


vs, or vve brought to the ſame paſſe, then vvhich in 


miſerable miſerie there is neither ſtate nor place more 
abiect. | 


Now for this much admired Turkiſh glorie, and 
ſo many yeeres ſuccesfull Felicitie, vvhereof vyhilſt 
few aright enter into conſideration, perhaps it may 
ſeeme vvith ſome verie ſtraunge, yet in my conceit 
neither are the things them ſelues voviuall, nor the 
cauſes thereof obſcure, vvhich then the better ſhall 
appeare, if one by one vve compare and examine 


their 


their faſhions, lawes, counſayles, and diſcipline, with 
thoſe other of vs Chri/tians. 

Firſt then none will deny me I am ſure,but that a- 
monegſt theſe cauſes, vvhich extoll kingdomes& com- 
mon wealths,to great wealth, much power, and high 
eſtimation,religion before therelſt is to bee preferred, 
which religion containeth in it a double funtion,one 
is moſt excellent and devine,and the ſame for which 
at firſt religion, was by heauenly prouidence, enſpi- 
redinto mansminde : this ( as 1 ſayd formerly ) beeing 
the onely and molt certaine guide,conducting toim- 
mortall bleſſedneſſethen which was neuer greater gift 
granted to men by Almighty God, whoſe operation is 
iuch,as in regard thereof it Crawes our afteions to c- 
ſteeme all riches, all pleaſures, kingdomes and com- 
mandes, or what may beethovght precious in this lite, 
to bee vildeand of ngvalew : according tothat ſaying, 
what ſhall it auayle mortality,to obraine the dCominion 
of the world,foin the end he make thipwracke of his 
owneloule, 

A ſecond function of religion is polliticall, apper- 
tayning to publike gouernment, and to Contayne peo- 
ple in obedyence,and dew odvleruation of lawes,wher- 
in all antiquetyes beare witneſte, that whoſoeuer well 
and wiſely haue founded cityes,ſocictyes,or common 
wealthes, they haue alwaycs had this part of religion 
much reſpected : which as it nothing detracts from the 
maieſty of religion, ſo doth it make the ſame, to bee 
holden in higher reucrence, whilſt the vie and profit 
- thereof,cxrends it ſelfe in each mans cyc, to the goe 
ucrning of all humane affayres,and preferuation ofe- 
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dery wel! planted ſtate:Of that firſt and excellent part, 
we haue 10 purpoſe 10 ſpeake, for it little appertaines 
tothcargument in hand, wiccrein 1t ſhall inffice thus 
much alonc bee laid, yg it allihelyie of euery Chri/ti- 
an man,ought eſpecially ro bee {pent in giuing thanks, 
to thar devine dc Ry Dy whoſe 20oiinefle we haue our 
foules iltaminatcd, ith the bry ght beames of true re- 
ligion, all cloudes of erronyous'darknefle driven a- 
way, wherewith the mindes of tuch as are ignorans 


' in the {ame bee hourcly blinded, whereby wee may 


finde,how much berrer by infinit degrees;the cundicls 
on of Chriſ7t:25 is, rather then that of the Mahinmetans, 
who miſled by the lyes of that wicked [mpoſter, and 
following his damned poſitions,diucrting from. the e- 
rernall path ot faluation, arc carryed headlong in theyr 
misbelietc ro hell torments,and everlaſting dainnarion: 
but let the vrging ot this point, be the office of deuines, 
and now again to my purpole. 

Then let vs came to the poynt, which is proper to 
ovr queſtjion,whern it ſhall be nothing pertinent whe- 
ther any profeſſed religion, bee true or falſe, ( for that 
as becforc is ſaid ,appertay nes to the ſoules (aluation 3 
but whercof the vvhole ſubſtance vvillcenGiſt in this, 
that what religion |; ocuct receyued,may be ſincerely 
carefuily obſeruei,by the {upportacton of fuch a zeligi. 
on,0nely kingdo.nes and nitione,hanc cathered preat 
weaithand attaynced ta great eſtimation , power, and 


| dignity,2s may bc tnanticitly proued. both by torceable 


reafon.und nany memorable examples, For whereas it 
was apparant, that tne cntcte and beſt meancs to en- 
larze any Empirc,is 2ppropriate tathetruc kno wiedge 

of 
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of managing armes, and the glory of millitary profeſ- 
l10a,zin which two thinges, are ſpecially reſpected, os 
bedicnce and diſcipline, of both theſe,religion I (ay 
is the principall foundation, whereby it alwayes came 
to palle, that euery nation aduzunced at any time to 
greatneſle, have cucr beene itudious, and moſt care» 
tull preferners of the fame, 

[n mayntayning which poſition omitting num- 
bers, that may bee nawed, I will content mee with 
the Romaines, Who tarre ſurpaſſed all other people in 
wilcdome, as in wealth, valour, and glory, 

| For thele graucand true expericnced men, find- 
ing that the conf1derations of religion, were of great 
force, both to beautitie their ſtare,and enlarge theyr 
Empire,in noone thing labouurcd more then the true 
obſcruation of the ſame, poſſeſſing theyr people ſtill 
with opinions of feare and reuerence towardes theyr 
Gods. To which alwayes ſo great belicte was giuen, 
as nothing was Ccuer executed in publike or priuarte, 
which was notattempred, as having the Gods the fiſt 
authors thereof; So as what cucr of their affayres were 
finiſhed, what new defignes tiken in hand, what ex- 
pedicion put in practiſe, what fortune of war aſlayed 
which was not done,the Gods firit conſulted, nor did 
they labour any other thing in thoſe theyrvowing and 
rendring vowes, dedication 0: Temples, obſeruation 
of progedics ( wherein the wiſe, of that age were ex- 
cceding ceremanious) with ſacrifice and ſupplications, 
belecchingthe good will of the Gods,but to periwade 
the people that whatſocuer was done was all by the 
plcalure & permiſliun of the lame gods,who obſeruing 
cuery 
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euery ation of mans life, becomes ſharpe chaſtiſers of 
wrong and wickednelle, bur moſt {cuere reuengers of 
theyr. owne neglected or conmtenned deitye, whereby 
it came tv palſle,that amonegft thoſe Rowames,no cryme 
was accompicd ſo haynous, as that of an oth or faith 
plighted & broken : and of this religion how great the 
citunation was,it may pcriectly appeare,by that exam- 
ple onely,when as the counſc}}, with ſo ercat dilligence 


laboured, to dilwade them from thoſe aſlemblyes of 


the Tribuncs,deterin:ving in the fayour of rhepeople 
to propound certaine lawes,againſt whichtheSenatein 
opolition,could giue no other let,but that the conſulls 
ſhould proclaime, the leading forth of thelegions in cx- 

edicion,from rheattendance of which warfare, whilſt 
the people had no power torefiſt, neither could the au- 
thoritye of the Trivunesgiueany rcdrefle,they before 
hauing in that caſe ſworne their obedyence tothe con- 
ſull,and ſeeing no other meanes,how: to'rid them of 
their religious oath then by the deathof the ſayd con- 


cull,conſulted amongſt themſelues to kill him:whereof 
they had put the practyſc in full execuryon.if ithad not 


further beene tould them, that no religon could bee 
diſlolued by any country -ued miſchieſe: ;holding murder 
as it ſcemed, in &lcfle degree then the violatyon-of 
theyr faith. VV hich one thing, eucr held their fouldiors 
fo obſcruant to the will of their commanders,to whom 
they h2d once given the aſſurance. of the ſame, thar 
that people which in aſerled peace;was neuer bur ſtub- 
borne and rebellious agaynſt theyx ſuperiors,the ſame 
in warwere eucr found quiet & contented, bound one- 
Iy by this nulitary oath,whercot by peace alwayes they 
becaine 
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became diſcharged , To which againe may be ſaid, fo 


great was their regard,that they would prefer the ob- 
{eruation of the ſame,betore the preſeruacion of their 
owne liucs: ſubmitting their heads cuen to the block, 
it at anytime according to the manner of thole wars 
the Conſuli thould giue in command for any ſeruice 
not well executed,that a Capirall decimating amonegſt 
them, ſhould be made. and by this it came to paſle, 
that through the doubttull daunger of death, both by 
the enemic and their commander propounded : their 
fouldiours alwaics in vyarres vvere aſlured to doe the 
vemoſt of their iudeuours to ouercome: choling ra- 
therto dye valiantly fighting.then be vanquithed,leaſt 


in the feare of an incertaine death, vyhole perill they 


might perhaps auoide by bouldnetle and reſolution, 
they might incure that certaine ſlaughter, trom auoy- 
ding vvhereof, Religion cut of all hope: For vvhich 
cawe, | Iudge that no vviſe man will deny mee bur 
Religion as in cuery publike deligne, lo etpecially in 
the affaires of vvarre,is a moſt firme foundation. 

Now whetherthat this part of religion 1s either ofthe 
Turks or vs Chriſtians, not more {incere care and facred 
conſtancie ob'erned,l rather leaue it to euery mans pe- 
czliar opinion,then therin to deliuer my owne iudge- 
ment,yct {oine things | will note by the vvay : as they 
come into my minde. Firſt fince that the cſpectall parts 
o* religion conlifteth principally in this,that all things 
be referred to that ſupreme power by whoſe wil we be- 


tecue euery humaneation tobe gouerned, it is vvon- 


der how farthe Turks for this point ſurpaſſe vs, hauing 


Ls 


that opinion with ſuch firmnes ſetled in their minds & 
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attributing ſo much to the deuine prouidence,that ther 
12 they ſeeme rather to exceede to much,then belecue 
to little, vvhiiſt neceflarily they vvill rye vvhar cuer be- 
falls vs,vnto fate,by no humane couniells or prouifion 


auoidable:For vvhich cauſe they ſuppole that by y lame 


fate acertaine limit of rime is aſligned cuery mans lyfe, 
vvhich neither can be prolonged beyond the ſame,nei- 
ther by any means ot vs thortned,& rhertore vvhe the 
appointed houre of death ſhall come, of neceflitic the 
ſame muſt be vndergone: invvhich houre,vvearc as cer- 
taine to dye, though priuately ſhut vp in any chamber 
& deuided by all meanes from danger, as it a man vver 
conuerlant in the heat & tury of fight, vvher a thouſand 
vveapons vver bent againſt his bolome,vvhich death,it 
not by heaucn decreed,there amongſt thele vyeapons 
of as great ſafetic may a man aſſure himſelie,as in his 
owne chamber:now this opinion though it may be dif- 

roued,in ſo much as thus it attributeth to the neeeſlt- 
tie of deſtinie or fate,yer to y matter handled,it brings 
this gteat good,that the Turkes become therby more c9- 
fident & bould,vvhether fighting in battaill or vnderta- 
king any other dangerous exploit, becauſe thereby the 


 fearcot death is fully bereaned the,the certaintic wher- 


of as they conceaue,cofiſteth not in perills,bur in their 
vnauoidable deſtinie. Now thatall humane aftaires are 
inthe ſupreme & deuine moderation,depEding wholly 
vpon the power of heauen, is a moſt holy trace & Chr:- 


/tiau opinion, wich as eueric man ought conſtantlie 


beleeue,lo muſt we eſchew all cauſes that ſeeme to im- 
pech the credit thereof, And therfore vve are to con- 
fideryleaſt by the contrarie perſwaſtons of any philoſo- 
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phic,vve may be miſled, eſpeciallie by that of the Peri- | @ 


patikes,whoſe opinions are now a Gates in high eſtima- li 
tion, 1hegreat part of whom doe fo diſpute of the de- | 
uine nature, as thoughit had no humane aft2ires, nor 


could hauc anie in conltderation,being a moſt damned | 
coctrine,& vnworthie v maieſtic of heauen, for ſo with 
one ſtroke they vtterlie cut of all religion: For in vaine 
. then ſhould we praic,vow,ſacrifice,or by anie other act 

of grace,belech the goodnefle of almightie God,craue 
his athſtance,or deſire he ſhnld behold vs in mercy,whe 
vveare aſſured betore hand.that none of all theſe he ej- 

ther doth,or can regard:which impedimentis bereaued ! 
the Turkes whilſt they are quite forbidden the ſtudic of I 
Philofophie,(though Tam not ignorant how thar wicked 0 
ſeducer Mahomet,had therin a arther meaning-v/z:leaſt 
by the knowledge therof,the great vanitie & ſmal grond 
in the promulgatis of his lawes mightapeare,) lo great- 
ly hath this ignorance proued profitable to the 7 xrkes, 
for the maintenance of their opinion in Religion. Bur 
whether the ſtudie of Philoſophie bringeth more good or 
hurt it isnot my purpoſe here to di{pute,referuing it for 
a longer argumct & more oportune time & place, Now 
this opinion thus planted in the mindes of the Turks, 
makes thein fearful of the devine maicſtie.and inflames 


the with areuerEd regard of religion:By which it comes | 
to paſſe,that though this their teruing of God be fuikof þ 
. error, vet ſhall wee finde every where many excellent p 
Þ ſignes of their blynd deuoſion, commending their di- | 
- ligence to the furtherice of the ſame: For none the they E 
- doth with greater reuercce repaire to their temples, pro- ; 
- ſtrate with al humility,crauing pardo of their {ins by the ) 
, Hh.y, || alnlance þ 
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aliſtance of Gods ſpirit,holding all holy things in high 
veneration,wherein omitting other,they ſo much reſ- 
pect,not onely theyr owne Prieſtes, and religions, but 
euen thole ot ours,as they accounted it in the higheſt 
degree of {1n,to iniury any one of them any way,which 
hath ben approved by infkinit examples of pirates, of 
whom a nuinber (as often it hathfallen out) hauing ta» 
ken any Prielt of ovrs,haue prelently let him at liberty, 
leaſt by retayning theiervantof God. they might ther. 
by importune the ſame God to reuenge his wrong, 
Another thing to theirgreat comendation is,that none 
then they more caretully lovke to the conſeruation of 
their lawes,none puniſhing thepublike breach thereof 
in whoſocucr,more {euerely, For which there is never 
heard with them,any bleſphemy agaynſt God, any ad. 
ultryes committed,or oughtelle wherin theris offence, 
cither in the violation or ncgligent odſeruation of the 
ſame,And yet tor all this,I am not Ignorant that by the 
{ame impious & cxccrable law,more haynous tins are 
permitted, but that it may appeare,how ftrickt euen the 
mightieſt are in preſeruing their ſaide lawes, wee haye 
in this age a memorable preſident teſtyfied inthe perſon 
of the great Emperour So/yman, which I will heere re- 
count, I his Sely»a» amongſt thoſenumber of excellent 
choſen women, who are keprſpecially forthe kings con- 
cubines ( foritis permitted-by the law of Mihrmet that 
euery Twurke may hould lo many concubynes as he is a- 
ble ro mayrtayne, } calling one among the reſt more 
often then any other,& ſhe perceyuingtherby, how the 
Emperourt was mightely poſleſt with birloue,by a cun- 
ning drift ſo much cftected with him.,as ſhee obteyned 
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hirfreedome, (for itisto be noted, that as well boyes 
as girles, [0 (ſhut vp in the Serag/roarc his Naues, ) atter 
which beeing by Coatch ſent toras at other times ta 
come & accompany the {aid Emperour,made an{were, 
how the much adinired,wiat rcalon the great Spncor 
had,who beeinga prince ct ſo much inaic{tie doubted 
nothing publikely,toentringethe holy law of Aahwmet, 
by whcch itwas prouided in playne words,thatno man 
in ſuch ſort ſhould accompany tree women,8& therby lo 
gricuouſly ro offend,cuen in the view of his people, 
whole eyes were all caſt vpon him. Now the Emperour 
much moued with this aniwere,as likewiſe brideling for 


the preſentthe heate of his defire, demanded, the next 


day,of the learned in theyr lawes, wherthes by law. it 
might be admittedany man to keepe free women, for 
theyr concubines,whervnto when he had zeccaued an- 
(were, that it was not Jawfull, and not enduring the 
want of that wench,whom heloued entirely, the ſayd 
Solyman for that reaſon married hir. Now l neede not 
on the contrary part to recount, how Chriſtians carry 
themſelucs in the like caſes, leaſt I further cxulcerate 
thoſe wounds by handling, which I am ſure by admos 
niihing will nor becured. 

The ncxt place to religion, whether eſtabling any 
common wealth, or inlarging a dominton, is wonthe- 
ly attributed to dilcipline, wherein bectwixt vs and 
the Turkes,the very truth is, in my opinion,that there 
is admitted no compariſon, whilſt dilcipline is a thing 
with them of high eſtimation, bur with vs of little or 
no account,& that this is {oyit appeares cleerely in this 
chat euery yeere the great Emperovr at certaine ſeaſons 

Ht, ſcnds 
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ſends his inquiſitors abroad through all parts of his ter- 
ritories, to make <letion of the choile children to be 
found of an affigned age,which inquiſitors where they 
coine,calling rogether all the ſayd children of the ſame 
place, {ele from amongſt them, ſuch whole toward- 
neſſe andinclination ſheweth irſcltc,cither by thedit- 
poſition of tke mewbers,or countenaunce fit for their 
purpoſe, thoſe they take, whom bringing to the court, 
there by cſpectall maiſters provided. be they inſtructed 
in all manner ot martial! diſcipline,by which & through 
much exerecile,their bodies and mindes are confirmed 
to endure cuery labour,noris there any one entertay- 
ned'in their'warfare,but ſuch as by much exerciſe are 
invred to this diſciplinc : whereas on the other fide ir 
ts hourely ſcene,rhat ourarmycs forthe moſt part, doe 
ſtandof men,both rude and vnexpertenced in all mar- 
tall demeanours or diſcipline. 
This abone named diſcipline, hath in it a triple ve, 
wherof the firſt is the true knowledge of things appet= 
tayning to the warres,this drawing with it an inabling 
of the bodics forces : by which it falles out,as we bauve 
often ſcene theyr ſtrength approued,that an arrow ſhot 
 iroma Turk bow,hath clouen rhe ſhanke ofa gallie 
oare, where the wood hath beene nine inches thicke, 
{o as the head of the ſame arrow, hath ſhewed itſeife 
on the other {ide : whereas ſuch ſouldiours as wee put 
in pay,withourt conſideration,are choſen in companies 
ignorant of all things appertayning,& then forthe moſt 
part learning the vie,and art of theyr weapons, when 
there is moreneed valyantly to manage them. 
Another commoditie of diſcipline is, that it pre-

ring all extremities, which miſery, or the {ſcarcity of 
things, may caſt vpon man. 

For theyr mindes accuſtomed to continuall ex- 
erciſe,cannot bee daunted with paynes, ſpare dict, or 
otiicr inconueniences, wherwith it is daily acquaynted, 
content conliſting,not in many, but neceflary things: 
ſo as weelee theyr great armyes long time, often kept 
together with ſmall prouiſiun, theyr fleetes and land 
preparations, executing avght with exceeding expedi- 
cyon, whilſt a huge part of baggage,ordenarily(attend- 
ing other camwpes ) giues to them no let. 

Whereas both our land and ſea forces, are ſtill en- 
combred,with loadings of houſhould proviſion, our 
ſouldyours euer faynting without the aftlucnce of 
euery thing , theyr bodyes impatient of labour, and 
this not onely when they want not things neceſlary, 
bur it they abound not with delycates, lo as to our 
ſhame bee it ſpoken,a man may obſerue in ourcampes, 
thoſe exceſſes of feaſtings and needeleſle fare, which 
euen in the plentifulneſle of peace, myght in Citics 
perhaps ſecme riotus, where amongſt other things ill 
beſecming, it irkes me to thinke,that men ſhould bee = 
, brought to ſo much nicenefle,as in a ficet,to haue Snow | 
þ carryed,for cooling their wine. FE 
t The third vie of diſcipline is the profit of obedience,the 
S which there is no one greater vertue inthe exercite of 
& _ armes, Thisas it 1s with the Turks wore 1n eſtimation 
then euer in any age the like hath ben ſcene with other 
nations. So of all people in the contrary heercot wee 
hb are 
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are deſperatcly diſca{ed,cuen ro the death,our ſouldi- 
ors Deng mutinous,tactious, diſobs dient, who taſhio- 
ned by nv rules of d:{cipline, conteined in dutie,by no 
regard 0 puniihmentyin their owne camps,themiclues 
ro themſciues tor the moſt part work more milchieic, 
thn vvhar at any Ume taey receaue trom the weapons 
of the enemee: vvhich toule faults to our greaterſhame, 
is as comme. io the capraines & commanders,as the 
priuate ſouldiours, a number of whom ſtudyeng their 
perticuler reucge,their priuate ambiti6,or (then which 
vvith men of vvar there is naught more odious) their 
ſernyle gayne,betray their countrie,neglect their Prin- 
ces command, and vvithgut executing aught vvorthie 
their truſt and imploymenr, cauſe often Impediments 
through maljtious enuie of a nothers glory,to vvhat ſo- 
cuer might be worthely executed : Such things I ſaie, 
vvithvs.men dare dayly do,treed trom teare of all con- 
digne puniſhmet,ſo as I cannot namea place in ſhame 
or diſhonor baler,vvhecther theſe or the like vvith ener- 
laſting Intatnic,haue not brought vs. FE” 
Nex: now enſues that I ſpeake of the Tzrk//þ valor 
and vertues,no meanecau'es or of {inall regard in the 
inlareing of any Empire,vvherein it I ſhould afhrme 


thar they doe much cxcell vs,l might ſo both become 


inturiovs to the Chri/f:2x name, and procure my {c]fe 
10re enuic then I aFcR. Yet t:uth is rruth, by vvhom 
focuer deliucred,and well I may fay that true valour is 
vvith the Turkes of more'accomprt vvhen to the vali- 
ant alone the paſſage ro all militarie promotions is layd 
open, vvhere any ones merit towards his countrie by 
any manly aQ performed, fhall aduance him throvgh 
all 
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all degrees of dignitie, even to that vvhich is next the 
higheſt with vs,on the contrary Nobility being of grea» 
reſt reconing,ſuch tor the moſt part euery vyhere com- 
manding,who though they ſhew ſmal orno teſtimonie 
either of valor or vertue, yer ſupported by the greatnes 
of their blood,manage matters as they liſt, This being 
that onething which to much hath exaſperated y minds 
of many worthy Chriſtian (eruitors,thatflying tro thoſe 
enſignes wherthey tound no place for their vertue: re- 
pair to the Turks, who for theirgood parts fairely intreat 
them.& according to the proufe any one makes of his 
vvorth,doth ſo preter him to every roome of Honor: 
their condicion in that point being exceding commen- 
dable,vvho demand not vvhence the man is,but vyhat 
he is,neither holding that vertue and valorare guiſts of 
granfathers inheritance, like to riches & thole other of 
Fortune. Yet for all this, I muſt not deny but that nobi- 
litie ought much to be eſtemed,being in it ſelfe of great 
mighe ro ſtir vpthe minde to honorable actions: and a 


rich ornament to all ſuch as haue yertue thervnto con- 


ioined.But barely to prefer nobility before valor & vere 
rue, or for any mans gentry folly to commend him to 
the greateſt funRions in a common wealth, or to com- 
midan army,that vrterly I diſalow,as full of danger to 
any ſtate: I highly reuerence the kinred of kings '& prin- 
ces,whom to haue placed in great comads,is not alone 
witfour peril, but profitable. For if authoritie be of eſti- 
mation in all humane affaires,inthoſe of the wars eſpe- 
cially it is a moſt material point, wherin the Soule and 
lyfe of good gouerning,chiefly coliſteth:as hauing ube- 
diccealwales attendant,no Mm thing more furthering, 
l.je _ as 
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T he cauſes of the preatneſſe 
as I haueſaid euery warlike:deſigne;& therfore to ſuch 
all ſouldiors & captaines withourrepining,ſubmittheir 
greatneſſe,not being ſubie to enaie & mulreports, be- 
tore whom cuery man forceth himſelfe for the ftormoſt, 
becauſe the teſtimonie of their valor & vertue ſhewen in. 
their princes preſece cannot be cocealed by the calume 
niations of any backbiter, whereby as often it happens, 
men doe difpaire of a due reward. In thefe things there 
forc I would thus be vnderſtod,that wher ther wants a 
duc mixture of their parts together, compounded : it is 
berterin my coceit by the Turkyþ prefident-to prefer in 
comanda man endwed with vertue lacking thoſe exte- 
rior badges of great blood,then thatany ſupported by 
nobilicie,ſhould bear ſway Indigent of thole perfectios 
which at firſt begot all true Nobiliric. | 
Malo pater tibi ſit Thirſutes, dum modo tu ſis 
Aacide ſumilss : Vulcaniaq; arma capeſſas. 
Luam te Thirſite ſemilem producat Achilles. 

The laſt though not the leaſt of thoſe things which ane 
tiquitic haue attributed to the neceflitie of the well eſta- 
bliſhing any ſtate,ſtandeth in meaſuring arightly accor- 
ding tocuery mans metit,reward of well docing or pu- 
niſhmetof it. Nowineither part how far we are to the 
Turks interior,it is often admired,But leaſt I giue occaſt- 
| On of further offence, 8 procure from many thathatred 
which I defire not to vndergoe, I will deſiſt tro further 
4918 rho; this courſegin preferring theſe Tarkeſh con- 
zderations with ours,& onely wilſay that as the whole 
 ſcopeot theircoſiſels & other proiets tendsto thegla« 
ry to bc gotten by the vvars, ſo are all ours in an ather 
kindemoare excellent, for the maintenanceof common 
| locictie 
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ſoFetie & the ſtudies of peace,which vvith ſo infinir a 
deſire we hunt after,as all charge, all expece of time, 8& 


| mony.all care & diligence | is held both light &litle, for 


obtcining the ſame, And this appeareth tiiſt by y great 
numbers of Prieſts. Mounks, Freers, & other religious, 
poſſeſſing great power,& wealth, with large lands, and 
ſtately erected monaſteries,wherwith the plentil ul coft- 
tries of Exrope, are eucry vvhere peſtered : to vvuhom a 
great part both of Chriſfendomes reuenues & tomodities 
be comd. This I doe not diſalow butmuch commend 
the pietic & wiſedome of our anceſtors, who haue bene 
ſo boittiful in beftowing to holy vies fo liberal towards 
the maintenance of Gods ſeruice releucing the neceſſt- 
tic bf the pogre,and both nounſhing & cheriſhing the 
ſtudies of: Arts & cuery good literature, Another thing 
with vs 1s, that our ſeates of Iuſtice prolong the deci- 
ding of cauſes, with many quiddetyes,& delayes,which - 
is the ſole reaſon that we tce fo many lawiers & Indges, 
ſo many attoraeys,folicitors.clarks,notaries., aduocates 
& proctors,to whom ſo great rewards & large tees arc 
aſſigned,as this practife of y law(lyke ro that orher)hath 
drawen with itno litle part of the welth of Chriſiexwopr. 
gaine, the Scholes of good learning are by vs vvith 
great charge mainteined,to which many repaire,& per-_ 
ceaving the acc ompr that learned men daily hue in.doe 
ſpend cither all, or the greateft part of their life in that 
profeltion; Laſtly ( 200d god) whar coſt is beſtowed in 
every handt crafrrhing,wha huge foundations hourly 
laid what ſtare & abundice of publike & priuare build- 
ings, what ſuperflucty in enſignes of honor, picturs,hig- 
ings j& plate,whatdelicacy in- every houſhold prow 16: 
| Ii.1), whit 
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What riot infeaſtings: what pride & expecein apparell: | 
vvith how great ſtipends are the maſters in theſe Artes 
maintained,all which as they greatly beurifie our Chri- 
ſtian countries,maligne the Twrks in regard of vs to a 
peare rude & vnpoliſht: ſo are they vtterly ill fitting tor 
martiall affaires,or enlarging of an Empire,vvhilſt they 
conſume & waſt a great part of that wealth which were 
better beſtowed in the wars. 

Now vvith the Twrkes all theſe things a are in propor- 
tion,cther ſmall or none. Their Preiſts 8 Religious are 
very few their lyuing litle,ſupplyed with things onely 
neceſſary .Their law determinations want demurs, and, 
delatory plees receauing ſentence ar the firſt or ſecond! 
 hearing;vvithout toſſing ſo many volumes of the ciuill 

& Canon Codices;with their comments : ſo. mary yeere 
bookes of the common lawes courſe, wherby A great 
ſtore of counſels & aduocares, ſuch quantitie of clarks 
and notaries are in ſmall requeſt. 

T her is amongſt them no orders of Monks & Free- 
ers,no Pyles of ſtately builded Palaces; no ſumptuoul- 
neſſe in their dayly port,but thrifty cariape, ſpare dyer, 
vvherein the hands of cunning cookes hauc no med- 
ling : the Twrkes neither caring or crauing theſe things, 
bur ſpending vvhat they haue in theyr needfull prepa- 
rations for the vvars, vvhere vvealth and rewards are 
peculiarly appropriate to the valiant.No marucill ther- 
fore that ſo many as I haue ſayd, of vvorthy Chri/tiap 
ſeruitours, leaue the diſplayed Banners of TE SFSF, 
vyhere ſmall and for the moſt part,no conſideration is 
allotted their merits, repairing thether wher they finde 
riches and cſtimation the guerdon of well dooing. 


Now 
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Now lincethe one and onely meanes,of the T#x- 
k;/h glory,doth proceede from the warlike deſi 1gnes,it is 
no wonder thatall their endeauours,ſhould wholy bee 
bent to that, which thus alone drawes with it honorgri- 
ches,& power,wherby we ſee howthey excell all other 
nations,in martiall cſtimatfon,& execution of high ex- 
ployts,what great numbers of valiant ſouldiours, they 
continually keepe in pay,how huge forces of horſe and 
toote they maintaine, ſoas to all people their name is 
now becomd fearcfull,8 that alwaies they returne vic-. 
tors from euery war once vndertaken,for inlarging their 
dominion, our mens mindes on the other part by mul- 
tiplicitie of knowledges and imployments,being ſo dif 
traught as few can ſpare any time to follow ſuch ſeruice: 
through as I faid the innumerable ſorrsof handy crafts, 
ſtudyeng of ants,8& profeſſing of religion,things indeed 
that haue diuerted yrhoughts of the greater part,of able 
Chriſtian bodies,fro the affearion of armes,for it is the 
condicion of man,with greater content to follow that 
courſe of life, which i is eaſic,lafe,lefle paynefull,& free 


trom danger,then that other of the wars,proleſſed ene- 


my to reſt & quietneſle: eſpecially when this firſt with 
pleaſure,brings neuertheleſſe the cominodityes of efti- 
matyon & riches, maniteſting the apparant reaſon that 
thus welſceall our cities,ſo repleniſhed with marchants, 
craftimen, inholders,vinreners,8 ſuch like: euery place 


reporting the diſputations & different opinions of Phi- 


loſophers,& deuines, with continuall canvaſling of Jaw 
cales, All which things as they mightely 1 ſay, adorne 
our peaccable part of the world,ſfo doe they wholy dil- 
able all martiall credyr,tor which wee finds vpon cuery 
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occaſton, how weake our forces are; for cauſe of the 
{mall number, who follow the wars. In which, this fur- 
ther I dare athrine, from ſound 1udgmentr, that of that 
age, wholc bodies through Chriſtendomeare fit for the 
wars ſeruice;the hundrerh perſon (carce doth apply him 
to that proſeſſion, whereas on the contrary with the 
Tarks,the greater part alwaies doe wholy deuote them- 
ſclues,tothe practiſe of armes. -# 

But now let vs cometo the inflicting of puniſhment 


due to offenders, the feare wherof, of equall conteines 


men in compaſl?, both to the cell and martiall diſct- 
pline : wholeſome lawes being with vs,as well as with 
the Turks.to- that end eſtabliſhed. Yer the vigor & force 
of good lawes,fhould nor conſiſt in a pofrtine decree, 
but in aand ſacred inviolable obſeruation of the fame : 
the rigor whereof we Cariftians tor the moſt auoide by 
the cunning diſtinions of lawyers,mitigate by the fa- 
vour of great perſonages, or breake through by our 
owne power.Where with the Twrkes theſe thinges are 


otherwiſe,there being left no meanes to obtaine par- 


don of any offence,no-hope of efcaping puniſhment: ſo 
as we {ce with vs all thinges to be corrupt & dflojure : 
liberty for each one to doe whar het. Our ſouldiours 
JIicentious & freed from feare of puniſhment, with care- 
leſſe cartage,cxecuting what eueris committed to rheir 
charge,ſtt]l mutinous,& ſediciovs,reſpeRtlefle of com- 
mand,vgreat docrs in words, litle indeed, mt kirmiſh ma- 
king courtite, who ſhovld firſt begin; orrangd to hight, 


running away the firſt ſquadrons ſcarcely charg,or be- 


fore any honeſt hafard of fortune were attempted: & al- 
though wchaue as cannotbe denicd diuers worthy cap» 
taines 
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taines, who are not impechable,of any theſe crimes, yer 


what ſhall thoſe tew excellent men affeRin reformin 
the generall corrupt couditions of time, in faith little : 
whole vertuesare to teeblegto encounter the outgrown 
vices of this age-Againe it is well knowen, that many 
great commanders ther are, who caſting away their pri- 
uate counſels & confiderativs, preter the publike good : 
yerteuen theſe have ſuch for interiour leaders,who ar? 
no leſle, (if not more) faulty.then the ordinary ſouldi- 
our: the greater part-of. whom fullow the (ervice for 
gaine, and make a traficke of the warres. Who when 
a muſter of men is to paſſe, and pay to bee made, 
beclic their number,cither borrowing, or ſubborning 
baſe fellowes, to fill vp ſuch roomes as are fayling, 
whereby it fals out that the payes bee cuer ſtrong, but 
the coinpanies weake. | 

Now none of all theſe defaults bee converſant in 
the Turkiſh campe, where the ſouldiour is cuer leruice- 
able, and at commaund, executing what they haue 
in charge carefully , reſeruing their heat of courage 
to encounter the encmy, which with high reſolution 
they both vndertake and maintayne : nothing dif- 
mayed, with a firſt ouerthrow, nor diſcouraged with 
the enemies ſecond good ſucceſſe, whereby to leaue 
the field, but valiauntly fighting conteyned, more by 
the force of their lawes,& the puniſhment therof, then 
by feare of the enemy, keepe theyr afſigned -ranckes, 
expecting the beſt,and enduring the vtmoſt of good or 
bad fortunes chances, who alwaics bearing in mind,the 


fearefull ſpectacles of thoſe theyr barbarous' chaſtiſe- 


ments,as ther way be cauſed,ctermine cither to _ re, 
rene
